THE AMERICAN FORESTRY PROBLEM 


It is True that Trees Grow, but They. Also 
Decay; is Net Result Increase or Decrease? 


REES grow, of course; but they also decay, and are de- 
stroyed by fires and felled by wind. Is the net result, 
over a long period of years, an increase or a decrease in 
forests as we know them today in the United States and 
Canada? In other words, if we should take no lumber for 
commercial and industrial purposes, would our forests 
grow in size and extent? Such growth has generally been 
assumed by writers on the subject, but Frank J. D. Barn- 
jum, of Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia, asserts the con- 
trary. Writing on ‘The Delusion of a Net Annual 
Growth in Our Forests,” in the Boston Post, an article that 
has now been reprinted in pamphlet form, Mr. Barnjum 
says that, even aside from the woodcutter’s ax, our forests 
are diminishing, instead of growing; that is, if we take in- 
to account a period long enough to smooth out minor irreg- 
ularities in the record. Writes Mr. Barnjum: 

“In considering this question of growth in our natural, 
or rather unnatural, forests, as they exist on this continent 
today. we have to fieure not’on some individual stand or 
township, where conditions may be abnormal or unusually 
tavorabie, but on a state or the country as a whole, and in 
cycles of one hundred years, as the average spruce-tree as 
harvested will run but. little short of the century mark. I 
am perfectly willing to acknowledge that there is a growth 
to every living tree that has not passed maturity, has not 
blown down, or has not been killed by fire or some species 
of the hundred and one different bugs. I also admit that 
there is a combined net growth in some sections of a town- 
ship and, in rare instances, in possibly a whole township. 
But to offset this growth, as there must be a debit as~well 
as a credit side, we must charge off the wastage. 

Tree Damage by Wind and Fire 

“We will take the state of Maine, for one example, as 
it is the most important wood-producing section in the east- 
ern United States. Now, if you will refer to the crutser’s 
map of almost any township, you will find a dotted path, in 
many instances running clear across the town, of varying 
widths up to a mile or more, marked with the significant 
and familiar words ‘Blow-down’ or ‘Wind-fall,’ which 
means that the timber in that designated section has been 
destroyed by wind. 

“The next most familiar word is ‘Burn,’ and quite 
often there may be two or three or more sections of a town- 
ship that have been burned, running in size all the way 
from fifty acres up to four thousand or five thousand, and, 
in some cases, half or three-quarters of the township, to 
even, in the case of the Miramichi fire which swept across 
Maine, a burned area of more than three million acres. | 
can think of at least one fire in Maine, which occurred 
about 1903, which burned one hundred thousand acres, 
while another fire, in 1909, in the same state, burned over 
forty-five thousand acres, and these are merely two exam- 
ples. 

“In addition to the large, well-defined areas of fire 
and wind destruction, there is a continual dropping by wind 
of a tree here and a tree there. This is going on all the 
time, and when you realize that it is only necessary to lose 
one tree per acre per year, varying in size from five inches 
to twelve inches in diameter, according to location and con- 
sequent rate of growth, to wipe out the entire growth by 
this one source of loss alone, and then when you add to 
this the heavy losses from the large wind-falls, fire, and 
bugs, you do not have to stretch the imagination very much 
to realize that not only is your growth increment wiped 
out, but also quite a little of your principal as well. For 


this reason, the thought uppermost in my mind is to try to 
arrive at a figure that will approximate what this net loss 
really is. 
Spruce Budworm an Expensive Pest 

“When I attempt to estimate the wastage caused by 
the spruce budworm, I am somewhat staggered. The most 
conservative figure I have heard for Maine is that 25 per- 
cent, with a high figure of 60 percent, of all the fir growth 
in the state has been killed, with considerable spruce de- 
struction as well, and New Brunswick’s loss runs up to 75 
percent,’and Quebec’s up to 40 percent. And when we rea- - 
lize that this is at least the third attack within the past cen- 
tury that we have had by this one pest, we can form some 
slight idea of what the wastage from this source must be. 


“In British Columbia, 665,000,000,000 feet of timber 
have been burned, and this amount very nearly equals the 
total stand of saw timber remaining in Canada today. 


“In Maine, in the gale of 1883, a billion feet of soft 
wood were blown down, in addition to a very large amount 
of hardwood, in the two counties of Oxford and Franklin 
alone, and the loss in the whole state was incalculable. I 
know of one township, which I afterward bought, where 
one-third of the entire stand of timber was destroyed in 
this same gale. 


“T have in mind a windfall in Wisconsin, between 
Prentice Junction and Ladysmith, that covers a strip five 
miles wide and fifty miles long, where the timber was laid 
as flat as if traversed by a steam-roller. All of this timber, 
the result of more than two hundred years’ accretion, was 
destroyed in an hour. I cannot help thinking of an experi- 
ence of my own in my earlier days, in this connection. I 
had been planting ten thousand trees per year for two or 
three years, when a fire came in on an adjoining lot and 
burned up more trees in two hours than I had planted in 
the three years, which discouraged any more planting by me 
at that time.” 

But the final and most convincing figures, Mr. Barn- 
jum thinks, are contained in a report of the Society of 
American Foresters, which says that of all the total forest 
area in the United States (500,000,000 acres) one hundred 
million acres and more are so devastated as to be almost 
wholly non-productive: Over 250,000,000 acres have been 
cut and more or less damaged by fire, but are producing 
new timber in small amounts, and 150,000,000 acres are in 
standing timber where growth merely balances decay. On 
a large part of this area the virgin timber is of poor quality 
and very inaccessible. He continues: ; 

“In Canada, the Canadian Forestry association states, 
one-half of the forested area has been burned over within 
the past hundred years. That this enormous wastage by 
fire is still with us is in evidence by the loss of 1,000,000,- 
000 feet of timber in Montana and the 540,000 acres de- 
stroyed in Alberta, which are only two of the larger burns 
of last summer. 

“Now, with all this wastage above enumerated, it does 
not take a forester or a woodsman, but any man of ordin- 
ary intelligence to figure out that there is not only no an- 
nual growth to be counted on in the country: or a state as 
a whole, but that there must be quite a net annual loss in 
addition. We have been simply fooling ourselves with re- 
gard to this question of annual accretion. I was myself a 
victim of this delusion up to three years ago, when I found 
a very large area which we had made preparations to log 
had all been logged for us by the wind overnight. This so

impressed me that I began figuring up this forest wastage, 
and the deeper I go into it the bigger it grows. 
Destruction Caused by the Ax 

“The vast amount of money that has been made and 
will be made in timberlands is not because of the growth of 
timber, but because of the great enhancement in values. 

“Now, when you come to the destruction caused by the 
ax, and take figures compiled from the United States forest 
service statistics, which amount to 244,000,000 cords of 
wood of all kinds, including fuel wood, harvested in the 
United States per annum, if this were piled in a solid pile 
four feet high and four feet wide it would reach a distance 
of 369,000 miles, or 123 times across this continent, or more 
than fifteen times around the globe. 

In considering these appalling figures it would seem to 
me that it is now time to cease imitating the ostrich, and to 
begin to look this question of a rapidly vanishing timber 
supply on both sides of the line squarely in the face, and 
see where we are heading before it is too late; for a tree- 
less continent is unthinkable.”—Literary Digest.

THE MILK PROBLEM 


Pasteurization the Answer to Cry for Pure Milk, 


Writes Correspondent—Germs of Disease Then Killed 


(The pictures printed with this communication are furnished through the courtesy of H. P. 
Hood & Sons, and depict some of the ‘‘city dairies’’ referred to—pictures taken not over 
a mile and a half from the office of the Board of Health, Boston.—Ed.) 


Com MUNITY MILK PRoBLEMS was the subject of a talk 
by Dr. E. V. Babson, of Gloucester, before the North 
Shore Horticultural society, at Manchester, at one of its 
meetings the past winter. The account of that lecture as 
printed in the BREEZE at the time brought the communica- 
tion printed on this page from H. P. Hood & Sons, the 
owners of Cherry Hiil Farm at North Beverly, and one of 
the largest producers of milk in New England. The letter 
bears so interestingly on the milk problem that we are 
pleased to devote the space to its reproduction, together 
with the illustrations, in this number of the BREEzE, when 
so many families are moving to the North Shore from va- 
rious sections of the country for the summer.—EprTor. 


Editor of North Shore. Breese, 
Dear Sir: The writer has read with great interest, excerpts 


from the lecture delivered by Dr. Babson before the North, 


Shore Horticultural society, contained in the BrEEzeE of re- 
cent date. Dr. Babson is to be complimented for giving his 
time to assist in the enlightenment of the public upon this 


vital subject. He very likely shares my opinion that too 
little is seen in print which contains real information that 
may be applied as a tangible guide by the house-wife in 
buying the family milk supply. True, we very frequently 
read the excellent advice ‘‘use more milk,” and. similar slo- 
gans, but there is a wealth of interesting information which 
prompts the authorities to spread this propaganda. Let 
more be said about milk, providing the data is accurate, and 
the community will have a more intelligent method of se- 
lecting this necessity for the baby and for the table. 


Dr. Babson’s reference to conditions of 30 and 40 years 
ago brings to mind the fact that so many people try to ex- 
onerate the haphazard manner in which their milk is bought 
by the fringed excuse that “‘all these new fol-de-rols were 
unnecessary in former years,” and that “babies were 
brought up just as well and had a heritage of health the 
equal of modern children.” 


Such people are, unconsciously, of course, making a 
statement without a vestige of truth in it, as figures on rec- 
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ord prove that the death rate among infants in the 80’s and 
90’s was very much greater than it is today. 


Listen to the plea of Nathan Straus, of New York city, 
the pioneer among advocates of “safe milk” in this coun- 
try, when on September 29, in 1897, he addressed the dele- 
gates at the National Conference of Mayors and Council- 
ors: “We appeal to you as if you were standing beside a 
great river in whose current were constantly swept past, 
hundreds of drowning infants. This stream is a very real 
thing, if people would but recognize its existence, and all 
its yearly tribute of death is paid because of the public 
neglect of some of the simplest precautions for the saving 
of children’s lives.” The “stream” to which Mr. Straus re- 
fers was the stream of unsafe milk. 

We may fervently thank the kind hand of Providence 
that this river has been well dried by the warm, beneficent 
sun of Dairy Science, and a beautiful valley, luxurious with 
flowers and grasses, noisy with appreciative birds who sing 
in delight, peopled with fat, laughing babies, who are con- 
tent and safe in their surroundings, has come in its place! 

If we are asked, “What is this discovery in Dairy Sci- 
ence which has wrought such a change,” my answer will 
be “pasteurization.” The very simple process of heating 
milk, to kill the germs of disease, which may be lurking 
there, totally invisible, has saved hundreds of thousands of 
infants, and adults as well, from being swept down the 
great river. This process of heating milk is called ‘‘Pas- 
teurization” and was the subject of Mr. Straus’ appeal on 
that notable day in 1897. 


We cannot agree with Dr. Babson that “the nearer the 
consumer is to the cow, the safer he is.” The milk from a 
cow in your own door yard, which is suffering from tuberc- 
ulosis, is not a whit safer than the milk, obtained from a 
similar cow 150 miles away. The germ of tuberculosis is 
just as apt to exist in the “local” milk as in the “country” 
milk. Common logic tells us that distance has no bearing 
upon the quality of milk. Can we fairly say that the milk 
produced in Essex County is superior to that milked in 
Middlesex County? Has the fact that an imaginary boun- 
dary line exists between these two districts any influence 
on the quality of the milk? Emphatically no! Then, by the 
same reasoning, milk obtained in Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont is the equal, in excellence, of the milk ob- 
tained in Mass. 

I think Dr. Babson rather refutes his own statement 
when he calls attention to the International Milk Contest 
in Paris several years ago. The winning entry was from 
New York state and the sample of milk was three months 
old when it received the award of the judges! Naturally 
enough, the French were loath to believe that it was not 
freshly milked on French soil, but they learned a timely 
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lesson in producing milk clean, and keeping it cold. Verily, 
the distance milk is transported has no bearing upon its 
quality. 

~ On the other hand, it may be fairly said that there are 
arguments which favor “country” milk rather than that 
produced in or near large cities. Nature never intended 
that the dairy cow be confined to the limits of a city barn- 
yard. The cow is a delicate animal and requires the right 
pasturage and the right environment that she may remain 
in good health. 

Your readers may be interested in a pictorial illustra- 
tion of our reference to city dairies, which we hand you 
herewith. These were taken from a neighboring city not 
over a mile and a half away from the office of the Board 
of Health (Boston) ! 


But the crime of the milk dealer which cries to Heaven 
for adjustment, is the sale of “raw” milk. It has been so 
conclusively proven by the hundreds of thousands of cases 
of infection and thousands of fatalities, that raw milk is an 
insidious danger, that it is a rash defiance indeed of past 
experience to offer raw milk for sale. 

Scientific research has proven the efficacy of pasteuri- 
zation for making mulk safe. It is a very simple expedient. 
It simply means cooking the milk and there can be no ob- 
jection to cooking milk’ when most of our foods are habit- 
ually cooked.

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FLOWER GARDEN DAY 


Why Not Make It a Grand Feature 
on North Shore in Mid-Season?

OW beautiful are the gardens on the countless estates on 

the North Shore! The interest and attention that has 
been taken by owners increases from year to year. This 
cannot be fully recognized by the view the passersby gets 
from the street front. The loveliest gardens are. behind 
hedges and in spots where they fit most wonderfully into 
the landscape. 

It is delightful to view the formal garden with its 
glowing colors, the stately and graceful blooms, among 
which are bits of fine sculpture and rippling fountains. 

It is indeed artistic to see the Italian garden with its 
green shrubs and borders of color in circles and in straight 
lines along the narrow gravel walks, with a blue sky and 
floating white clouds to complete the picture. It is very 
suggestive in Maxfield Parrish’s paintings. Of course, you 
have seen them! The English garden is no less pleasing 
and what about the old-fashioned New England garden? 
Can anything be much prettier than the hedge of phlox, 
with its pink, white or purple colors? Can a colonial door- 
way be repleté with its rustic charm when the climbing rose 
bush or the tall stately hollyhock is missing? The latter 
seem like clusters of happy children smiling into the face 
of the visitor! 

Then again there are the novelties in raising flowers. 
They appear in urns, chests, cemented stone receptacles and 
in various other forms. A happy suggestion is the placing 
of a fisherman’s dory, painted green or yellow, into one 
nook in an old-fashioned garden and filling it with plants 
or nasturtiums and having vines grow over the sides. A 
mast may be placed in proper place with the booms sup- 


ported by ropes and climbing vines can be grown over 


‘ these with beautiful effect. 


The floriculture of the North Shore benefitted by the 
sea air, which gives the richness of color and bloom, is cer- 
tainly remarkable, yet interest can even more increase. I 
would make a suggestion: Why not have Flower Garden 
Day? Why not establish this feature for the North Shore 
cach season and make it famous? I would suggest that an 
attractive booklet be published and widely circulated, giving 
a list of estates and locations, the kinds of gardens and 
instructions for visitors if certain parts are to be kept pri- 
vate. Certain sections could be roped or fenced off for 
visitors to stand away at a distance to view the gardens if 
it is the desire of the owners not to have visitors passing 


through. This would be appreciated. The beauty of these 


gardens all along the Shore should be seen by the world 
and all lovers of flowers. 


There may be some people content to just look upon 
these beautiful blossoms by themselves, but I believe the 
greater majority of people heartily and seriously interested 
in gardens and the growing of wonderful flowers will be 
eager to have the people share in the beauty God gave them 
with His sunlight and gentle showers! Flowers are mes- 
sengers and they bring wonderful thoughts that create 
cheer and goodness to our heart and soul! Again I say— 
why not have Flower Garden Day? Do not let the blos- 
soms fade and die without seeing friendly and thankful 
faces before they pass away from the vision! Let every 
cottager unite in this glorious exhibition !

Senator Augustus P. Loring presid- 
ed, and in his remarks, which will* be 
found on another page of today’s 
BreEEzE, paid tribute to the men who 
gave their lives in the service. He 
gave a short. sketch of each and _ his 
record in the war, paying special men- 
tion to Thomas D. Connolly, N. S. 
Simpkins, Jr.,. and Norman. Prince, 


each of whom he personally knew. 

Following Senator Loring’s address 
came the unveiling of the tablet by 
members of Preston post. <A _ selec- 
tion, “The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic,’ was followed by the dedicatory 
prayer by Rev. J. H. Downey, of St. 
Margaret’s church. 

Major-General Clarence R. Ed- 
wards was the principal speaker of the 
afternoon. He told of the splendid 
work done by the soldiers of the 
World war. Speaking of the men 
whose names are on the honor roll, 
General Edwards commended _ their 
patriotism, their call to duty, and their 
supreme sacrifice, laying particular 
emphasis on the life and work of N. 
S. Simpkins, Jr., who was a member 
of his own staff. 

The .General then presented the 
French certificates of merit to the par- 
ents or relatives of those who died in 
the service.

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DEDICATION OF MEMORIAL TABLET AT BEVERLY FARMS 


Hon, Augustus P. Loring Delivers Address— 
Unveiling of Memorial to World War. Heroes 


E have come from decorating the 

graves of those who have fought 
for their country, for you and me. We 
have scattered flowers on the sparkl- 
-ing waves of the trackless sea for 
those who lie below the waters, and 
now we are about to unveil a tablet, to 
commemorate the names of those who 
fought in the World war, so that their 
names may be recorded in imperish- 
able bronze. But on this day conse- 
crated to the memory of soldiers who 
have died, it seems fitting that we 
should call particular attention to the 
names on the tablet of those who have 
fought their fight, kept the faith, 
crossed the river, and for whom the 
trumpets have sounded on the other 
sidejs. 

Oliver Ames, Jr—Born April 8, 
1895. Enlisted in the first battalion of 
165th infantry, 42d division. He was 
a second lieutenant, and acting captain 
when killed in action July 29, 1915, at 
Maurey farm, in France. 

Michael J. Cadigan, Jr—Born Aug. 
7, 1897. Enlisted in Battery F, 101st 
field artillery, 26th division. Died of 
spinal meningitis January, 1918. 

Charles Cossey. — Born in England 
about 1880. Enlisted early in the war 
in the Cold Stream Guards of the 
English army. He was in constant 
action, badly wounded and gassed and 
died in France. | 

Frank J. Kelleher—Born March 4, 
1894. Enlisted in Battery F, 101st 
field artillery, 26th division. He went 
through the Aisne-Marne, the San 
Mehiel and Argonne offensives, and 
died of pneumonia at Lyons, France, 
Feb. 20, 1919. 

Norman Prince.— Born Aug. 31, 
1887. Enlisted as aviator in French 
army in 1914. He was a lieutenant in 
the famous Lafayette escadrille and 


met his death in an aeroplane accident, 
Oct. 12, 1916. He was awarded the 


Croix de Guerre with two stars and 
four palms, and the cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

Nathaniel S. Simpkins, Jr. — Born 
Dec: 14, 1885. Enlisted February, 
1916, in 101st field artillery, 26th divi- 
sion, and served first on the border 
and then went to France, and was on 
the staff of General Clarence R. Ed- 
wards, first as lieutenant and later as 
captain. Saw active service through 
the whole campaign, and died in 
France, Oct. 22, 1918. 


Aaron D. Weld. — Born Sept. 21, 
1896. He was a first lieutenant in Co. 
I, 7th infantry of regular army. Was 


in constant active service and killed in 
action Oct. 11, 1918. 

Thomas D. Connolly. — Born Oct. 
14, 1856. He served as chairman of 
the exemption board from the time of 
its organization until he died Oct. 24, 
1918. His death was caused by his 
devotion to the service. 

Of these I knew intimately Connol- 
ly, Prince and Simpkins, and so I ask 
your forgiveness if I add a few words 
of personal appreciation and recollec- 
tion to the formal part of my address. 

Tom Connolly was honest, sincere, 
and wise, a good friend and no one’s 
enenty,—he gave all that was in him 
for the service. You doubtless remem- 
ber that terrible winter, with the icy 
roads and fierce cold, twelve and four- 
teen degrees below zero, Tom was out 
night after night and all day and final- 
ly it killed him. He was drafted to 
his position and did his duty just as 
those who went overseas did their’s. 
He did not count the cost and, like 
them, he paid the price. ; 

I would never have prophesized that 
Nat Simpkins would make a soldier. 
A gentleman in the best sense of the 
word, but his invariable good humor, 
his extraordinary tact and his ability 
to do the right thing at the right time 


made him invaluable on the border 
and in France. I think another who 
can speak better than I will give some 
further details. 

I knew Norman Prince, as many of 
you did, as an easy-going, brilliant and 
fearless boy. If there was a fiery 
horse, Prince rode him; if there was a 
reefing breeze, Prince carried full 
sail. When aeroplanes were a danger- 
ous experiment, he learned to fly. He 
passed through the MHarvard law 
school with credit and became a mem- 
ber of the bar. Soon after the war 
broke out I was coming from Chicago 
on the train with Norman Prince’s 
father, and he said to me: “Loring, if’ 
we had the spirit of our fathers, we 
would be fighting in France.” 

Soon after I heard that Norman had 
joined the French school of aviation 
at Pau, France. He graduated and be- 
came an organizer of the Lafayette 
escadrille, famous for its daring. He 
rose to be sergeant, then lieutenant ; 
he was mentioned in orders and re- 
ceived the Croix de Guerre with two 
stars and four palms. One evening 
he saw an aviator attacked by several 
bosche planes. He took to the air, re- 
pelled the enemy and rescued his 
friend. In the meantime it had be- 
come dark and he had to alight on a 
strange field. His machine was over- 
turned by an aerial wire, invisible in 
the darkness and he came to earth mor- 
tally wounded. They placed the cross 
of the Legion of Honor on the breast 
of the’ dying man. He smiled and 
then closed his eyes forever. 

I wish I could tell you something 
about the others, who lived as nobly 
as these men did and died as heroes. 
It is only the lack of the personal con- 
tact that compels a silence which I 
would gladly break, but I know that 
their worthiness is known to many 
and their exploits are written among 
the stars. 


MEMORIAL DAY ADDRESS AT MANCHESTER 


Excerpts from Speech Delivered by Major 
Judson Hannigan at Evening Exercises 


T is an annual pleasure to consecrate 

a day to the memory of those who 
have fallen defending the nation’s 
honor and its glory. Death which is 
the result of a lofty purpose, con- 
ceived and carried to its final conclu- 
sion, has always been an important 
factor in the evolution of government. 

Although the achievements of the 
brave men of the G. A. R. have been 


repeatedly praised in song and story, 
they will ever remain an inspiration 
to the posterity of that great army. 
But in fairness to them and in fair- 
ness to the nation which they saved 
we cannot look back at their deeds 
without seeing and feeling the result 
of those deeds. Such _ retrospection 
turns our eyes toward the future. 
Upon the foundation which those men 


laid a great nation has been built, and 
it is for us who come at a later period 
to maintain the traditions which they 
have so gloriously given to us. 

We are at a vital point in the na- 
tion’s history and if all the sacrifices 
which have been made are to bear fruit 
then we and our children must take 
up our full duties of citizenship and

Senator A. P. Lorine, of Pride’s Crossing ( Bever- 
ly), has always enjoyed the support of this district in the 
state Senate. His business experience, his wide acquaint- 
ance, his sterling honesty and unflinching opposition to ev- 
ery evil measure, has won the admiration of his constitu- 
ency and compelled the acknowledgement of his leadership 
in state affairs.

The arrangement made by party leaders is 
solely to give every town or city in the district representa- 
tion in turn in the Senate. There are objections to such ar- 
bitrary agreements, of course. Inasmuch as the arrange- 
ment has been made, Mr. Loring has kept political faith 
in accepting the agreement. Mr. Loring should not be 

“out.” Marblehead would do well to make the request 
which the senator does not expect. The voters of the state 
have discovered the sterling character of the service which 
he has rendered and will draft him for state service again. 
He would make an admirable governor after having been 
elected lieutenant-governor. It will not surprise the friends 
who know his work best if he be drafted as the Republican 
candidate for the lieutenant-governorship when a candidate 
is to be drafted for that office pursuant to the general policy 
of the party. He would be an admirable choice and would 
maintain in both offices in turn the best traditions of the Re- 
publican party in Massachusetts and the lieutenant-govern- 
orship and the governorship of Massachusetts. 


Tue Rare Days of June have come, as rare and beau- 
tiful as ever. There is a charm which June has that no 
other month can give. Fortunate the man who can have 
these days for labor or holiday on our Shore! 


GOVERNOR COOLIDGE HAS AGAIN shown his alertness 
and ability in the message which he has sent to the legisla- 
ture asking for authority to appoint a fuel administrator 
and for an appropriation to care for the work of his de- 
partment. Since the war the industries of Massachusetts, 
in common with all of the industries of the New England 
states, have been threatened by a shortage of coal because 
of the great demands made upon the American supplies by 
Europe. The European prices are so high that it makes the 
European trade more profitable to the coal operators than 
domestic trade. Senator Walsh at Washington has recom- 
mended a national embargo on soft coal, not for the pur- 
pose of abandoning Europe in her hour of need in the re- 
construction period, but in order that the American indus- 
tries may not suffer. Governor Coolidge has in mind draft- 
ing again as administrator James J. Storrow, who ren-

dered such efficient service under the war conditions. 
decision of the governor is a wise one. Massachusetts is de- 
pendent upon industrial coal for the maintenance of her in- 


dustries. The water power of the state is negligible and a 
shortage of coal would mean a crisis in every Massachu- 
setts industry. - Massachusetts must conserve its interests 
and assure coal for the work which it has to do. It will be 
folly to wait upon the individual activities of great coal 
companies or to wait for national action. A coal adminis- 
trator will have the authority of the state in his negotiations 
for coal and in its distribution. 


MemoriAL Day THis YEAR was the first when all of 
the young men were home from overseas or returned from 
their military stations. Last year the American Legion had 
not been organized and many of the young men were still 
in the service of the nation. On Monday the ranks of the 
Grand Army, the heroes of other years, marched again to 
the tread of marshal music, escorted by a company of stal- 
wart men in olive drab who had served our country in the 
last war. In every city and town on the North Shore the 
two organizations united to maintain the cherished inheri- 
tances of the day. The original memorial observances be- 
gan by the voluntary act of some young women in Atlanta, 
Georgia, and now the day has been designated by our goy- 
ernment as well as our patriotic organizations as a day of 
service in honor of the Joyal dead who died in the service 
of our nation in the wars of the republic—the wars of the 
colonies, the war with England in 1776, the war with Eng- 
land 1D 1812, the war for he preservation of the Union in 
1861-5, the war with Spain in 1898 and in the great war 
against Germany. The presence of the younger men as- 
sures the maintenance of the ceremonies of the day in the 
future by the members of the American Legion. The 
Grand Army of the Republic is still strong, despite the 
flight of years, but each year the men are older and the ob- 
ligations and duties are heavier because fewer hands are 
left to care for the work. In the future the men of the Le- 
gion will prove valiant assistants in the observance of the 
day. Then, as the years pass by, when the ranks of the G. 
A. R. become thinner, the young men in olive drab must 
tke up the work. It was a pleasant sight to see the men in 
blue and in khaki and know that peace was in the land 
again. The day brought to mind the fresh graves in France 
and Germany that were being cared for on the same day. 


Tue Socrauists have had their records marred by 
their extremists, while the real value of sane “‘social’’ re- 
form is the spirit of the age. True socialism wins its way 
and the cause of the “reds” languishes and fails. 


CONGRESS HAS BEGUN the consideration of legislation 
that will eventually assure to the employees of the Postal 
Department, salaries which are commensurate with the re- 
sponsibilities and duties of their positions. The services 
which the postal clerks and carriers have been giving to 
the people of the country are universally appreciated: Words 
of appreciation and articles of commendation in the news 
journals of the country will not aid the under-paid postal 
employees to meet the bills that come due with the coming 
of every month. The appreciation of the people must find 
expression in fact and deed as well as in words. It is ele- 
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mentary justice that prompts the Oieiiannon of the wage 
scales and the hours-of service of employees in the postal 
department. When one considers the unworthy methods 
used by men of many callings to obtain an increase in: in- 
come and when the honorable action of the postal employ- 
ees is considered, there is nothing but praise to be offered. 
In all conditions of weather the postal carriers are at their 
duties. The sagacity which many have shown in their 
work has resulted in an efficient postal service. The sal- 
ary increases are not large. This is but a step in the right 
direction. The injustice of underpaid workers should be 
corrected as speedily as possible. 


THe Lazsor ProspLtem on the North Shore is acute, 
especially in the care of the grounds of the estates. Ex- 
perienced gardeners and professional agricultural workers 
are unavailable. The head gardeners and operators of 
farms are having difficulty in engaging help to do the speci- 
fic and general tasks on the estates and farms. Laboring 
men that were available in pre-war days for $1.50 per day, 
the Italians, are now demanding wages incommensurate 
with their responsibilities and duties. There is a restless- 
ness and a lack of initiative that is irritating to men of en- 
ergy and spirit who take pleasure in doing their work well 
and maintaining their estates and operating the farms in a 
thorough-going manner. The high wages make it impera- 
tive for owners to cut expenditures, with the result that 
many are forced to operate their departments with an in- 
adequate number of men and with men who are untrained 
and who require more supervision than their tasks should 
require. The late season is another handicap. Despite 
these limitations, however, most of the estates are in fair 
order. It has been a difficult season for the owners of 
property, whether one owns a cottage or a more pretentious 
estate. The season will be a difficult one for every gar- 
dener and superintendent, for there is no promise now of a 
change in labor conditions. Increased wages have worked 
favorable in many ways, for some very objectional foreign 
colonies have been obliterated. They were a menace that 
was recognized by everyone who realized the evil situation. 
The high wages are proving a problem, but eventually the 
new standards will mean a raising of the standards of liv- 
ing despite the present trying “transition” period.

Turis YEAR THE Horrpays are favorable to workers 
in the cities and towns, affording long week-ends from Fri- 
day everiing until Monday night or Tuesday morning. The 
highways last Friday were an evidence to the popularity of 
the long week-end, for automobiles laden with baggage and 
with all seats occupied by enthusiastic holiday seekers were 
crowding every road into the Essex County district. The 
holiday week-end was a glorious one. The weather was 
ideal. Whatever the form of the recreation desired, the 
weather made it an enjoyable opportunity. Most everyone 
sought the open air, and the days were ideal. There was 
nothing left to be desired. Owners of estates had oppor- 
tunities to go over their work for the season, to seek rec- 
reation on the golf links, to motor, to entertain and to at- 
tend memorial observances on Monday. Cottagers went 
fishing on stream and ocean, planted gardens and motored, 
and had leisure to unite with the veterans of the wars in 
their observance of Memorial Day. Everyone who could 
and had homes or estates on the Shore spent the week-end 
here. The evening trains on Monday were laden to capaci- 
ty and compelled the addition of many cars to accommodate 
the holiday crowds. Surely there is no better place to

spend the holiday than the North Shore and the large num- 
ber of people who were here over the week-end testify to 
the fact that the attractions of the district are well-known. 
There are other holidays in the year with long week-end 
periods that will be welcomed by the workers in factories 
and offices. These holiday seasons give rest, recreation and 
leisure, breathing spells in the hard work of life, and they 
should be enjoyed. 


America Is Nor to have a separate peace. The Knox 
Resolution has been vetoed by the President and he has 
been sustained in his position by the nation. The purposes 
of the Knox resolution are commendable, — the establish- 
ment of a legal status of peace, but the method is condemn- 
able. The attitude of the President is that of the Ameri- 
can people, however strongly one may oppose his personal 
methods and general policy. The executive leader has sig- 
nally failed in many of his acts, and the present entangle- 
ment is due in no small degree to his own fixed mind. How- 
ever that may be, the veto stands out as a state paper that 
must command attention. It-is desirable that peace be es- 
tablished and that the embarrassments of war-time condi- 
tions be ended. It is more desirable that the nation main- 
tain its honorable relations with the nations of Europe with 
whom we were allied in the late war. The efforts of the 
nations to safeguard the peace of the world must be sus- 
tained. 


America did not hesitate in throwing into the contest 
the full power of her military ability, when war was de- 
clared to make the world safe for democracy. The period 
of strife has ended and the time has arrived in which the 
labor of war may be conserved by the constructive codpera- 
tion of the nations. America cannot afford to sacrifice her 
position of leadership and influence by the establishment of 
a condition of isolation; America must aid in the present 
day international problems. It is the duty of the present, 
just as it was the duty of the nation to enter the war. The 
responsibilities of the era are no less important nor obliga- 
tory than the responsibilities of war. There is a patriotic 
spirit which thrives in an atmosphere of war; it exhilarates, 
and enthusiasm is rife. The thrill of war must be followed 
by the deliberate and difficult tasks of peace-time negotia- 
tions. The hard labors of the battlefield won by the life- 
blood of American soldiers must not be sacrificed. 


The situation is clearer because of the veto. The Knox 
resolution has failed, as it ought to have failed. America is 
now in a position to ally itself with the nations of Europe 
in a progressive program for the establishment of interna- 
tional equity, freedom and liberty. 

America has become a world power and must exercise 
that power with daring, initiative and justice. The nation 
cannot neglect the obligations of the present any more than 
it could the duty of the war period. The peace days bring - 
the new tasks which must be carefully done in the name of 
the republic and its inheritances. It is now time for the 
leaders of the nation to arrange for such a compromise as 
will assure the necessary number of votes to eliminate all 
the objectional features of Article X and re-draft a new ar- 
ticle that will insure the spirit of American codperation 
without the sacrifice of our national independence. There 
is surely a way out of the present unfortunate situation. 
The time has come when the American Senate should make 
an effort to re-establish peace conditions by the adoption of 
compromise measures that will assure the nation the oppor- 
tunity of laboring with the nations of the earth without in 
any way becoming entrapped in relations that will sacrifice 
American independence. This is the present situation. 

There is strong opposition to the President’s policy and 
of the methods he. employed in arranging for the present 
League of Nations, but it must be conceded that in vetoing 
the Knox resolution he will make it possible for the Senate 
to reconsider the entire matter and formulate an article 
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which when adopted will make peace a reality, an honor, 
and not a sham and a disgrace. 


GASOLINE HAS INCREASED in price, but its relative val- 
ue does not appear to have been increased. Where can one 
receive greater values for money expended than that which 
comes from the purchase of gasoline, either for the com- 
mercial trucks or pleasure cars. 


Morion PicrureE REGULATION fight is nearly ended. 
Every effort has been made by the operators of motion pic- 
ture theatres to block the proposed regulations. Their acti- 
vities have been ill-advised and contrary to their own best 
interests. This is seen in the attitude of many owners, who 
have quietly approved the proposed legislation, because it 
will finally place them at an advantage in selecting films for 
their clientele. Now the owner is at the mercy of the pro- 
ducers of films; he is limited in his choice by what they can 
furnish to him on his contract for films for his theatre. 
The man who is making a fight to maintain the high ideals 
of right and to present good, clean and entertaining pic- 
tures, is having a difficult time. The opposition to the poor 

pictures presented is felt by reduced receipts at the box 
office. The state regulation of pictures will in the end 
prove a marked advantage to the man who operates only 
one theatre or who operates a chain of theatres. He will 
be aided by the state in the maintenance of a high standard 


department he will profit by the new standards. Eventually — 
it will aid the producer. Massachusetts will eliminate the 
undesirable films and the producers will automatically ad- 
just themselves to the demands for good films, and it will 
be an influence in the planning of scenarios. Many films 
now in existence will be useless in Massachusetts until ex- 
purgated at a great expense, but when the producers at- 
tempt to make new films guided by known standards of the 
state there should be an elimination of the undesirable 
films. One of the senators from the North Shore district 
in discussing this measure suscinctly stated the issue when 
he claimed that everything was being subjected to inspec- 
tion,—meat, fish, eggs and milk. The people of Massachu- 
setts do not propose to allow any man to sell decayed meat, 
putrid fish, rotten eggs or low standard milk. The neces- 
sity for inspection is recognized. Why should the operators 
of a moving picture producing company be exempt 'from in- 
spection? The point is well taken and Senator A. P. Lor- 
ing touched the vital reason why inspection cannot be ob- 
jected to. The governor, with his habitual sense of fitness 
of things, will give the right side his support.

Man May be Beaten, but Not Lose Manhood 
if He Returns to Renew the Fight Again 


AN is nearest God when he feels 

pity for the unfortunate; he is 
nearest nothing when he feels pity for 
himself. Trained soldiers who are 
without employment while away idle 
hours by thinking of their hard lot and 
the general depravity of all men above 
the rank of private. They simmer in 
discontent. But let the bugles call to 
arms and they are agrin with the joy 
of action. They welcome hardship 
and make a jest of sudden death. 
When they had no just cause of com- 
plaint they were at outs with the uni- 
verse; given multiplied grievances 
they laugh. 


The idle mind is provincial. It stays 
at home. It finds little of interest in 
the world save itself and the body it 
inhabits. The idler thinks of himself. 
Self is his hobby, his vocation, his pet 
and his burden, and since all persons 
have something less than they desire, 
it follows that the self-centered man 
discovers cause of grievance. Let it be 
the impudence of a waiter, the state of 
the weather, approaching baldness or 
a persistent corn. No matter. Begin- 
ning with the assumption that the uni- 
verse centers in his person he will 
‘magnify his grievance until he gener- 
ates sufficient self-pity to feel a mar-

tyr. Once established in his martyr- 
dom, he withdraws somewhat from the 
world of men and lives in the plaintive 
atmosphere where the ego fattens for 
the benefit of nerve specialists. 

The man who is beaten may retire 
from the contest to regain his strength 
and return to conquer. The man who 
finds the blows too heavy may cry 
“Hold, enough!” and yet not lose the 
whole of his manhood. But he who 
quits to mend his wounds and washes 
them with tears of self-pity is no 
longer a man, but a thing. The door 
of hope is closed against him. He 
has fallen to the lowest depth man 
may know. He cannot come back; 
there is nothing to come back save the 
shell that once housed the spirit of a 
man. 

When a child falls in its play and 
bumps its head against a chair it knows 
not whether to laugh or weep until it 
has had time to measure the pain. If 


the hurt is trivial the child will decide — 


in favor of a laugh. But let an over- 
fond mother lift the child to her lap 
and croon tender words of pity and 
its cries will alarm the neighbors. 
Children are easily persuaded to self- 
pity, and men are but children steadied 
by pride. 


Every man of sense knows _ that 
work is good for him. Every man 
who has learned to do good work is 
proud of his skill and delights to make 
it manifest. 

Yet let him who loves labor be vis- 
ited by one who toils not save with his 
tongue and told of the pity uplifters 
feel for poor wretches who have a job 
to keep them decent and respectable, 
and forthwith he will find fault with 
his lot. Eight hours of labor! God 
pity us! Why must we toil more than 
two hours and twenty minutes? How 
pleasant it would be to loaf always and 
listen to the jargon of theorists who 
get a fat living by talking nonsense to 
suckers! And if necessary tasks 
could not be completed in the shorter 
hours we could all pleasantly starve to 
death. 

When we observe a man making an 
ass of himself we cringe with shame. 
The shame is not for him, but for our- 
selves that we are related to one of so 
little sense. The folly of one man 
hurts all of his breed. 

Americans—and by Americans | 
mean men of every race who have 
made America their home and know 
the love of liberty and pride of man- 
hood and of service that is America— 
these are hurt and shamed when one 
of their fellows sobs to the tune of an 
air written for those under the yoke 
of a czar. Americans need not creep 
on their bellies to the governor’s door, 
nor sit at his gate and howl for 
crumbs. 

They know the meaning of a square 
deal and will have it under a govern- 
ment that is themselves. And if they 
find abuses in the system they have 
fashioned they will set about correct- 
ing them with their chins up and a lev- 
el eye.

Boutchie and Lind- 
holm were the only ones not figuring 
in the error column. Lawson also had 
a blank there, but he didn’t have a 
chance. 

Tomorrow, Saturday, Manchester 
will play the Revere town team and 
will undoubtedly have more opposition 
than Essex presented on Saturday.

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LIBRARY NOTES 


New Books in Manchester Public Library 


“A Straight Deal, or The Ancient 
Grudge,” by Owen Wister, author of 
“The Virginian,’ is one of the new 
books. I wish every thinking Ameri- 
can would read it. The book was 
written to help promote a better under- 
standing and feeling between the two 
great English-speaking nations. It is 
a very plain talk, but coming from one 
whose Americanism is unquestioned it. 
should do much good. 

“Have Faith in Massachusetts” is 
the title of a small volume containing 
some of the speeches and addresses of 
Calvin Coolidge, governor of Massa- 


chusetts. This book is full of good 
things. As long as we are_ blessed 


with such leaders as Calvin Coolidge 
we have every reason to “have faith 
in Massachusetts.” ; 

“The Blower of Bubbles” is a vol- 
ume containing five short stories hav- 
ing to do with love and adventure, the 
background being supplied by the late 
war. The author was a soldier with 
the Canadian forces for nearly four 
years. 

“The Harbor Road,’ by Sarah 
Ware Bassett, is a good novel. It is 
a humorous story of Cape Cod peo- 
ple. You will enjoy it. 

“The Voice of the Pack,’ by Edison 
Marshall, is a story of the Oregon 
woods. Love, adventure and _ the 
great out-of-doors are all so well 
blended in this novel that the combina- 
tion makes a very attractive bit of fic- 
tion. 

“The Natural History of the 
Child,’ by Dr. Courtenany Dunn, is a 
very unusual book. The information 
contained between its covers is ency- 
clopedic in character, much of it 
gleaned from out of the way sources. 
All lovers of children will enjoy this 
work. 

Admirers of Leonard Wood—and 
their name is legion—will appreciate 
“Leonard Wood on National Issues,” 
compiled by Even J. David. 

Sir William Osler was one of the 
great physicians of all time. He was 
a man of broad culture and a great 
lover of classical literature. “The Old 
Humanities and the New Science” is 
the title given to his inaugural address 
as president of the British Classical 
association delivered a few months be- 
fore his lamented death. It has a 
memorial introduction by Dr. Harvey 
Cushing, of Boston. _ 

“Unbroken Lines,’ by Harriet L. 
Comstock, is one of the new novels. 
It is a good character study. 

Much has been written lately on the 
subject of spiritualism, most of it in 
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its favor. Once in a while, however, 
we have something on the negative 
side. Such a. book is “The Case 
Against Spiritualism,” by Jane T. 
Stoddart, author of “The Christian 
Year in Human Story” and “The New 
Testament in Life and Literature.” 
She writes in a convincing way. Her 
arguments are well supported by facts. 

Two works on wireless telegraphy, 
ordered some time ago, have arrived 
at the library. “The Elementary Prin- 
ciples of Wireless Telegraphy,” by R. 
D. Bangany, is in two volumes. The 
other work is “Practical Wireless Tel- 
egraphy, a Complete Text Book for 
Students of Radio Communication,” 
by Elemer Bucher, instructing engi- 
neer Marconi Wireless Telegraph Co., 
of America. Anyone interested in 
wireless telegraphy will find in these 
volumes much practical information. | 

A novel by W. Rider Haggard is 
always welcome. “The Ancient Allan” 
has just been received. 

“The Gray Dream and Other Stor- 
ies of New England Life,’ by Laura 
Walcott, is a volume of short stories 
portraying in a charming manner the 
New England of many years ago. 

“Some Diversions of a Man of Let- 
ters,’ by Edmund Gosse, is a very en- 
tertaining book. The author of the 
work has been librarian of the House 
of Lords since 1904. He has written 
a number of volumes on English lit- 
erature. 

If you would learn something about 
the literary lions of England read 
“Set Down in Malice,’ by Gerald 
Cumberland. The book contains a 
series of interviews with prominent 
British writers.

MEMORIAL DAY 


FITTINGLY OBSERVED IN MANCHES- 
TER—SPECIAL EXERCISES GIVEN 
BY PATRIOTIC ORDERS 


Memorial Day was appropriately ob- 
served in Manchester under the direc- 
tion of Allen post, G. A. R., assisted 
by Col. Woodbury camp, S. of V., 
Frank B. Amaral post, A. L.; and Al- 
len Woman’s Relief corps. Weather 
conditions were of the best for a day’s 
celebration, and the program of special 
exercises was carried out as planned 
in advance. 

The town was decked with flags and 
bunting, and the townspeople liberally 
supported the yarious activities of the 
day by their attendance and codpera- 
tion. 

The line of march was formed at 
1.45 o’clock at G. A. R. hall, with Wil- 
lard L. Rust as marshal.

Governor Coolidge of Massachusetts 
Outlines Our Paramount Duty as 
People of the United States 


The people of the United States 
are trying to shirk the responsibil- 
ity o1 paying their own just share 
ot our war’s cost. Every man is 
clamoring to be placed in the same 
position as he was in prior to the 
war. Hach is buying just as much 
food, just as much clothing, and is 
spending money on just as many 
luxuries as he did before we entered 
this struggle. And the production 
isn’t here to meet the demand. 

It might be possible for a single 
individual to shirk his responsibili- 
ty, but it is utterly impossible for 
a nation, or for the entire people 
of that nation, to do so. 

Until the people of the United 
States realize this, realize that they 
must take upon themselves the bur- 
dens which the war has brought 
about there is bound to be consid- 
erable dissatisfaction with the bur- 
dens that are being forced upon 
them. Every man is asking an in- 
crease in his spending power, and 
at the same time he objects to pay- 
ing a relative increase in cost on 
the price of the goods he buys. 

The remedy of this entire prop- 
osition lies not in the enforcement 
of some arbitrary regulatory act, 
but in the stimulation of production. 
A stimulation in production that 
will be great enough to re-create 
the materials which the years of 
war destroyed. 

This increase of production will 
never be brought about properly un- 
til the United States allows the laws 
of trade to work their way. During 
a brief period an artificial form of 
restraint may seem to aid in recon- 
struction work, but ere long its ham- 
pering effect will become evident. 

Laws against profiteering and 
their more or less arbitrary enforce- 
ment will not build houses, will not 
produce clothing, will not provide 
the nation with coal. Such laws 
tend to restrain people from enter- 
ing into such occupations, and thus, 
in the end, defeat their own pur- 
pose-—Goy. Coolidge in Boston’s

It was almost a unanimous vote to turn 
down any such proposition and only a dozen votes could 
be mustered in favor of the trustees’ ultimatum. It is of 
interest to learn that the company has now placed placard 
notices in the trolley cars announcing that the service will 
be discontinued on and after June 20. The trustees of 
the railroad company will give a public hearing to all per- 
sons interested June 11 at 2 p. m. at the offices of the 
trustees, 1 Beacon st., Boston. If the trolleys should be 
taken away from public service it would interfere serious- 
ly with summer transportation, unless bus lines could be 
established. However, it is the concensus of opinion that 
the Gloucester Electric Company, that now already sup- 
plies the electricity for the car service, will take the Cape 
Ann and Essex lines and conduct them in a satisfactory 
manner. The Cape Ann line, in particular, has always 
been a paying proposition.

“MASSASOIT”’ 
Prize Essay

(The, Manchester Woman’s Club offered a prize for the best essay by a pupil at Story 
High School on a subject connected with the Pilgrim Tercentenary) 


QE DAY an Indian walked boldly into Plymouth and 
addressed the Pilgrims in broken English, saying “Wel- 
come!” Upon inquiry, they found out that he had been 
sent as an envoy by Massasoit to open a trade in furs with 
the colony. After the preliminary preparations were com- 
pleted, he departed. 

Several days later Massasoit, accompanied by a large 
number of warriors, paid a ceremonial visit to the whites. 
The Indians advanced as far as a hill near the town, but, 
prevented by shyness and fear, refused to come nearer. 
However, after communication by means of interpreters, 
an exchange of hostage was effected, as an evidence of 
good faith, and the red men entered the town. They were 
‘conducted to an unfinished house, where a rug was spread 
for them, with several cushions placed upon it. Governor 
Carver soon arrived with as much pomp as he could muster 
on such short notice. This consisted of a trumpeter, a 
drummer, and several men bearing arms, as a bodyguard. 
Greetings were exchanged (which took the form of kisses) ; 
then followed feasting and drinking to each other’s health 
with “strong water.” Finally the business part of the meet- 
ing began. <A treaty was negotiated, the most important 
feature of which was that if any nation should make war 
upon the colonists, and if any attacked Massasoit unjustly, 
the English would aid him. It might be well to add that 
this treaty was observed scrupulously for more than fifty 
years by both parties concerned. 

In contrast to the visit of the noble sachem and his 
warriors to Plymouth, and the comparative splendor with 
which they were entertained, was one made by two of the 
whites to Massasoit’s home. 

For a long time the Pilgrims had been annoyed by the 
large number of Indian men, women and children who 
hung around the settlement, looking for something to eat. 
The matter coming up for action in a meeting, it was de- 


cided to send ambassadors to Massasoit to request his co-- 


operation in adjusting this state of affairs. W inslow and 
Hopkins were appointed, and so made their way to the hut 
of the chief, carrying with them a bright red coat and sevy- 
eral trinkets, in order that they might secure a favorable 
reception for themselves and their message. They were 
welcomed in true Indian style, and immediately presented 
their gifts. Massasoit’s child-like delight in the red coat 
was very evident, and when, following up their advantage, 
the white visitors presented their message through an in- 
terpreter, he quickly complied with their request. “The 


business meeting then adjourned, and a-pleasant social hour 
followed,” as modern reporters would write up the account 
for the “Weekly News.” 

Massasoit, though a great chief, was poor, and had 
nothing in the house to offer his guests for supper. (It was 
before the days of canned Boston baked beans.) When the 
two whites expressed a desire to go to bed, Massasoit point- 
ed out to them a sort of rude platform several inches above 
the floor, covered with a coarse, thin mat. One end of this 
was given over to them, while the other was occupied by 
the chief and his wife. In addition, two more Indians lay 
in the middle. Needless to say, Winslow and Hopkins did 
not have an entirely restful night. The next day many 
minor chiefs came to pay their respects to the Pilgrims, the 
rumor of their presence having spread abroad. About noon, 
Massasoit disappeared, returning, however, about two 
o’clock, with a string of fresh fish, which he boiled and of- 
fered to the messengers. This was the first meal they had 
had for a day and two nights. As soon as they could do so 
without giving offense, they made their adieux, and re- 
turned to Plymouth heartily sick of Indian entertainment. 
To quote one historian, ‘The chief was sorry and ashamed 
that he could receive them in no better style. Friendship 
was in his heart, but abundance was not in his cabin. He 
did the best he could.” 

Everything progressed well for several years, the rela- 
tions between the red men and the English being all that 
one could desire. More than once the Indians experienced 
proofs of the kind-heartedness and skill of their white 
brothers. 

At one time Massasoit was very sick. The Pilgrims, 
hearing of it, sent Winslow to see if he could be of any as- 
sistance. When he reached the hut where the dying chief 
lay, so many friends and relatives were present that he 
could hardly go in the door. Having gained entrance, how- 
ever, he found six or eight medicine-men making the air 
hideous with their cries and incantations pulling and pound- 
ing the sick man—all this at a time when he should have 
had absolute quiet. The illness had deprived the old chief 
of his sight and his state was pathetic, indeed. He had 
swallowed nothing for over two days, and upon examina- 
tion his mouth was, found to be in a very bad condition, 
with his tongue thickly coated and greatly swollen. Win- 
slow washed out his mouth, then gave him some nourish- 
ment. In a short time Massasoit showed a decided im- 
provement. A messenger was despatched to Plymouth to 
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bring back medicine and food fit for the sick Indian. Soon, 
responding to this treatment, he began to gain, and _ his 
sight returned. 

The care and solicitousness with which Winslow tend- 
ed their chief, proved to the Indians that the white men 
were their friends, and stood ready to aid them in their 
hour of need. Not only was this fact impressed upon the 
members of that one tribe, but it spread over a large area, 
because it was the custom, when anyone was sick, for 
friends to visit him, as a token of their high regard. Massa- 
soit was held in such great esteem that Indians came from 
distances of one hundred miles to see him. Upon their re- 
turn they told of his serious illness, and of the manner in 
which his English friends visited him, nursed him, gave 
him medicine, and brought him back to health. Thus the 


Indians for miles around became conscious of the import- 
ance of being on friendly terms with the English, that they 
might receive similar favors. 

Up to the time of his death, Massasoit maintained his 
The only point on 


friendly attitude toward the whites. 


OUR HOLIDAYS 


Their Significance 


By GWENDOLYN RALEIGH 


TO New York belongs the honor of the first public ob- 

servance of Flag Day. In 1897 the governor of that 
state issued a proclamation that on June 14 of that year 
the national flag should fly over all the public buildings of 
the state. Philadelphia also observed Flag Day the same 
year, and since then most of the states of the Union have 
followed New York’s example. There are few public 
buildings in the country today over which our flag does 
not fly on the 14th of June. 

_ June 14 was chosen as Flag Day because on that day, 
120 years earlier, the first “Stars and Stripes” flag was 
ordered by the Continental Congress, as our lawmaking 
body was then called. It is believed that the design of the 
flag was derived from the design of George Washington’s 
family arms, which consisted of three stars in the upper 
portion and three bars running across the escutcheon. 

In 1777 Congress passed a law ordering, “that the 
flag of the United States be thirteen stripes, alternate red 
and white, and that the union be thirteen stars, white in 
a blue field, representing a new constellation.” 


The Continental Congress appointed a committee to 
look after the making of the new national flag, and the 
following description of the design was prepared: 


“The stars of the new flag represent the new constel- 
lation of states rising in the west. The idea was taken 
from the great constellation of Lyra, which in the hand 
of Orpheus signifies harmony. The blue in the field from 
the edges of the covenanter’s banner in Scotland, signifi- 
cant of the league covenant of the United States against 
oppression, incidentally involving the virtues of vigilance, 
perseverance and justice. The stars are disposed in a 
circle (this was the original pattern) symbolizing the per- 
petuity of the union; the ring, like the serpent of the 
Egyptians, signifying eternity. The thirteen stripes 
showed with the stars the number of the united colonies, 
and denoted the subordination of the states to the Union, 
as well as equality among themselves. The red color in 
the Roman day was the signal of defiance, denoting dar- 
ing; and the white, purity.” 
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which they could not agree was that of religion. Many of 
the Indians were converted to Christianity, but Massasoit, 
though a firm friend of the English, obstinately refused to 
forsake the religion of his fathers. He lived to a ripe old 
age, 

He was a representative of the highest type of Indian, 
free from all the deceit and trickery which characterized 
the greater part of his race. Honorable, upright, in history 
he stands in many ways as a model any white man may fol- 
low. The truest tribute to him is found in the words of 
one of his own people, who said: 

‘““Massasoit was not like other Indians, false, bloody, 
and implacable ; but kind, easily appeased when angry, easi- 
ly reconciled with offenders. He was reasonable in his re- 
quirements, was not ashamed to ask advice of those in low 
stations. He was a wise ruler. He governed better with 
mild, than chiefs did with severe, measures, returning love 
for love.” 

Of how many modern rulers could the same be said? 


FLAG DAY 
Monday, June 14

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The committee took the design to Betsy Ross, an up- 
holsterer, who was noted for her neatness as a seamstress. 
That she had made earlier flags for the troops is shown 
by an old bill paid by Congress the preceding year. She 
lived at 239 Arch st., Philadelphia, and her home still 
stands, a shrine frequently visited by patriotic pilgrims. 

Perhaps no flag on sea. or land shows its grace and 
beauty of design so well as the emblem of the United 
States, and its proportions are perfect when it is accurate- 
ly and properly made—one-half as broad as it is long—the 
first stripe at the top red, the next white, and the alternat- 


ing colors making the last stripe red. The blue field for 


the stars should be as broad and wide as the first seven 
stripes. American bunting only is now used for the Stars 
and Stripes, and these flags are woven for the government 
on American looms. 

One wonders how many persons, outside of the boys 
who were in the army and, of course, the Boy Scouts, 
know that in lowering the flag it should not be allowed to 
touch the ground—or the deck on shipboard. Here are 
some of the rules governing the use of our flag: 

When the flag is to be placed at half-mast, out of re- 
spect for the dead, it is first hoisted to the top of the staff 
and then lowered into place. 

The flag should be saluted by all present while it is 
being hoisted or lowered. This is done by standing at at- 
tention, and uncovering or touching the hat or cap. 

When the flag is passing in parade, or in review, the 
spectator should rise, if sitting, halt if walking, and always 
uncover and stand at attention. 


When the flag is carried in parade with any other 
flag it should have the place of honor, at the right. If a 
number of flags are carried, the flag should either precede 
the others, or be carried in the center, above the others, on 
a higher staff. 

When the flag is used as a banner, the union should 
be at right (as you face the flag) ; when draped, or when 
used as an altar covering, the union should be at the left. 
Nothing should ever be placed upon the flag. 


HERE is nothing one can say that explains the history 

and origin of Bunker Hill day more adequately than 

did Wm. M. Sloane in “The French War and the Revolu- 
tion.” He says: 


“Before dawn of June 16, 1775, about a thousand 
Americans, under Prescott, began the construction of re- 
doubts on Breed’s Hill, commanding the town of Boston, 
and during the day these were enlarged and strengthened 
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despite the fire rained upon them by the British fleet. Next 
day, the 17th, at three in the afternoon, a force of about 
2500 British regulars was sent across the Charles River 
and landed at the foot of Breed’s Hill to attack the Ameri- 
cans. 

“The battle opened by a splendid but premature rush 
of the whole English force straight up the slope. The 
Americans, numbering about 1500, had been judiciously 
posted in two divisions of equal size, and met the advance 
by a carefully directed fire which drove the enemy back. 
After an interval of about fifteen minutes, a second charge, 
more deliberate than the first, was repelled with equal skill 
and courage. There was a second and longer interval. The 
Americans were at the end of their ammunition—there was 
but enough powder for one more round. 

“The English officers showed both courage and en- 
durance. A second time the men were rallied, re-formed, 
and encouraged ; a third time they moved upward with fixed 
bayonets, and aided by the enfilade of their battery success- 
fully stormed the redoubt at last. 

“In the ensuing melée_the Americans passed almost 
unhurt through the broken lines, those who had powder 
using it with deadly effect, formed in good order, and slow- 
ly retreated over Bunker Hill to Prospect Hill, near Cam- 
bridge, where they threw up trenches and stood to await 
the British attack. But the English were too much ex- 
hausted to follow up their advantage, and the battle of 
Bunker Hill, as it has ever since been called, remained tech- 
nically indecisive. 

“Morally and historically this conflict was a victory for 
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the united colonies. Its glory belongs to no single name, 
for the command was divided and ineffective, the slender 
resources of the provincials were not husbanded, and the 
battle took place where neither the council of war nor the 
committee of safety had intended. From the army of New 
England 304 were wounded, 145 were either killed or miss- 
ing. Many gallant leaders perished, among them Joseph 
Warren, whose fame calumny cannot dim. On the other 
hand, the men had fought bravely and behaved like vet- 
erans. 

“The English losses were enormous, 1054 killed or 
wounded, of whom one in ten were officers. The survivors, 
less than two-thirds of the total number, felt a respect for 
the courage of their adversaries which disheartened the 
commander. He wrote to the ministry that the Americans 
were not the despicable rabble he had supposed. Franklin, 
in a letter to English friends, tersely expressed the whole 
matter, ‘Americans will fight ; England has lost her colonies 
forever.” 

Bunker Hill day cannot be called a legal holiday, 
though the Boston banks close by mutual agreement. The 
day is observed only in Boston and its immediate vicinity, 
though of late years it is observed as far along the North 
Shore as Beverly. 

As America has fought loyally and fiercely for her 
own rights, yet she proved herself equally ready to fight 


- for the rights of others; and though she stood against Eng- 


Jand in claiming her rights, she proved a loyal and power- 
ful ally during the World war.

A PLEA FOR THE CHILDREN OF DEVASTATED FRANCE 


E have told in graphic pictures the story of the 

wretchedness and distress surrounding thousands and 
thousands of little children of France — children whose 
fathers fought and died for France and for us, whose 
mothers struggled on in misery and want.

Ir Is rue Dury of every state to exercise its authori- 
ty to protect pedestrians and motorists. The careless opera- 
tion of motor vehicles causes too many deaths. . Something 
must be done to check the menacing evil. A high-power 

car is a dangerous machine and its operation requires con- 
centration, steady nerves and accurate judgment. ‘To ac- 
quire this ability demands more than a knowledge of the 
state road laws and a driving record of one hundred miles, 
The requirements are not exacting enough to assure safety 
on the public highways. There are more motor cars reg- 
istered in this state today than in the entire year in 1919. 
The increasing number of cars using the roads makes the 
revision of the state regulations imperative. The ease with 
which operator’s licenses are now secured is a menace to 
public safety. No provision whatever is made in the pres- 
ent applications for testing the applicant’s ability to oper- 


ate a car, nor is his license limited to the type of car which | 


he operates at the time the application is filed. More strin- 
gent requirements can be made without depriving any care- 
ful and honorable person of his prospects of obtaining a li- 
cense; the time required for the mastery of the car only 
will be extended. The increased knowledge and experience 
acquired will prepare every motorist for the nerve racking 
road work more thoroughly. Stricter regulations will work 
an iniustice to none and prove a benefit to all. Motorists 
and pedestrians will be less at the mercy of the indecision 
and judgment of incapable and inexperienced operators. 
The state is under an obligation to its citizens to demand 
any preparation necessary to make the roads as safe as 
common law by legislation can make them. 


THE GovERNOR HAS VETOED the Motion Picture Cen- 
sorship bill because of the opinion rendered by the Attor- 
ney-General. In his opinion two sections of the bill might 
make the bill unconstitutional; the money invested in the 
new department would be wasted and the law inoperative. 
He did not discuss the merits of the censorship question. 
This ends the first campaign for the regulation of moving 
pictures. The Attorney-General’s opinion is decisive for 
the present because only the legislature can apply for a 
court judgment on his opinion and the legislature has pro- 
rogued. Two decisions of the present Attorney-General 
have been reversed by the Supreme Court ; it is possible that 
the censorship opinion may meet a similar fate. If so, then 
the Attorney-General and the Governor have delayed the 
censorship of motion pictures. If the Attorney-General’s 
opinion is sustained the bill can be redrafted with the un- 
constitutional features eliminated. Any state has the right 
to establish standards for the regulation of motion pictures. 
The legislature made an effort, at least, and prepared a bill 
embodying a law that followed the censorship laws of four 
other states which have been sustained by the Supreme 
Court. If the Governor’s action is well established in law 
he has rendered the state a service, for the bill can be re- 
written. The layman, however, cannot understand why 
there was not teamwork on the Hill so that the bill could 
have been rewritten before it reached the Governor. Mas- 
sachusetts will undoubtedly pass a censorship law, but for 
a while its progress has been checked. 


Tue Present Meruop of selecting delegates to the 
national conventions of the political parties is unworthy of 
a democratic nation. America seeks, so we claim, to discov- 


er the will of the people, in order that the government may 
be of the people, for the people and by the people. The pri- 
mary laws as related to the election of delegates to the 
presidential conventions defeats this principle. Arrange- 
ment should be made so that the primaries which elect the 
delegates to the national conventions should be held on the 
same day the nation over. The publicity expenditures of 
all candidates should be limited so that a wealthy man 
would not have an advantage and that an honorable yet 
poor man be under no obligations to large contributors to 
his campaign expenses. The primary ballot should be ar- 
ranged in a way that every voter could register his vote for 
a presidential candidate as well as vote for delegates. The 
delegates should be placed so that the nominee ‘whom they 
preferred would be plainly indicated. No voter now votes 
directly for the nomination of the President of his party’s 
choice. The present campaign shows the need of reform. 
When the next legislative year is begun the leaders of all 
parties should address themselves to the task of correcting 
this evil. 


Tue FrnancraL Drives were desirable and success- 
ful during the war period. The united work was necessary 
to finance the war organizations. The drives met the need 
of the times and the necessity for haste; they were success- 
ful, as they deserved to be. Since then unsuccessful efforts 
have been made by various organizations to marshal funds 
for their work by. ‘the drive plan which were avowed imita- 
tions of the war “drives.” The results have been unsatis- 
factory and the methods financially wasteful. The unvar- 
nished truth is that every one has become weary of “drives” 
and the psychological effect of a drive is not enthusiasm, 
but reaction. Every one desires to return to peace-time 
methods with the opportunity and privilege of organizing 
private philanthropic budgets unhampered by nation-wide 
propaganda or stampede methods. 


No criticism is made of the war drives. They were 
necessary and successful. Large funds have been raised 
for worthy purposes since the war. It is also true that 
large plans for a great work may “drive” funds available 
for benevolent. purposes into .the treasuries of popular 
organizations conducted upon a large scale. Many small 
philanthropic organizations have been hampered in their 
work by the “drives” of large organizations. 


It is a reflection on one’s individual good judgment 
when honorable responsibilities are neglected to bear the 
burdens of others. The first law of philanthropy is inde- 
pendence and self-help. Every man ought to bear his own 
burdens. Such is a social as well as an individual law. 
The smaller benevolent humanitarian organizations must be 
maintained. The war conditions have hampered their work 
for seven years. Some organizations have been forced to 
consider the advisability of stopping their work until funds 
are available. It is possible for the larger philanthropies to 
prosper and the lesser organizations to suffer. The present 
employment of the drive method harms both. All the 
causes for which drives have been organized are worthy, 
but they may be merciless in their resu!ts upon the weaker 
organizations. Clear-headed men realize the weakness of 
the “drive” plan and are abandoning it for the more adap- 
table plans of the pre-war period. One organization has 
deliberately, and with good judgment, announced that no

quota has been assigned to any state or city and that no 
“drive” will be made in raising the funds. The psychologi- 
cal result of that announcement was unmistakable. It 
meant that there was as much sense in abandoning an old 
tried method that had succeeded in its hour of need as there 
was in adopting it. 

The days of the drives are over. Let them be given 
a respected place in the annals of our history; let us have 
no more. One good result remains, however,—the people 
have been taught to give generously and wholeheartedly. 
The work of the philanthropies of the land will be more 
effectively and easily accomplished by a use of other meth- 
ods. The people have not ceased to give nor determined to 
neglect their philanthropies. The abhorrence of the drive 
today is a just reaction against any pressure being brought 
to bear in order to give. 


SENATOR Henry Casot Lopce, of the North “Shore, 
was elected temporary and permanent chairman of the Re- 
publican National Convention at Chicago, this week, as was 
expected. The honor bestowed upon our fellow-citizen 
was merited for his personal ability, and his loyal service to 
the Republican party and to the nation. His address was a 
masterly effort embodying the principles which he has es- 
poused and endeavored to make the policy of the Republi- 
can National convention. It was a great address and wor- 
thy of careful reading. He defended the belligerents in the 
Senate and the record of the Republican Congress. He ar- 
raigned the Democrats for their political destruction and 
chastised the President without mercy for his egoism, au- 
tocracy and his political policy. It was not to be expected 
that an address dealing with political details could maintain 
throughout the literary finish of the opening paragraphs. 
In the latter half of the address he clearly and forcefully 
stated his political ideals and policies. 

After a description of the times in the figure of a storm 
at sea followed by the great swell of ocean long after the 


storm had abated, he cleared for action and presented the. 


great task of reconstruction before the American people. 
He held the Democratic party directly responsible for the 
existing political situation. This compels the defeat of the 
party in power, the President and all associated with him. 
He accused the President of subverting the principles of 
democratic government by favoring an autocratic authority 
incompatible with the national traditions. Out of Chaos 
must come Order and Law. The American government to 
be of and for the people must be a government by the law 
of the people. A government of laws and not a government 
of individuals is the national ideal. The economic problems 
he considers complicated by the free-trader-socialistic ten- 
dencies of the President and the extravagant financial polt- 
cy of the government. 
’ The Republicans, on the other hand, have made a rec- 
ord for reconstructive legislation in the teeth of organized 
opposition. The oil leasirg bill, the vetoed water power bill, 
the civil service retirement bill, the restoration of the army 
and navy to a peace-time footing, the establishment of a 
marine power and the writing of an intelligent and econom- 
ical budget, which was vetoed, all show this. Profiteers 
were attacked with good judgment, although the present 
high prices were attributed in part to the increase of the 
circulating medium of exchange. He advised a production 
policy for economic progress. 

The last half of the address considered three great 
problems,—the railroad situation, the Mexican problem and 
the League of Nations. He opposed governmental owner- 
ship of the railroads and counseled a form of governmental 
oversight without governmental patronage or control. He 
flailed Wilson for his laissez faire policy in Mexico and ad- 
vised a big stick policy and the support of a government 
in Mexico favorable to the United States. The situation at 
our door led him to disparage the aid to be given Armenia 


with a near at home task undone. He opposed the Armeni- 
an mandate on the argument that it would involve the na- 
tion in the problems of the League of Nations without 
membership in the organization. The old arguments 
against the League of Nations were brought out, the num- 
ber of votes of the British empire and the shortcomings of 
Article Ten. He calls for a national spirit of independence 
and the maintenance of the American policy on the Ameri- 
can continent, the so-called Munroe Doctrine. The most 
striking sentence was, “Mr. Wilson and his dynasty, his 
heirs and assigns, or anybody that is his, anybody who with 
bent knee has served his purpose, must be driven from all 
control and from all influence upon the government of the 
United States.” 


The positions taken by the venerable Senator are that 
America has suffered from the domination of the democrat- 
ic power, because of the autocratic temper of the President 
and the dangers involved in the League of Nations. Con- 
sequently the Democratic party must be defeated, the Re- 
publican party restored to power and the country redeemed 
from destruction. 


Senator Lodge has taken up the gauntlet which the 
President has thrown down; he goes as Wilson wishes to 
go, to the people for a decision on the issue of the League 
of Nations. That may be advisable. Yet, we believe, it is 
unfortunate that the whole task of making peace with Ger- 
many and adjusting peace relations with Europe could not 
have been cared for without the issue being made the foot- 
ball ofthe two parties in a Presidential campaign. Mr. 
Lodge’s ability, statesmanship and _ political strategy are 
recognized. In his judgment it has been advisable to make 
the League of Nations an issue, and only the results of the 
spirited contest which has just begun will reveal whether 
he has made a masterstroke of political strategy or whether 
the man in the White House has manoeuvred to score a 
point, if he can. In any event, League of Nations or no 
League of Nations, the year of Republican success is at 
hand. Everything has been rotten ripe for a change for a 
long while and what the issue is will make but little differ- 
ence in the results of the campaign. The handwriting is on 
the wall. : 


‘Ir Is HonoraBte, if humiliating, for a nation to apolo- 
gize to another nation for acts committed within the border 
of one derogatory to the other. No other course of action 
is open between nations at peace. Our Secretary of State, 
Mr. Colby, has presented a verbal apology to the British 
ambassador for the insult to the British flag by a group of 
propagandists who burned publicly, in derision, a British 
flag. There was nothing else for our government to do. 
The affair was condemnable and injures the cause the per- 
petrators sought to aid. The incident was the result of the 
thoughtless and untempered enthusiasm of a group of zeal- 
ots. It led to complications which in their zeal they had 
not foreseen. Such publicity methods involving the rela- 
tions of two friendly nations are deplorable and are to be 
unceremoniously condemned. It was humiliating for our 
nation to be obliged to make the apology. The situation 
demanded it. Our sense of national honor and our friendly 
obligations to Great Britain would permit nothing less. 
The verbal apology precedes an investigation which will un- 
doubtedly result in written apology being forwarded to 
Great Britain.

66"7EE-zee-zee-ee” is the song of many of the warblers. 

The black-throated green warbler is said to sing 
“Cheese, cheese, a little more cheese!” and as you listen to 
the song you can catch something about cheese in it. Brad- 
ford Torrey interprets the same song as “‘T’rees, trees, mur- 
muring trees!” so you see we do not all think alike about 
the songs of birds. 

It is interesting indeed to take the different interpreta- 
tions and attempt to hear the wording for ourselves. One 
summer, not long since, | was visiting an uncle in lower 
New Hampshire. We heard a towhee sing his beautiful 
little melody, which causes him to be called chewink. That 
was not disputed; he certainly did say “chewink” very 
plainly indeed. But when we came to interpret his other, 
and longer, song, we certainly had an argument. I de- 
clared that he distinctly said ‘“Where’s your bree-e-e-e-ze ?” 
while my father declared with emphasis that he very plain- 
ly declared that it was time to “pick your peas!” After we 
had talked for some time a friend told us that the common 
interpretation around any section where country dances 
were held was “Dick, you fiddle-iddle-iddle.” 

That bright golden summer spot, the goldfinch, is one 
of the most cheerful of our feathered friends, and yet no 
two people can agree upon what he sings. “Hear me, hear 
me, dearie!” is one way his song is put to words, while an- 
other is “So here we go, so here we go!” Never mind, [| 
always had my own idea of what he says, and I think that 
anybody ought to hear the same words in his song. They 
are “Cheery, now, be cheery!”” and his whole attitude re- 
flects cheerfulness. But I suppose that you will have your 
own way of wording that song, and you have a perfect 
right to do so; that’s half the fun in bird work. 


There are many of our common birds that will fully 
repay you for the time you spend in listening to them. The 
earliest is the song-sparrow and Thoreau expressed the 
song as ‘Maids, maids, maids! hang on your teakettle-ettle- 
ettle!” Then there is the bluebird, who sighs with happi- 
ness as he announces that spring is at his heels, and ex- 
claims “Dear, dear! Think of it, think of it!” The dis- 
gusted flicker, as he turns from some capering smaller crea- 
ture, exclaims, “Wit? What wit! what wit! what wit!” 
The Baltimore oriole has evidently been having a hard 
time persuading his mate to do something he has been ur- 
gently seeking. Finally she assents and he exclaims, “Will 
you? Will you, really, really, truly?” and she answers, “I 
will.” 


The tanager is impatient ; or perhaps he thinks his mate 
is, for he says, “Pshaw! Wait, wait, wait for me. Wait!’ 
And so we may find in birdlife the same kind of talk that 
we human beings hear among ourselves. One of the great- 
est pleasures is to spend a portion of each day in listening 
to those songs about you and interpreting them. You will 
note that there are many ventriloquists in the trees; that 
the songs of different individuals vary; that you can fit 
one interpretation to one singer and not to his neighbor of 
the same color; that there are a thousand and one things in 
bird-songs and calls that you never noticed before, although 
you had heard them over and over again. It is lots of fun; 
just try it and see!

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LIBRARY NOTES 


New Books in Manchester Public Library 


The novels published during the 
first five years of this century differ 
in a number of ways from the fiction 
of today. At that time the historical 
novel was much more in evidence. 
Fiction dealing with the sex question 
and like problems was a thing of the 
future. Spiritualism and matters psy- 
chic had very little attractions for the 
novelist of that period. However, 
Mary E. Wilkins’ “Wind in the Rose 
Bush” dealt with the supernatural in 
a way that has not been improved on 
in the modern novel. 

E. P. Oppenheim, the popular nov- 
elist of today, brought out “The Mys- 
tertous Mr. Saben” in 1905. It is a 
real good story. W. W. Jacobs, who 
still entertains us with his bright, 
breezy sailor yarns, published during 
the first four years of this century, “4 
Master of Craft,’ “Light Freights,”’ 
“The Lady of the Barge,’ “At Sun- 
wich Port’ and “Dialstone Lane.” 
Robert Hichens’ “Garden of Allah’ 
came out in 1904. C. C. Munn’s “Uncle 
Terry’ and “Rock Haven” were much 
read. 

S. R. Crockett, whose reputation 
was made by “The Stickit Minister,” 
enhanced that reputation by such nov- 
els as “Cinderella,” “The Silver Skull,” 
“The Dark of the Moon” and “Banner 
of Blue.’ Of good sea stories, Con- 
nolly’s “Out of Gloucester” and “The 
Seiners” and W. Clark Russell’s “The 
Cruise of the Pretty Polly” and “The 
Captain's Wife’ may be mentioned. 
Do you know Churchill’s “The Celeb- 
rity,’ “The Crisis’ and “The Cross- 
ing?” James Lane Allen was a great 
favorite with novel readers, and his 
“Choir Invisible,’ “A Kentucky Car- 
dinal,” “Reign of Law” and “Mettle 
of the Pasture” are among his best. 

Have you read “Little Shepherd of 
Kingdom Come?” Another well- 
known story was “Captain of the Grey 
Horse Troop,’ by Hamlin Garland. 
Three books that were in great de- 
mand when they came out were “Pris- 
oners of Hope,’ “To Have and to 
Hold” and “Audrey,” by Mary Johns- 
ton. 

“Quincy Adams Sawyer,” by Chas. 
Felton Pigeon, was a much-read book. 
“The Right of Way,’ by Gilbert Par- 
ker, was one of that author’s best 
works. 

“The Pit,’ “The Octopus,” .“A 
Man's Woman” and “A Deal in 
Wheat,” all by Frank Norris, had a 
large circulation. Four other popular 
novels were “Truth Dexter,” “Captain 
Eri,” “The Call of the Wild’ and 
“Beverly of Graustark.’ We have 
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“The Days Work,’ “The Light that 
Failed” and “Stalky and Co.,’ by 
Rudyard Kipling. “Eleanor” and 
“Lady Rose’s Daughter” are two of 
the best of Mrs. Ward’s novels. 

There were a number of works of 
fiction that came out between 1897 and 
1900 whose popularity lasted well in- 
to the new century — “Hugh Wynne, 
Free Quaker,’ “Red Rock,” “Quo Va- 
dis,’ “Unleavened Bread,” “David 
Harum,” “The Hon. Peter Stirling,” 
“Janice Meredith,’ “The Voice of the 
People,’ “Concerning Isabel Carnaby” 
and “The Double Thread.” 

Amelia E. Barr’s “Bow of Orange 
Ribbon,” which came out in 1893, was 
followed in 1900 by a sequel, “The 
Maid of Maiden Lane.” 

Charles Major’s historical stories, 
“When Knighthood was in Flower’ 
and “Dorothy Vernon of Haddon 
Hall;’ are superior to many of the 
novels of today. 

“Red Pottage,’ “The Christian,” 
“The Tory Lover” and “The Pretty 
Tory” are all good. 

Some of Marion Crawford’s best 
novels—“The Palace of the King,” 
“Via Crucis’ and “Cecelia’—came out 
at this time. 

“From Kingdom to Colony,’ by 

Mary Devereux, “The Needle’s Eye,” 
by Florence Morse Kingsley, and 
“The Garden of Swords,’ by Max 
Pemberton, are all worth reading. In 
this article, the names of some seventy 
novels have been given, and this list 
could be much enlarged, did space per- 
mit. Some new books, have just ar- 
rived at the library, and next week we 
hope to tell you something about 
them.

PATAL AGCCIDENG 


Miss Mary E. Cotiins, Struck sy 
Auto, Draccep Over 140 FEE, 
Dies at Hospitau 


Dragged more than 140 feet, taken 
out from underneath the automobile . 
when it tipped over after crashing in- 
to a stone wall, Miss Mary E. Collins, 
daughter of Mrs. Ellen Collins, of 261 
Hale st., died at the Beverly hospital, 
Sunday afternoon, after four hours of 
terrible suffering as a result of an au- 
tomobile accident at Chapman’s cor- 
ner, Sunday morning. Miss Collins 
had both arms broken, skull fractured 
and received internal injuries resulting 


ing her death. 


Ludwick Buba, 49, of 90 Derby st., 
Salem, was arrested after the accident 
charged with reckless driving, operat- 
ing an automobile without a_ license 
and for not carrying a registration: li- 
cense. Later, following the death of 
Miss Collins, the Salem man was 
charged with manslaughter and was 
bailed out in $2,000. 

The Bay State car in charge of 
Conductor Everett Ober had finished 
the run.to Chapman’s corner, the ter- 
minal of the line and most of the pas- 
sengers had alighted. Miss Nellie Col- 
lins, a sister of the dead woman had 
stopped to get a trip ticket and the 
sister waited. She had alighted from 
the trolley when the big touring car 


- driven by Buba came swinging around 


the corner toward Beverly at good 
speed and making such a wide turn 
that he just barely missed the car and 
struck Miss Collins. In an effort to 
save herself, Miss Collins grabbed 
hold of the fender and was dragged 
underneath the wildly running ma- 
chine. Buba: lost all control of the 
auto for it continued on its run until 
it jumped the railroad tracks and went 
up against the stone wall near the 
Douglass place, shivered when it

A possibility of the near future is a 
standardization by the government of 
all United States currency for the pur- 
pose of facilitating quick change with- 
out the danger of short change. 


The Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington is now working on.a proposi- 
tion to mark bills of various denomina- 
tions with a standardized color seal, 
so that anyone can recognize notes of 
different denominations at a glance. 

The plan, suggested by R. Frank 
Beauchant, of Philadelphia, is the out- 
come of an experience he had recently 
when he mistook a $2 bill for a five. 

The proposition, which he has sub- 
mitted to the officials of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, and which 
is being considered along with others, 
provides for stamping the bills with a 
likeness of national figures, such as 
Washington, Lincoln, McKinley, etc. 
As a further mark of identification it 
is proposed to have a colored seal in 
one corner of the bill, such as a green 
seal for a one, a pink for a two, blue 
fora five, etc. 

Mr. Beauchant has received a reply 
from John Burke, United: States 
treasurer, assuring him that such 
changes as he indicates are already un- 
der consideration by the government 
and that his plan is one of those being 


studied by a special committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose. 

Their consideration of the subject 
thus far: has virtually resulted in the 
elimination of “colored bills” from the 
list of feasible proposals, it was said, 
and it is probable when the new de- 
signs are adopted portraits and corner 
designs, possibly vari-colored seals, 
will be employed as a means of ready 
identification rather than other sys- 
tems of marking. 


Treasury officials dislike the idea of 
using different dyes for the various de- 
nominations of bills. They offer as 
one objection that colored currency 
“wouldn’t like money; as another 
that dyes—even the best—are not uni- 
form and frequently fade or change 
when the money has been in circula- 
tion for a short time, and a third that 
the special grade of paper used in en- 
graving money “takes” the dyes and 
inks now in use better than any other. 

Carter Glass was the first secretary 
of the treasury to adopt the suggestion 
of uniformity in bills of the same de- 
nomination. 

Acting on his predecessor’s recom- 
mendation, Secretary Houston, when 
he took over the treasury portfolio, ap- 
pointed a committee of experts includ- 
ing W. H. Moran, chief of the secret 
service, and probably the foremost au- 
thority in the United States on cur- 
rency designs and counterfeits, and 


Wm. S. Broughton, commissioner of 
the public debt, to work out a schedule 


of standard designs. This committee 
has undertaken this work and probab- 
ly will be engaged on it for several 
months. 

The public is warned by treasury 
officials not to accept at present any 
bills bearing an unfamiliar design.—

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THE JOYS OF SEASHORE SUMMER DAYS 


The Delights of Making Each Morning with the Salt Air in One’s 
Nostrils and of Pursuing Various Adventures Along the Shore

HE road from the village rambled a crooked five miles 
till it joined the Drift Way, and then it ran straight and 
white directly to the sea. June after June, while the hay 
was still uncut and wild roses pink, we clattered its length 
in the yellow buckboard. ri 

With the gaining of the Drift Way all became familiar, 
and we leaned from the carriage, eager to catch every land- 
mark. Here on the right is the red house where Dr. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale summered. Then comes Browning's 
place, the country school, the yard where the gypsies 
camped, the wide cornfield from which Gypsy Sam once 
emerged, his water pail full of goodly ears. It was on that 
occasion Sam delivered himself in somewhat embarrassed 
fashion of the sentiment, “If you can’t live honest, then live 
as honest as you can.’”” Beyond lies the settlement of cot- 
tages, and then the ocean, with its unvarying background 
of sound, now louder; now, perhaps, softer. 

You go to bed with that voice in your ears, you wake 

with it the next morning. Drops hang in the meshes of the 
window screen; your clothes have been left too near the 
encroachments of the fog and are a trifle chill to draw on. 
If the wind has been high in the night, or a hard rain storm 
has come while you slept, there may be something worth 
your while on the shore. So you scurry into those damp 
clothes, and since the others are interested in that last hour 
or so of sleep, you slide cautiously down the bannisters, 
your shoes in your hand. 
" There is never more than one figure abroad at this 
hour of day—thin, old Grandpa Cunningham crossing the 
fields to milk the cow, the one occupation his sons intrust 
to this old man of eighty years, aside from predicting the 
weather. 

“Ts it going to rain, Mr. Cunningham?” you ask. 

The aged man turns his blue eyes to the sky. “It 
might,” he returns, but adds with a glance at your downcast 
face, “and then again it might not.” And he gives you the 
haunting smile of a very old person. 

The seaweed has piled at one end of the bathing beach. 
This is the haying season of the sea. Tomorrow the farm- 
ers will be after this wealth, and their carts in slow file will 
trundle back up the Drift Way loaded with the wet, pun- 
gent brown kelp, its slippery long ribbons trailing over the 
sides. Later it will lie on the flat fields, dry and hard, no 
longer shiny, but giving back to earth some of the sea’s 
saline strength. 

The Harvest of the Sea 

If the storm were a good harvester then it has brought 
something more than weeds. From the ocean bottom it will 
have dug deep-sea clams, very hard as to shell, very large 
and white. A few will make a bountiful chowder, and may- 
be your mother will roll one or two in egg and crumbs and 
fry them for you in butter when you return to breakfast. 

Or, who knows? Perhaps, this morning you will find 
a bottle with a mariner’s letter inside! 

Or it may not be the treasury wrought by a storm in 
the night that calls you out early. The morning may be 
very blue and fair and you know the tide is out. Then for 
a race on the smooth, wide strip of sand with Benny, the 
Airedale. Benny is patient, yet he openly shows that he 
prefers this to those long, long waits when you insist on 
holding a heavy pole out over the water. 

The fishing boats are just pulling out, slowly, bulkily, 
over the orderly rollers. On the bank behind, a line of gray 
shanties is perched. The blue wooden sailor boy scarcely 
moves his outstretched arms. Bill Larkin stands at the 


door of his cabin with a spyglass at his eye. Once Mr. 
Larkin sighted a schooner through the glass. The next mo- 
ment the schooner was gone. No further news was ever 
heard of the vessel. Ah, such romantic possibilities as that 
glass suggest. It is a signal to the imagination to see him 
standing there. : 

At the end of the row of shanties is the fish house. 
Scales, and odors, and great chests of cold, slippery fish are 
associated with it. Men with honest red hands, never dry, 
and hairy arms, will weigh your bluefish, hang it on a hook, 
wrap it well, and home you will start with your dinner un- 
der your arm. 

It is better to go for the fish in the morning. If you 
wait until noon it means having your bath a little ahead of 
the rest, coming out of the water very promptly and cross- 
ing the short-cut alone while you explain to all the other 
folk who are on their way to the shore, just how the water 
is, and whether the sea is like the proverbial mill-pond or 
inclined to be choppy. 

There is the one compensation in the early bath, how- 
ever. There is no one in the bathhouse keeping you out- 
side, while with chattering teeth you ask how much longer 
this is to go on, and whether the occupant has got as far as 
shoes and stockings. 


A Land of Adventure 

Adventure bounds the four points of the compass. On 
the south is the beach. There is an old wreck to explore. 
There are channels that run from the sea back into the salt 
ponds. These must be crossed at low tide and quickly, for 
there are perilous quicksands and fearsome traditions of a 
wagon and horses swallowed, leaving less trace than when 
Jehu drove over Jezebel by the rampart of Jezreel. 

If on such expeditions lunch gives out, or was not pro- 
vided in the first place, then blessed is the one who carries 
a few matches; for mussels can be gathered on the reefs 
and steamed into real palatability over a driftwood fire. 
And as was. discovered by the Walrus and the Carpenter 
when they sat down to their historic oyster supper, “pepper 
and vinegar besides are very good indeed.” 

To the west are the gypsies. If some morning you hear 
a patter of small hooves, and. you spy a pony cart in which 
sits a dark-skinned woman whose costume predominates in 
red, that is a sign that Mrs. Gypsy Sam is on her way to the 
beach to tell fortunes, and that Mr. Sam is home sitting in 
the sun, smoking his pipe, doing the work. Mr. Sam is not 
sufficient to attract us, but Jim the mule, Dolly the blind 
mare, and Kitty are. Moreover, when the wife is away Sam 
is known to be lenient. We have been permitted to lead 
the horses to an unfrequented road where without saddles 
we have pounded along at possibly three hours a mile, in a 
scalding sun, but with a “lord of our hearts’ elation” feel- 
ing. 

Certain resources for amusement have been cut off with 
the departure of Jim and Dolly and Kitty. Very well, then, 
if there are no tame horses to be had, then there may be 
wild ones. 

We turn toward the east. Across the salt pond we re- 
member seeing two animals at pasture. A brown and a 
white. At least they are worth a trip over. We board our 
little rowboat, ““Vesty of the Basins,” and start out. 

With some ‘coaxing we urge the white horse near the 
steps of an old boathouse, and the bravest mounts, digs her 
heels into the astonished sides, and to our admiration trots 
off. But like berries and apples and other fruit, horses are 
not usually wild. They, too, belong to somebody. This 
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minute a gate up the field has opened. A man is coming 
toward us. We desire to run. But we wait. And. that 
man with the stooped shoulders, the beaten face and the blue 
eyes calls out, “Better try it with a saddle. I don’t care if 
you ride, so long as you don’t hurt yourselves.” 

Clumsy animals they are, that would much rather have 
fed quietly than rushed on heavy feet over the pasture. But 
to us they are trim-limbed steeds of Arabian blood that 
move fleetly over the fields, and we are graceful queens, 
lithe and beautiful, who ride with a tug of triumph at the 
heart, surrounded by the glamour of “Love and Fame and 
Far Lands.” 

Over the Clam Flats 

~The salt ponds offer much to adventurers. If you will 
cross from one to the other you must seize a time when the 
channel is full enough to float the canoe and the clam flats 
are covered. Spiritual descendants are we of the Cabots 
and Vespucci as we pack our bark some summer morning, 
the two most precious bits of cargo being a map of the 
coast drawn by an older brother, and an entire chocolate 
cake. 

“Do you think that life is really worth living?” asks 
some temporarily melancholic adolescent filled with the long 
thoughts of youth. 

“Ves.” affirms the hearty girl at the oars, “with a 
whole chocolate cake in the bottom of the boat.” 

In the first channel there are crabs that walk sideways 
and are bowlegged. These can be tempted with fish heads 
of,chunks of salt pork and scooped up with nets. But 
where shall we put them after being caught? They cannot 
have the freedom of the canoe. Someone suggests our 
stockings. First, however, we take the stockings off, and 
so do we carry home our spoil, the crabs’ claws poking 
through a dozen unmendable perforations. 

On such a trip we discover the “Flo,” a red tug, water- 
filled to the deck, and leaning on one side on a sand bar. If 
what we appreciate becomes part of our possessions then 
we immediately own the “Flo.” We have not to scrub her 
decks, oil her engines, or pay taxes on our property. We 
have none of those burdensome responsibilities connected 
with. legal ownership, but all the joys of the spiritual. 
Thither we make innumerable voyages. From her red sides 
we dive into the water, on her sloping deck we spread our 
picnics, or lie on the warm boards, afterwards basking like 
sleepy young seals. For us Romance is at the wheel, and 
from the masthead flies the flag of Adventure. We are as 
ardent for the “Flo” as the sea lover who sings of his 
stouter craft: 

There’s a schooner in the offing, 
With her topsails shot with fire, 
And my heart has gone aboard her 
For the Islands of Desire. 

For languid summer days there are haystacks set about 
through the fields. These are enjoyable to climb, if the 
farmers are not too observant, and on the top one can pass 
a happy afternoon with a book and a cake of chocolate. If 
it be wet, a marshmallow roast never fails to allure us. All 
the lamps in the hotel are gathered together and hatpins 
collected for the sweet and sticky orgy. Better yet is a 
night roast on the beach, with a leaping fire of driftwood. 
Afterward, in the shifting light, two figures with wooden 
lances, knights from the days of chivalry, fence on the 
sands. 

To the north what do we have? The huckleberry hills. 
Not so very hilly are they, nor yet so very huckleberry. 
How many early morning trips we make thither, our shoes 
soggy with the dew and powdered later with the dust as we 
trudge wearily homeward with our heavy pails so long in 
the filling. It is only the redeeming promise of the salt 
swim at the end of the march which keeps alive our ebbing 
spirits. ; f 

Among the hills are sprinkled little ponds. Do you re- 
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member Round Pond when vast masses of rhododendrons 
turned pink the sides? Higher than your head they stood, 
an invitation to golden-banded bees that swarmed eagerly 
to the cloying feast. 

Here, with the rhododendrons as a background, lives 
the Hermit of Dinglewood Dell, white-haired and merry- 
eyed. He writes verses and makes a brew called ‘“choke- 
cherry bounce,” which we admire mostly for its name, and 
secondly for its maker. The hermit’s hens wear bells 
around their necks that they may be the better located as 
they journey through the brush. Their eggs are carefully 
dated—-would that all poultry men were as accurate! Yet 
it works not in his favor, for when the fishman comes to 
exchange halibut for eggs he finds some eggs dated three 
months back. If he failed as a poultry man, think what a 
star he would have made in history class, and what a pity 
Diogenes could never have turned his lantern upon this 
hero. 

The Seasons Go Their Ways 

The passing of the seasons is less dramatic at the shore 
than in the hills. The trees are few, just a number of 
weathered apple trees twisted by the winds and apparently 
all being blown in the same direction. Jewel weed dashes 
with a bit of color the coarse grasses along the banks. Be- 
tween the sea and the salt ponds beach plums weigh the 
bushes. Bayberries, so fragrant when pressed between the 
fingers, are abundant on low-growing shrubs. The cries of 
the gulls seem a little lonelier. You sit on the breakwater 
and watch the full moving swell in the breach connecting 
ocean and pond, and the tumble of the pebbles as the waves 
draw them back and forth in the wet sand. But this time 
you sit on the rocks alone. The fishermen who dropped 
their lines from these rocks a few weeks earlier have wound 
their reels and departed. 

The sterner tasks of life are calling. Latin composi- 
tion, cube root and days indoors are at hand. In your land 
the voice of the ocean will soon be unheard. Nine months 
must pass before you can return. Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas and almost the Fourth of July must happen between. 
It is not nine months—it is a lifetime to a child. 

Yet when next June comes you know just how it will 
look as you start off. You can see the two little brothers 
in their blue serge suits and white ruffled collars, clasping 
their sailboats. And the three sisters deciding who is to 
carry the lunch box, and who the umbrellas, and whose turn 
it is to take the bird cage. And there again is Bridget, 
standing at a respectful distance from the family party, yet 
very interested. Mother, sweet and calm, has the Boston bag 
with its remedial graham crackers and its cinder-effacing 
soft towel and wash cloths. At one end of the station plat- 
form you see Father, his hands full of tickets and trunk 
checks, in conference with the baggage man. ‘ 

And no matter how long the months that lie between, 
always the sea will be waiting.

THERE WERE Prospects a week ago that the League 
of Nations would become the issue of the Presidential cam- 
paign. The prospects were disconcerting to thousands of 
Republican voters who were willing to endorse an amicable 
arrangement with the Democrats that would assure the 
adoption of some form of a league of the nations resulting 
in the establishment of an international court, provide for 
the arbitration of disputed questions and yet place all the 
nations in such positions of independence as would please 
the American people. A plank has been placed in the Re- 
publican platform that places the Republicans against the 
autocratic effort of Woodrow Wilson and expresses its 
faith in some form of a league of nations. The article does 
not meet the expectation of many Republicans who favor 
outright the League of Nations, but it must be remembered 
that the plank is a compromise measure, and as such, would 
appear colorless to the enthusiasts who would desire a more 
deliberate statement. Progress has been made, however, 
and the situation is satisfactory. There has been no break 
within the party on the issue. The men who drafted the 
platform carefully considered their obligations and did 
well. Public opinion is a mighty force and the plank places 
the Republican party before the nation as favorable to 
some arrangement with the nations of Europe to meet the 
present situation and as opposed to the Wilson policy. As 
colorless as the plank may appear, the attitude reflected is 
exactly that of a great majority of the Republicans who do 
not wish the American nation to shun or shirk its responsi- 
bilities to the nations of Europe and yet recoil when proded 
by the Wilson policies. It would appear that the compro- 
mise was shrewdly arranged.

Their election is 
probable; it is a Republican year. Two years ago, the elec- 
tions to Congress indicated the change of attitude the na- 
tion over. The spirit of the year.is Republican. If all 
signs do not fail Mr. Harding will be comfortably seated 
sn the President’s chair and Mr. Coolidge will be the Vice- 


President of the United States, with all that can mean. The 


elimination of Wood, Lowden and Johnson from the race 
for the Presidential nomination was not surprising ; for, at 
the beginning of the convention, the delegates were practi- 
cally free despite the large number that were pledged. 
Neither Wood nor Lowden had votes enough to con- 
trol the convention, and Johnson was out of the running 
many days before the convention opened. The financial dis- 
closures concerning the candidacy of two of the men un- 
doubtedly injured them, not only in winning the nomina- 
tion, but would have proven a formidable objection when 
nominated. The information gleaned in the investigations 
was good campaign material for the opposing party and 
the Democrats would have used it freely. Wood was op- 
posed by many because of the desire to have a civilian and 
not a military man at the head of the nation. Lowden 
would have found it difficult to shake the general impres- 


sion which his financial associations could have suggested. 


Johnson was out with great sections of the nation. The 
two new candidates indicate the purpose of the party to be 
free from all entangling alliances within the party and to 
place men free from obligations before the voters. Any of 
the three leaders, Wood, Lowden or Johnson, if nominated, 
would have had to have overcome real opposition within 
the party. 

Harding appears to have aroused the enmity of none. 
The fact of his having been a senator is neither an advan- 
tage nor a disadvantage. The difficulty which arose because 
of the differences between the Senate and President Wil- 
son was due to the President’s assumption of authority. 
The presence of a former senator in the White House will 
give the new President the training and first-hand knowl- 
edge of political conditions. Such a deadlock will not arise 
again. If Mr. Harding is elected the quarrel between the 
Senate and the President will have been ended. 


There is no doubt in the minds of observers that Mr. 
Harding’s nomination was due to the prevailing influence of 
the so-called “old guard.” The candidates of the so-called 
“progressive” faction had a strong following, but it was in- 
sufficient to nominate a President. There will be no defec- 
tion in the party ranks; the steam roller was not operated 
at the convention. It was a straightaway voting contest. 
The convention resolved itself into a committee of the 
whole to find a good man for the nomination. They found 
one by the steady process of voting. No element can feel 
that fair play was denied. While the sting of defeat may 
smart for a long while in the ranks, the members of the 
party will rally to the support of the selected candidates. 
There can be no defection within the ranks of the party. 

The threatened bolts, defections and alliances are re- 
flections of the hopes within the Democratic party. Only a 
division of the Republican party made the election of Presi- 
dent Wilson possible. The unity of the party this year will 
cause a Democratic defeat. The defeated factions in the 


Republican party recognize this and before the election day,

NE of our Presidents once said that 

the greatest good fortune a man 
could have was to serve his country, 
his people, and all mankind.

MEMORIAL TO THE EARLY SETTLERS 


Salutatorian States that Mark of 
Pilgrim in 1920 is Same as in 1620 


(Excerpts from essay by Miss Helen Kitfield Beaton, Saluta- 
torian of class of 1920, Story High school, Manchester) 


RIENDS, your presence here this eve- 
ning assures us once again of your 
never-failing interest in the schools of 
Manchester, your devotion to the up- 
building of a spirit of democracy, and 
your ever-ready generosity toward the 
town’s young people. 


We greet you with the realization 
that this occasion in our lives is made 
possible through your good will and 
friendship. Until we reach the time 
of graduation we have little or no op- 
portunity to let you know the full ex- 
tent of our appreciation. But now, at 
last, it is possible, and there goes forth 
to our school committee, superintend- 
ent, teachers, and friends, a hearty 
welcome from the class of 1920. 


This year marks, as you know, the 
tercentenary anniversary of the land- 
ing of the Pilgrims on our shores, and 
we have decided to make our gradua- 
tion one of the many memorials to 
them, for it seems that in these troubl- 
ous times it gives one new hope and 
courage to look back upon the Pilgrim 
forefathers, and to renew his faith in 
the simplicity and true greatness of 
their lives. 

It is well for us to recall their high 
ideals, to remember that it is these 
ideals which have made us, as a na- 
tion, great so far, and to realize that if 
we wish to continue our present great- 
ness we must not abandon these ideals 
as something old-fashioned; we must 
hold fast to then as a vital, throbbing 
part of our present-day existence. 


Especially in their churches and 


schools do we see the exemplification’ 


of their high ideals. The difficulties 
they labored under during those first 
severe winters to maintain these insti- 
tutions, should inspire us to greater ef- 
fort to preserve them now. 

The Pilgrim was as bitterly opposed 
to calling the meeting-house a church 
as he was to calling the Sabbath Sun- 
day. His favorite term for that day 
was the Lord’s Day. Sermons two or 


three hours long were customary, and 
prayers from one to two hours in 
length. Some of the prayers were 
rather personal, as for example, one 
concerning a young man who was 
vain: “And, oh, Lord, we pray Thee, 
cure Ned Ingraham of that ungodly 
strut.” One minister while praying 
for rain is said to have petitioned the 
Lord “to send it not in floods, but 
drizzle-drozzle, drizzle-drozzle, — for 
about a week. Amen!” 

Pilgrim schoolmasters believed that 
“sparing the rod spoils the child,” and 
the ferrule was fiercely and frequently 
plied, with, as was written, “lamming 
and whipping and such benefits of na- 
ture as in English schools of the same 
date.” 

Thete were two kinds of schools, 
the dame-school and the grammar. As 
the idea was then prevalent that it was 
not desirable to give girls much book 
learning, they were sent at an early 
age to dame-schools, where they were 
carefully instructed in housewifely 
arts. They learned to cook, spin, 
weave and knit. 

Boys began the study of Latin im- 
mediately. Instead of commencing 
with the grammars they learned first 
the words essential for conversation. 
At that time the one entrance require- 
ment of Harvard college was the abil- 
ity to read, write and speak Latin flu- 
ently. 

The indelible mark of a Pilgrim, 
whether it be in 1620 or 1920, is a very 
active and disturbing conscience. The 
Pilgrims were morally restless. They 
were always on the march to finer and 
truer ways of life. These men and 
women who embarked in 1620 for a 
new land had a sense of moral protest 
in their lives, and dared to be different 
from others. Those alone have the 
mark of a Pilgrim who dared to risk 
everything on the assumption that they 
are on the right way, and who dare to 
be different for the sake of righteous- 
ness. 
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THE ORIGINAL IDIOT AND HIS 
MODERN DESCENDANTS 


(Excerpts from address delivered by 
William Henry Spence at graduation ex- 
ercises of Story High school, Manchester.) 
(CHANGES in use have frequently 

carried words far from their origi- 
nal meaning. Some words have grown 
from a lowly to a high estate; having 


begun in humblest surroundings they — 


now associate with the great. 

On the other hand, some words 
have undergone a degeneration. Hay- 
ing begun in honorable associations 
they are now in dishoner; having 
ranked as leaders in high service they 
have become servants of low caste, as 


if a prince were driven from a palace — 


to become a coal heaver. 

Again there are words that seem 
dislocated entirely from their original 
use and that by a process not easily 
traced, just as rocks have been carried 
a long distance by glaciers which long 


‘ since have melted. 


Among the words that have been 
completely severed from their ancient 
moorings is “idiot.” Pathetic word! 
It is pitiful to think of the father and 
mother whose brimming cup of joy in 
their baby has turned gradually to the 
bitterness of wormwood as they have 
watched the little one grow to child- 
hood, then to maturity, without any 
signs of a growing mind; better far 
that it had been born a cripple if only 
it had learned to think. To be an idiot 
is to be helpless in the battle of life, 
the object of pity and a burden to so- 
ciety. 

Citizens and “Idiots” 

It was not so, however, when the 
word first came into use. We get it 
from the Greeks, who in the days of 
the Athenian republic used it to des- 
ignate those who had no share in pub- 
lic affairs. There were citizens and 
idiots. The citizens ruled the city 
through their suffrage. Only they 
could hold office and share in the leg- 
islation. The idiots comprised the ma- 
jority of the people, among them some 
of the most intelligent of which Athens 
could boast. Thus the word had only 
a political meaning, and meant one who 
had no public responsibilities or pre- 
rogatives. 

You see, then, what I mean by the 
“original idiot.” He was the strictly 
private person. His modern descen- 
dants are those people among us who 
refuse to promote in the commonweal 
or share in social and political affairs. 
There is, however, this difference be- 
tween the idiot in the republic of Ath- 
ens and in the republic of the United 
States. The Athenian could not help 
himself and the American can. 

You will frequently find a repro- 
duction of the original idiot in the 
family. It is the son or daughter who

out sharing its sacrifices, who demands . 


that the other members of the family 
shall serve him while he gives nothing 
‘jn return; who takes no interest in 
family enterprises; who cherishes no 
pride in the family name, and who, if

‘to escape himself without loss. 


The “Man without a Country” 

It is, however, in relation to affairs 
of state that the modern descendant of 
‘the original idiot is at his worst. He is 
‘the citizen who cheerfully accepts all 
the privileges and opportunites of a de- 
mocracy, but refuses to meet a citizen’s 


obligations and responsibilities. The 
government rests on universal suf- 
_ frage, but he refuses to vote. He pays 


‘his taxes with protest. 


He scorns 
public office. He belongs to no politi- 


cal party, and stands for no political 


opinion. He lives in this country, he 
is under its protection, he receives the 
‘benefits of its laws, he is the heir of 


"its glorious past, but to all intents and 


‘purposes, he is a “man without a 
country.” The country is the place 


_where he lives, his native land, but he 


has no love for it, to him it is not a

Mark Lewis SINNICKS DESCRIBES 
New ENGLAND’S GREATNESS 
(Excerpts from essay delivered at 


graduation exercises of Story High school, 
Manchester.) 


[X 1868, Sir William Stoughton said 

of the Pilgrims: “God sifted a 
whole nation that He might send 
choice grain into the wilderness.” 
This grim old Puritan did not exag- 
gerate. The founders of New England 
were drawn from the best of the Eng- 
lish nation, many of them college 
graduates and men who had the cour- 
age of their convictions. 

The voyage of the Mayflower in 
the fall of 1620 marked the beginning 
of a new era in political and social de- 
velopment. The effective history of 
New England dates from Christmas, 
1620. 

While our great west has sprung in- 
to cities almost overnight, New Eng- 
land has always been a land of towns. 
For years it was against the law to 
build more than two miles from a 
meeting-house. This kept the people 
together, made it easier to enforce 
church attendance and public order, 
and developed a community spirit. 

Hardly were the houses built before 
manufacturing and trade began. We 
find a variety of industries thriving: 
Sawmills, gristmills, glass and rope 
factories, iron foundries, textile mills, 
gunshops, shipyards and tanneries. 

In 1647 the Boston bootmakers 
complained to the court that there was 
much bad work done by some of their 
craft, and they petitioned for a con- 
solidated company with a standard 
product. In this we see early New 
England’s supremacy in many manu- 
facturing lines,—good work and pride 
in it. 

During the period of industrial 
@rowth, New England was also taking 
care of that greatest road to progress 
—education. In 1647, Massachusetts 
decreed that every town should have a 
school with a competent teacher. 

Enlightened progress is a character- 
istic of New England’s history. She 
early abolished slavery. Rhode Island 
was the first state to grant complete 
freedom of worship. Maine led the 
country by 75 years in the adoption of 
prohibition, and New England has en- 
acted model child labor laws. 

In New England factories, efficient 
organization and modern machinery 
have founded her industrial suprema- 
cy. In every department of intellectu- 
al and industrial activity New England 
has been at the front. . 

As trade and commerce have grown, 
manufacturing has increased while ag- 
riciilture has lost its pre-eminence. 
New Englanders who have settled 
throughout the west, have joined the 
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two oceans with a population permeat- 
ed with New England ideals—free in- 
stitutions, personal liberty, public pro- 
bity and integrity. 

The list of New England’s products 
in manufacturing and agriculture is 
limitless. This part of the country is, 
as ever, a promising field for develop- 
ment. Her opportunities are various, 
and need only the response of home- 
grown pilgrims to make the best use 
of them. 

We should keep the nobly aggres- 
sive spirit of those first Pilgrims, settle 
ourselves in their habits of thrift and 
industry and prove that we, too, are 
anxious to realize the glorious future 
of New England—to make her a land 
of promise fulfilled.

neers who laid the solid foundation of 
this republic three hundred years ago. 
“The Women Who Came Over in the 
Mayflower,’ by Annie Russell Mar- 
ble, is a captivating little volume that 
tells you something about that noble 
band of women who so ably helped our 
forefathers in their early struggles. 

“Paris Through An Attic,’ by A. 
Herbage Edwards, is the story of a 
newly married couple that spent two 
years of study at the Sorbonne in Par- 
is.

What is 
his training good for if it has not taught him the folly, 
the misery and the wrong of dabbling in evil? If he

THe VotuntTEeEers who prepared surgical dressings 
for the military hospitals rendered inestimable service dur- 
the war. The skill and experience acquired in this work 
should not be lost during the peace times. Volunteers are 
now using their training and are calling upon others to 
lend a hand in preparing surgical dressings for the Chil- 
dren’s hospital in the city of Boston. The board of man- 
agers of the Horticultural hall, in Manchester, has placed 
a good room at the disposal of the efficient conimittee which 
is in charge of the work, so that the expenses of the work 
are very small, This is a worthy work and those who are 
here for the summer and have the time at theit command 
could not invest a morning or two a week to better advan- 
tage than in preparing these bandages for the surgical work 
of this hospital. The welfare commtittee should have the 
hearty cooperation of everyone. The Children’s hospital 
fills a very important need in-the city of Boston, which 
practically means New England. The expense of purchas- 
ing and preparing surgical dressings is an important item 
in their financial budget. The work, of ‘preparing these 
dressings is a direct contribution of the most’ valuable sort. 
The number of nurses which. are now available for the 
hospitals is very limited, especially in children’s hospitals. 
As a rule, young women who are seeking a nurse’s train- 
ing prefer the courses in the general hospitals. The 
new law, the so-called eight-hour statute, limits the hours 
of service of every available nurse and increases the num- 
ber required to do the work. With these difficulties to 
overcome it is readily seen how valuable the surgical dress- 
ing work becomes to the children’s hospitals. The hands of 
skillful women will delight in this sweet charity that will 
help to assuage suffering among children. There are ex- 
penses: to be met and the volunteers would delight in being 
able to purchase the materials which are used. Mrs. Geo. 
H. Lyman, of Beverly Farms, has consented to serve as 
treasurer of the welfare committee. The committee should 
not want for workers nor for funds for this appealing 
work. The rooms are conveniently located and ought 


to present. everyone an opportunity to do effective and en- 
joyable. work. 


THe Rear Estate and personal property on the North 
Shore impels every resident to consider the fire and police 
protection which is afforded. Last week one of the North 
Shore city districts (Beverly) observed firemen’s day. The 
equipment indicated the purpose of the city to protect the 
owners of property against loss. An honorable and an ef- 
ficient effort has been made by every North Shore com- 
munity to be prepared for fires which may break out. Mod- 
ern efficient fire-fighting machinery has been acquired. 
Motorization is popular and the range of every department 
is increased and the speed with which the district is served 
is also increased. All of the larger districts have an ad- 
equate water supply so that all may count upon the aid. of 
the fire-fighting machinery of the neighboring towns and 
cities. This was demonstrated in the Salem fire when the 
Salem fire-fighting force was assisted by fire apparatus 
from all of the neighboring cities. Fire equipment is 
worthless without an esprit de corps that implies unity of 
action and energy in service. Machines are the creations 
of men’s minds. The minds of men must leash their cre- 
ation and then set them to do the work required, The 


esprit de corps of the North Shore firemen is well known. 
It means everything in a summer colony. The demonstra- 
tion of the ability of the firemen in the “tryout” at Beverly 


last Saturday is insignificant compared with the principle 


of harmonious action which was exemplified. Wholesome 
“gamey” competition cultivates this spirit. The day was a 
pleasure to all the participants and indicated that the lead- 
ers were making successful efforts to knit their forces into 
an efficient command. The district gains from such spirit 
and purpose. : 


Some Years Aco an effort was made to obtain fran- ~ 


chises for electric railroads along the North Shore from 
Beverly through Manchester to Gloucester and thence 
around beautiful Cape Ann. The opposition put an end to 
the agitation for tracks from Beverly to Gloucester, prin- 


cipally because it placed an electric railroad in competition — 


with the steam railroad that was giving good service. The 
decision against the proposed road was followed by the 
establishment of a line from Montserrat to Essex and from 
Essex to Gloucester, and thence around Cape Ann. These 
roads have proven to be valuable transportation agencies. 
Last Saturday night the service on these lines was discon- 
tinued. No cars are running between Beverly and Essex, 
or Essex and Gloucester, or on any part of Cape Ann. 


The discontinuance of the service is a distinct loss to 
In company with other railroad enterprises + 


the territory. 
the owners of the electric lines have had unavoidable finan- 
cial difficulties that even an increase in passenger fares 
could not relieve. The Cape Ann residents may lose alto- 
gether the service which they Have-had. This will prove 
a serious handicap to every resident despite the increasing 


number of automobiles owned and operated by Cape Ann } 
residents. A plan is being discussed which appears to have’ 
merit, that of laying the extra burden of operating the — 


roads directly upon the towns served. The deficit each 
year could be met by taxation. The proposition does not 
involve town or municipal ownership. It means a financial 
underwriting. The socialistic scheme of having the towns 
of Cape Ann own their electric railroads and operate them 


would prove a failure. The success of the private owner- — 


ship by the corporate organization could be assured as a 
service company by a community underwriting policy. The 
method would give the advantages of relieving the man- 


agement of political influence and stimulate the trained _ 


railroad men to use their knowledge advantageously. The 


plan has merits and the final outcome will be of interest. 


THe THREATENED Coat SHorTace due to the unusual 
shipments of coal to Europe is now a_ serious problem. 
While the householder is not to be embarrassed because of 
the abundant supply of anthracite coal, he will, sooner or 
later, discover that the shortage of the bituminous coal sup- 
ply is a vital question in his life as well as that of the man- 
ufacturers who use the soft coal. 
the great mercantile and manufacturing plants. Schools 
and hospitals are endangered. The question will be a seri- 
ous one when the winter closes in. Capable men are at 
work on the problem, fortunately, in the summer, and be- 
fore the acute transportation difficulties of the winter sea- 
son block every effort. The coal shortage may cause man- 
ufacturing plants to discontinue their work and compel in- 
creases in prices for the commodities which they produce

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and sell. Coal and oil are important factors in cost calcu- 
lations. Complaint will now be made, for serious conditions 
confront the business enterprises of the North Shore. One 
electric light and power company has found it necessary, 
because of the increased charges. made for coal and fuel, 
to increase its charges for electricity, for power and 
lighting purposes. The advances in the prices are to be re- 
gretted, yet it is the only course open to them. LEveryone, 
‘directly and indirectly, is affected by the bituminous coal 
situation. It is a matter for satisfaction that there is a 
_ strong commission at work and that Governor Calvin Cool- 
idge has had the sand and sense to grapple with the problem 
and place it in competent hands. 


Dr. HuGu Casot, who is well known on the North 
Shore, made an admirable address recently upon the prog- 
‘ress that should be made in the establishment of community 
hospitals, equipped as modern, up-to-the-minute establish- 
ments whose facilities should be available to the physicians 
and residents of the district served. The community hospi- 
tal is an unchallengable ideal. Its establishment all over 
the United States would place every physician in a strate- 
gic position of advantage, in meeting the evils which sick- 
ness and bodily accidents involve. The physician is a 
health officer with large responsibilities and opportunities. 
He is handicapped if he does his work without the help 
which an established hospital can give him. Such an insti- 
tution increases the physician’s sphere of influence. The 
ethics of the medical profession are high. The responsibil- 
ities which every doctor carries compel it. The stern and 
severe competition which a general practice places upon 
scientific men soon excludes unworthy, tactless and un- 
skilled men. The trained man, who has stood the test of 
community service for a decade or for a generation or 
more, is a force by virtue of the service which he has ren- 
dered to’ the community. He is always a man of parts and 
power. In this district the residents are served by men 
who have been tested in the crucible of experience. From 
Lynn to Rockport there are established hospitals which are 
rendering service of an unusually high grade to the com- 
munities in which they are established. The physicians, are 
fortunate in having such efficient institutions as are the 
_ people of the North Shore, summer colonies as well as the 
permanent residents. .A good hospital is an indispensable 
institution in these modern days. 


GeorcE W. Perkins has completed his earthly career. 
With rare ability he demonstrated the possibilities of a de- 
termined man to make his way in the world. Successful 
as his business operations were the pre-eminent virtue of 
his life was not his ability to accumulate a fortune, but his 
personal capacity for doing good. He was a free man in 
his life and not a slave to wealth, either in its accumula- 
tion or its possession. He saw the gleam and followed it. 
While wealth has its values and place he discovered that 
life could only be defined in terms of worth and happiness. 
The higher thinking and purposes in life are expressed 
only in service to man. He knew the mockery of posses- 
sions and the folly of mere financial standards. He ex- 
perienced the charm of the inner life; but let him speak for 
himself: “Money is not all of life. I might have gone on 
adding more millions to my possessions, but what would 
these have availed me? I have enough to provide for my 
family and for myself. I can wear only one suit at a time. 
I can eat only one meal at a time. I can live only in one 
house at a time. When I die I cannot take one dollar with 
me. These are my thoughts which came to me at my fif- 
tieth birthday . . 1s there not something more that I 
can leave? In my judgment the fashion of acquiring wealth 
simply for the sake of possessing wealth has reached its 
greatest height and the fashion of performing public ser- 
vice for the sake of its performance is coming into vogue.” 
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Truer words were never spoken. The attention which men 
are giving to life for others is testimony to the truth of 
these burning words. Here is a secret of happiness and 
living that is worth while. He carried his business enthu- 
siasm into his social service work and he speaks again: 
“The most important thing of all is to look upon work as 
play and throw yourself into it with the same zest and rel- 
ish and determination to excel as when you play baseball, 
or checkers, or football. By adopting this mental attitude 
toward your work you can accomplish more, and find great- 
er pleasure and satisfaction in doing it. Any young man 

. will be eager to achieve the task in hand and will 
get genuine fun in its achievement.” So spake the rich 
man who had played his game of life hard and fast and 
won along lines that commanded respect from men; this 
man will be remembered not for his business ability—that 
remains unchallenged—but for his personal service to man- 
kind, one ‘“‘who loved his brother man.” 


Honesty Is Not A Rare Virtue! Sterling honesty 
is a reality today and is not a myth, despite the fact that dis- 
honesty crops out from time to time. Its depredations and 
annoyance are felt in every walk of life, yet honesty re- 
mains still the backbone of all the relations of society. Dis- 
honesty is encountered in more forms than the human mind 
has been accustomed to recognize. Business requires 
scrupulous honesty: for honesty is hearing aright, inter- 
preting aright, and speaking aright. Many who would 
avoid dishonesty toward a neighbor’s goods as they would 
a plague, with a nonchalance that is appalling, hear amiss, 
think amiss and speak amiss concerning him. In stealing 
another’s purse one “steals trash,” but if by word and act 
another is robbed of opportunity, reputation or social 
standing, the harm done is more severe and permanent than 
the purloining of goods, money and possessions. Posses- 
sions are replaceable, but who has power so subtle and in- 
telligence so keen as to be able to stay the havoc of mis- 
spent words. Cast upon the waters of conversation ‘they 
drift afar. Who has power to check their influence? Hon- 
esty is far-reaching in its obligations. The worker who 
fails to give just returns for the money paid for his ser- 
vice, or who does not measure up to the responsibilities of 
his service, or who does not measure up to the responsibili- 
ties of his position, however humble it may be, or however 
wealthy his employer, or however great the corporation 
which employs him, is essentially dishonest in his relations. 
The waste of time, the squandering of material, the neglect 
of opportunity, the failure to act honorably and conscien- 
tiously are all forms of dishonesty. 


Honesty is required in every walk of life. The work- 
man who sells his brawn and muscle, or who bargains for 
money for his time and brains are both subject to the laws 
of honesty. The farmhand and the laborer, the nurse and 
the physician, the judge and the clergyman require in their 
work the sturdy grace of genuine honesty, in purpose and 
thought, in word and deed, in the use of time and money 
and in dealing with the reputations of men and women. 
There are men and women, strong and true, who recognize 
the alluring opportunities of dishonesty, who daily have 
temptation thrust before them and yet keep in the straight 
and honorable path. The world is full of good men and true 
women. If one bank teller goes wrong, or one physician 
betrays the sacred responsibilities of his profession, or one 
clergyman beats off the straight course over the sea of life, 
an irresponsible journalist features the “stories” because 
they are the exceptions. Men in all walks of life have pos- 
sibilities of failure and climb the up-hill road of success 
instead of betraying themselves by coasting down the de- 
ceptive and destructive hill of dishonesty. The world’s 
work is done by men of honor and integrity. It is the price- 
less worth of this virtue that brings life, spiritual prowess 
and ability.

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OPPOSITION TO SUNDAY SPORTS 


At Special Meeting Manchester Votes to 
Reject Measure — Other Business Transacted 


The matter of whether Sunday 
sports shall be legalized in the town 
of Manchester was the chief article 
discussed at a special town meeting 
held Monday evening of this week in 
the Town hall, Manchester. A lively 
discussion developed on this matter, 
much oratory being expended by some 
of our citizens. When put to a vote 
Sunday sports in Manchester met de- 
feat by 63 to 44, or nearly 3 to 2. 

Raymond C. Allen, moderator, called 
the meeting to order at 7.40 o’clock, 
there being a quorum of voters pres- 
ent at that time. 

Lyman W. Floyd, town clerk, read 
the warrant for the special meeting, 
which contained the following five ar- 
ticles : 

Article 1—To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of $2,500 to pay 
jointly to Frank P. Knight and the es- 
tate of Geo. L. Knight; a further sum 
of $800 to Frank P. Knight, individu- 
ally; and a further sum of $291.44 to 
Richard L. Cheever; in each case for 
damages caused to property by the 
taking of easements by the town in 
1914 for sewer purposes. The same 
to be paid only upon proper certifica- 
tion by the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. 

Article 2—To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of $300 for re- 
placing and painting buoys in Man- 
chester harbor. 

Article 3—To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of $650 for inter- 
est on temporary loans. 

Article 4—To see if the town will 
appropriate the sum of $1,000 for 
maintenance of the park department, 
as per request of the Park -Commis- 
sioners. 

Article 5—To see if the town will 
accept Chapter 240, of the Acts of 
1920, entitled “An act to permit, un- 
der public regulation and control, cer- 
tain sports and games on the Lord’s 
Day.” As per petition of Eugene F. 
Wogan and others. 

Action on Articles 

Under article one, the finance com- 
mittee recommended paying the sums 
of money mentioned, and Samuel L. 
Wheaton, chairman of the board of 
selectmen, made a motion to appropri- 
ate the three sums specified in the ar- 
ticle for the purposes aforesaid. This 
motion was seconded and passed with- 
out debate. 

On motion of Mr. Wheaton, acting 
on article two, the sum of $300 was 
appropriated for replacing and paint- 
ing buoys in Manchester harbor. The 
finance committee favored this appro- 
priation, 


Article three: Mr. Wheaton moved 
that the sum of $650 be appropriated 
for interest on temporary loans, and 
as this met with the approval of the 
finance committee, Mr. Wheaton’s mo- 
tion was carried without any argu- 
ment. 

Article four: Wm. H. Till moved 
that the sum of $1,000 be appropriated 
for the maintenance of the park depart- 
ment as per the request of the Park 
Commissioners, and with the approval 
of the finance committee. It was so 
voted. 

Including the reading of the war- 
rant and action on the first four arti- 
cles, only seven minutes’ time had been 
consumed. The only life of the meet- 
ing was shown on the last. article 
which related to sports on the Lord’s 
Day. Considerable discussion was in- 
dulged in by local orators, who ex- 
pressed their opinions pro and con. 


Sabbath Sports Starts Something 
For the edification of the voters, 
Moderator Allen read the entire act as 
passed by the legislature relating to 
Sunday sports. The matter was then 
placed before the house and the ex- 
citement commenced. George S. Sin- 
nicks asked to have the petition of 
Eugene F. Wogan and others read by 
the moderator. Capt. Allen read the 
original petition, together with th 
names of all the signers. 
George R. Dean, Selectman, at once 


moved the acceptance of the article. 


Thomas Baker expressed the hope 
that the town would not vote favorably 
on this niatter. “In a Christian land,” 
said Mr. Baker, “I can hardly under- 
stand this attitude toward Sunday 
sports. If there is anything holy 
about playing baseball on Sunday, I’d 
like to hear of it. It may not be aw- 
fully wrong, but I am opposed to it.” 

Alex. H. Sjorlund: “I am one of 
the signers of this petition. Other 
towns are giving this thing a trial and 
I'd like to see Manchester try it. If 
it doesn’t work out just as we would 
like to have it we can rescind the vote 
at some future date.” 


Desired by Club Members 


Mr. Dean: “I, also, was one of the 
signers of this petition and would like 


- to see Sunday sports tried out in Man- 


chester. It is desired by most of the 
members of the Essex County club, 
and I think we should do all we can 
for them. There isn’t anything of a 
vicious nature in this bill. It* was 
signed by the governor. We know 
that for many years golf players were 
playing golf illegally on the Sabbath, 
and they were not molested because

they had more or less influence. Later 
they were prosecuted under the ‘Blue 
Laws.’ This act which we are now 
discussing was framed to give equal 
rights to rich and poor. I’ve heard 
ministers who favored the adoption of 
this act. Recently, I read of a pastor 
in Lexington, who was heartily in fa- 
vor of the bill. I hope that this will be 
given a chance in our town.” | 


Can Law Make Right of Wrong? 

Mr. Baker: “I fail to see how law 
can make a right out of a wrong. A 
person cannot go. to a ball game and- 
keep from shouting. I’d rather stay 
at home if I couldn’t make any noise 
at a game. Neither do I understand 
how any minister can favor Sunday 
sports. We have existed in this state 
for 300 years without baseball on the 
Sabbath day —and let’s not have it 

Mr. Sinnicks: “Gentlemen, I don’t 
think that the town of Manchester is 
ready at this time to accept such an 
act. As I understand the law, we 
could not have on Sunday such a game 
as we saw last Saturday afternoon, 
because no player could be hired for 
money, there could be no admission — 
charged, and all noise would be pro- 
hibited. It seems to me that we have 
done nearly everything possible for 
the young people. We have daylight 
saving, which gives an additional 
chance for sports and recreation every 
night. It has been said that the mem- 
bers of the Essex County club are in 
favor of the town adopting this act 
and thus legalize the playing of golf 
on Sunday. If this is so, it would. 
seem that some of the members of the 
club should be here tonight and give» 
us their opinion.” 

Mr. Dean requested the moderator ' 
to read a letter from S. P. Bremer, a 
member of the Essex County club. 
Mr. Bremer expressed his regret at his 
inability to be present at the special 
town meeting, and went on record as 
favoring the adoption of the act in 
Manchester. 

Mr. Sinnicks: “I would like to in-. 
quire if we accept the provisions of 
this act whether the members of the 
club will be allowed to play golf at any 
other time on Sunday than between the 
hours of 2 to 6 in the afternoon? We 
never have molested the Essex Coun- 
ty club members, and probably never 
will do so. They are always quiet and 
orderly.” 

Arthur E. Olson asked for some in-— 
formation concerning how the provi- 
sions of the bill affected the playing 
of Sunday golf.

How To Tett Woot From Corron 


Suppose a chemist’s wife or his 
mother or sister buys a number of 
yards of cloth to be made into a gown. 
It is to be a winter gown, and its pur- 
pose, as distinguished from a summer 
garment, is to keep her warm. She 
wants it to be of wool, because she 
knows by experience that wool is 
warmer than cotton or linen. In mak- 
ing the purchase she asks the clerk in 
the store if it is all wool, and she is 
assured that it is. The clerk does not 
know except that the buyer said so, 
and the chances are that the buyer 
does not know except that the jobber 
from whom he purchased it said so. 
And the jobber does not know except 
that ,a manufacturer’s agent said so, 
and he may have been at slight pains 
to find out. We know very well that 
if we boil a little sliver of the goods in 
a test-tube in a solution of caustic soda 
the wool will dissolve and the cotton 
will not; it is one of the simplest tests 
that can be made, and it can be accom- 
plished in five minutes.

The Christian religion is of the spirit, 
essentially of the spirit of friendship. 


Friendship, Love and Truth 

“T am told that Odd Fellowship 
stands for friendship, love and truth. 
What a poor Odd Fellow he would be, 
indeed, who does not stand for friend- 
ship, love and truth! What a life it 
would be if friendshp, love and truth 
were omitted. It is well that these 
principles should be emphasized and 
that organizations should exist for the 
purpose of promoting them.”

Our children should be taught the ne- 
cessity of obeying the laws of the 
land in which they live. 

“The third great human institution 
is the church. The church stands for 
the presence of God on earth and for a 
better world. What would the world 
be without the church and the vast 
benefit which the world derives from 
the church! 


Bible Greatest Book on. Friendship 

“Is there any greater book on Odd 
Fellowship than the Bible? Read the 
beautiful story of the friendship of 
Naomi and Ruth. This is summed up 
‘n the passage in which Ruth says to

‘For 
God so loved the world that He gave 
his only begotten Son that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, but 
have eternal life.’ His religion is for 
time and eternity.”

New Rutes REGARDING THE PRINT- 
ING OF TICKETS 


According to a new ruling from the 
Treasury Department, Internal Rev- 
enue Service, a printer cannot furnish 
any tickets for a customer without 
complying with certain requirements. 
One of them is that on every printed 
ticket shall be stated the amount of 
regular admission to be collected, the 
amount of tax and the amount of the 
total, unless the affair has a certificate 
of exemption. 

To quote from a circular issued by 
the department : “Tickets of admission 
must show the name and address of 
the place to which they admit. All 
tickets must show the ‘established 
price’ of admission, the amount of tax 
and the total of the two on the part of 
the ticket that is taken up at the door, 
as in the following example: 


Established price 25c 
Tax paid 3c 
Total 28c 


“Stock tickets must not be used in 
any form.”

WHAT TO DO IN A THUNDER STORM : 


F you are: out-of-doors in a very se- 


vere electrical storm, it is well to ob- 
serve the following rules for your 
own protection: 

1. Keep away from wire fences. 
They may carry a dangerous electrical 
charge long distances. Cattle in pas- 
tures are frequently killed through 
the neglect of farmers to ground the 
wire of the fence. 

2. Keep away from hedges, ponds 
and streams. 

3. Keep away from isolated trees. 
Oak trees are frequently struck; 
beech are seldom struck. It is safe in 
a dense forest. 

4. Keep away from herds of cat- 
tle and crowds of people. 

5. Do not hold an umbrella over 
you. 

6. It is safer to sit or lie down in 
an open field than to stand. 

7. Drivers should dismount and 
not stay close to their horses. 

8. Do not work with any large 
metal tool or implement. 

If you are indoors: 

1. Keep away from the stove and 


chimney. The hot gasses from the 
chimney may conduct the lightning to 
and down the chimney. 

2. Do not take a position between 
two bodies of metal, as the stove and 
waterpipe, for example. An excep- 
tion to being near metals is the case of 
an iron bed. One of the safest places 
is on a matress in an iron bed, pro- 
vided you do not touch the metal. 
The metal surrounding you makes a 
safe cage, which will prevent the 
lightning from reaching a person in- 
side. 

3. Do not stand on a wet floor nor 
draw water from the well or faucet. 

4. Do not stand directly under a 
chandelier, near a radiator, nor on a 
register. 

5. Do not use the telephone in su- 
burban districts. In cities there is 
practically no danger, as the wires are 
placed underground.—Science and In- 
vention.

Provisions OF New Law MAKE 
Evasion A Risky VENTURE 

Edwin P. Stanley, tax collector for 
the town of Manchester, has sent out 
the 1920 poll tax bills, the same being 
put into the mails recently for dis- 
tribution among the voters. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of the law recent- 
ly passed by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature, every poll tax must be paid 
within two weeks of receipt of bill. 
The special act requires that consta- 
bles shall be employed to enforce col- 
lection of all poll taxes not paid with- 
in one month after the bill has been 
received.

Mr. Saltonstall said, in presenting the diplomas to the 
class, that the school had graduated 83 nurses since it 
opened and that never had one failed to pass the state ex- 
amination. Very graciously he wished the nurses good 
luck and said the blessings of the hospital corps would al- 
ways follow them. He then urged the public to visit the 
hospital frequently. Mr. Saltonstall believes in the Bev- 
erly hospital most thoroughly, but he said they were not 
setting themselves up as a 100% perfect institution, and he 
welcomed the criticisms that might come from visitors. 
These suggestions, he said, should be given to the super- 
- intendent. Beverly hospital, Mr. Saltonstall says, belongs 
to the people of all the surrounding towns where there is 
no such institution.

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Miss Parson’s address was a masterpiece in the way 
she handled the subject of nursing as it exists today in this 
time of unrest. She was overseas during the war at the 
head of the Massachusetts General hospital unit. Much 
credit is due to the nurses and doctors who stayed at home 
and helped win the war, as. much as to those who went 
Especially have the 
training schools gone through much tribulation during the 
past three years, while our 1920 nurses have been in train- 
ing, she also explained. 

In celebration of the centenary of Florence Night- 
ingale’s birth, Miss Parsons based her talk on the life of 
that noble woman, whose vision of health work we, even 
now, have not yet caught up with. Briefly, she sketched 
her life. “It is not so much as a nurse that she will live,” 
said Miss Parsons; “but her wonderful work as a sanitari- 
an and her writings in which she perceived and made others 
perceive that nursing is an art which will live to keep her 
memory fresh. She believed in a God of work and had no 
sympathy with the times when certain religious aspects 
were sO prominent in regard to hospitals.” 

Miss Parsons told of her farseeing care for the health 
of the animals used in war, and of the need of publicly 
advertising philanthropic work, stating needs of an organ- 
ization and giving thanks for needs supplied. 

Miss Parsons, in speaking of the great shortage of 
nurses_all over the world, emphasized the need of the com- 
munity, churches, women’s clubs and the like to use their 
influence in drawing young women into the profession. 
She told of the great opportunities in the nursing field now. 
Hospitals have many openings formerly filled by young 
doctors which are now open to the well-trained nurse. 
Training and education were strong points made. Miss 
Parsons has no sympathy with a short-cut training, but be- 
lieves that a nurse would be handicapped all her life if she 
did not take the required number of years at some up-to- 
date training school.

DANVERS AND TWO OF ITS MOST HISTORIC OLD PLACES 


The Endicott Estate and “The Lindens” 
Visited by the Garden Club of America 


M*: Wm. C. Enpicort, of Danvers Highlands, opened 
her old historic place for the Garden club of America. 
Living with Mrs. Endicott are her son and his wife, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wm. C. Endicott (M. Louise Thoron). Mr. En- 
dicott is president of the Essex Institute in Salem, of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural society, and also of the soci- 
ety for the preservation of antiquities in New England. 

The house was built in 1812 by Mrs. Endicott’s fath- 
er, Joseph Peabody (1757-1844), a famous merchant of 
Salem. His portrait is hanging in Peabody Museum, Sa- 
lem. Mrs. Endicott, his granddaughter, a lady well ad- 
vanced in years, but young in the keen interest she takes 
in everything around her, came to the house when a little 
girl and has grown up along with its charming old-time at- 
mosphere. 

The garden facing the house is just as it was in her 
grandfather’s day. The house she has altered somewhat to 
make it more airy. Partitions have been taken down and 
two rooms thrown into one, thus making a great dining- 
room, living-room and hall space besides the library and 
smaller parlor. The same old furniture and carpets are in 
many of the rooms as in the old days. The dining-room 1s 
noticeable for its handsome old gray paper with illustra- 
tions of Cupid and Psyche. This is made from some noted 
blocks and was purchased by Mrs. Endicott in Paris. On 
either side the main entrance the busts of the old merchant, 
Joseph Peabody, and his wife are standing, inside the hall. 
Hospitably they seem to speak a welcome to the passersby 


over that threshold which has borne the footsteps of so 
many folk linked with Salem’s old days. 

The three-story house of light color with green blinds 
stands in the midst of its 200 acres. Ingersoll, Forest and 
Newbury streets pass through the farm. Big red barns of 
modern looking appearance, broad hayfields, orchards and 
the like show what a well-kept farm it is. 

But the gardens! From five to six acres are beauti- 
fully laid out in various kinds of gardens. The old Salem 
merchant had excellent taste when he planned that first 
garden so near the house. But now we see beside the gen- 
eral flower garden, a perennial garden, a rose garden and 
one for shrubbery—four great plots of ground with walks, 
fountains and statuary. Indeed, each section seems more 
fascinating than its neighbor. It is hard to decide which 
is fairest. The white statues throughout the place lend a 
rare charm to it. The white tea-house overlooking the 
walled-in rose garden is a most striking feature. In this 
two-story affair tea is made on the first floor in a kitchen- 
ette and served upstairs in a little room having a charming 
outlook over all of the gardens. 

The rose garden with its central fountain, wall-foun- 
tain, lily pond and wealth of roses would, perhaps, attract 
more praise than the other sections, but each one seems the 
fairest while walking through it. The one with the sun- 
dial and fountain and statue of Diana is a noteworthy gar- 
den for any estate. 

Hedges, great trees, a large planting of rhododen-

drons near the driveway, a duck pond in which lilies are 
growing, and a driveway of unexcelled beauty are some of 
the other features of the place. 


The driveway turns off from Ingersoll street and is 


arched over by wonderful old elms. These shade it down 
to the house. Hedges, stone walls, apple trees planted 
along fence rows, and plenty of orchards everywhere show 
it to be a typical New England country estate of the olden 
time. This week the haying season has been on at the 
farm. 

At the beginning of Ingersoll street is a training field 
given to the inhabitants of Salem village as “a training 
place forever” by Deacon Ingersoll (1634-1713). 

Not far from Mrs. Endicott’s place is Burley farm, 
the estate of her brother, Hon. George Augustus Peabody, 
the president of Peabody Museum, Salem. “Oak Hill,” 
the attractive home of her cousin, Mrs. Jacob C. Rogers, is 
also in the neighborhood. And.close by is “Oak Knoll,” 
on Summer street, where the poet Whittier spent many 
summers. ; 


“The Lindens?” on Sylvan and Collins streets, the for-. 
mer the old Ipswich road, built in 1648, is an.estate of” 


more historical interest than, perhaps, any other visited 
by the Garden club. ° | 
Built in 1753 by.Robert Hooper, of Marblehead, it 
yet stands a solid and stately memorial to King Hooper, 
as he was commonly called. During the Revolution, Mr. 
Hooper, a Tory, turned this country home over to General 
Gage for his headquarters, his office being in the old Page 
house in Danvers.: The latter is now the home of the His- 
torical society. It was, from these houses that plans were 


issued by General’Gage in 1775 for the advarice of British 


troops under Colonél Leslie to seize munitions. This was. 
repulsed by the Salem ‘people’ and: is known as -the first 
armed resistance to the royal authority, the affair taking 


place at the North Bridge, North street. 
After the Revolution ‘The Lindens” went to the Col- 
lins family, 1796 to 1832, from then. till 1860 it had various 


owners until it fell into: the hands of, Francis Peabody... 
From him it has /passed: to the present owners, Mr. and- 


Mrs. Ward Thoron (Louisa Chapin Hooper). Mr. 
Thoron, of New York and Boston, is a brother of Mrs, 
Wm. C. Endicott, Jr., of the Endicott place. 
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The Thorons have had “The Lindens” five years and ‘ 


are restoring the gardens to their old-time beauty. 

Visitors to the place pass up a short walk under lin- 
dens that make a tunnel of shade over them. These ten or 
more great lindens are typical of the fine trees throughout 
the grounds. Mr. Hooper set out the lindens. 

The three-story gambrel roofed house was done in a 
period when wooden houses were made to look like stone. 
It was known as the “Great House” from the time of the 
Revolution to 1840. The first reference made of the house 
in general writing is in June 1754, when a Harvard student 
and his tutor were traveling and spoke of passing the 
house of King Hooper, so-called, of Marblehead. 

It is done in one of the purest forms of Georgian ar- 
chitecture in America. Mantels by Salem’s master car- 
penter, McIntire, have been placed in the house at a later 
period. Floors are made of wide boards reaching the 
length of the room. Doors are heavy and window shutters 
are close fitting and may be fastened by wooden locks se- 
curely. 

The front door is charming in its simplicity and ex- 
quisitely carved facade. It still bears the bullet hole shot 
through it years ago. The key in the great lock weighs 
about a pound and is the only one for it. 

The halls, both upper and lower, are a marvel of fine 
carvings. The stairway is broad and of easy tread while 
the banisters exhibit the luxuriance of those days, and even 
the back stairway has a finely carved post. Paper on the 
halls is of a rare kind put on.by Francis Peabody 60 years 
ago, aiid depicting scenes from the French novel “Les In- 


cas,” by Marmontel, and some Grecian adventures. 


All of the rooms are panelled, the old ballroom being 
in white, the reception room in green with red hangings, 
the dining-room in white, also. An upper room, formerly 
the best chamber, is now the library, the books overflowing 
out into the hall. The upper hall, lighted by a great arched 
window, makes an ideal place to sit and read. 


The garden is reached from the rear of the house. The 


oreat box hedges that so long adorned the place were- 


frozen two years ago. Young box is growing now around 


el 
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the borders of beds laid out in a most interesting fashion. — 


Much space is given over to the garden. A wide walk cen- 
ters it, running to the long arbor at the end of the garden. 
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Flowers are planted in plots on either side, while narrow 
walks wind among the beds in a pleasing way. A row of 
tall pines extends crosswise through the middle of the gar- 
den. Ornamental trees seem to have been planted in op- 
posites throughout the place. Fruit trees of an ornamental 
nature are here and-there around it. A green section on 
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either side the walk, between the sections devoted to flow- 
ers, help to emphasize the general scheme of an attractively 
planned garden of the old days. 

Slave quarters were formerly on the place, standing 
until 1830. 


NEWBURYPORT AND WEST NEWBURY 


Included in the Itinerary of Garden 
Club—Description of Moseley Estates 


DEAR old town of Newburyport! 


‘<Tts windows flashing to the sky, 
Beneath a thousand roofs of brown, 
Far down the vale, my friend and I 
Beheld the old and quiet town; 
The ghostly sails that out at sea 
Flapped their white wings of mystery; 
The beaches glimmering in the sun, 
And the low wooded capes that run 
Into the sea-mist north and south; 
The sand-bluffs at the river’s mouth; 
The swinging chain-bridge, and, afar, 
The foam-line on the harbour-bar.’’ 
So the old town appeared to the poet, Whittier, long ago. 

Newburyport spells all that signifies a mystic charm. 
Travel the length of High st. and you see old-time stately 
three-storied houses set far back from the curbing under 
wide spreading elms—homes so rich in recollections that it 
would seem that their bewigged former owners might at 
any moment look down upon us from some open doorway. 

The Garden club of America saw, this week, all that 
High st. has for a show and two of the great estates in 
that region, at one of which they were entertained for lun- 
cheon. 

Indian Hill, West Newbury, was visited on the way 
to Newburyport. This is an estate of about 150 acres and 
is owned by the Moseley family. Used as a landmark in 
olden times, by the Indians, it stands most conspicuously 
high, and can be told for miles around, ‘as the hill is half 
wooded and half shorn of trees. The old house and barns 
lie on the side or rather foot of the hill. 

The house was built in 1688 and shows a rambling 
English style. It was built by the Poore family, of New- 


buryport, and is occupied during the summer by Miss 
Poore, of Newburyport, aunt to Benjamin Perley Poore 
Moseley, of Ipswich, whose birthplace it was, and whose 
mother died many years ago. She was the first wife of 
F. S. Moseley. 

Perhaps the whitewashed fences and barns are the 
most striking features seen as the place is approached. 
The house is somewhat hidden by trees, but the great 
barns come into full view. A walk through these buildings 
shows some relics of training days in Revolutionary times 
when one Major Ben Perley Poore trained his men out on 
the hillside. The lodge, or superintendent’s cottage, joins 
the barn, which also joins the house in a most unique man- 
ner. 

A rare picture is seen in the front. Here the house 
shows two low stories of stucco and stone, with small, 
heavy casement windows set in walls of unusual thickness. 
A low stone room projects at one end in a somewhat 
rounded fashion. This is the study. Seeming to balance 
this effect on the opposite side of the house is the stone 
lodge of the same rich workmanship. Over the lodge and 
between the house and barn to which both are attached is a 
low tower bearing a clock and a bell, the latter used one 
time to call the men to work. Cedar posts a hundred or 
more years old are along the front entrance to the great 
house to support the vines. 

But the inside is not for stray wanderers. Relics 
from Europe as well as rich and rare curios, from Indian 
times down to our later days, are stored within these im- 
penetrable walls. The collection was made by the Poores 
and is sacredly kept by the Moseleys. The Garden club 


Old-Fashioned Garden at ‘‘Blynman Farm,’’ the Seashore Home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wm. H. Coolidge, Magnolia 
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may consider itself fortunate in being allowed to go 
through the old house. The dear old house of bygone days 
may also consider itself fortunate in having a person like 
Mr. Moseley to care for it and to keep it from the merely 
curious in its ripe old age. 


Opposite the house and out upon the wide lawn is a 
little summer house, which contains a life-size Indian wood- 
en statue. Braving all the storms of many winters it still 
shows up its bright colors gayly. The Indian house 1s 
shaded by a mighty elm. This elm was planted at the be- 
ginning of the Revolution by Rufus King, of New York, 
then a student at Marvard. The college was closed at the 
beginning of the war and he went to Indian Hill with his 
classmate, one of the Poores. And what a wonderful tree 
it is now! 

Back of the house and the barns the garden is found. 
A long, flowing spot of loveliness, it stretches in a most al- 
luring way between two tall hedge rows of pine. The wide 
gravel walk runs through the center, bordered on either 
side by box and between the box and the high hedge are 
the flowers. Old-fashioned ones they are with a rose-bush 
here and there. Do you get the picture? Imagine plenty 
of ground to spare but a simple garden stretched out in 
‘one long broad walk with a little shelter house at the end 
from which a vista of fair fields is seen. It would take 
milady about fifteen minutes to walk the length of this se- 
cluded garden walk, if she stopped now and then to ex- 
amine the flowers on either side. 


Close to Indian Hill are the famous Cherry Hill Nur- 
series. No lovelier sight is to be seen in the whole country 
than their sunny hillsides capped with seas of rich blooms 
of peonies and other flowers. The men who own the nur- 
series live right in the midst.of their wonderful industry. 
Here they oversee an army of workmen and here are pro- 
duced the choicest and rarest peonies either in this country 
or abroad. They are seen in nearly every North Shore 
garden and, of course, are known from coast to coast. 


F. S. Moseley has in “Maudesleigh,” his Newbury- 
port estate, a place of unsurpassed beauty. Park, gardens 
and farm land are spread along the Merrimac river for 
about a mile. On the opposite side of the river lies Pleas- 
ant valley, the poet Whittier’s “Pleasant Valley,” with Ha- 
verhill seven miles up the river and Amesbury three miles 
down the river. And here, on what was, less than twenty 
years ago, a bank of sand, Mr. Moseley has laid out his 
place. The name is derived from the old English form of 
the name and signifies “the mossy bank.” 

Mr. Moseley has always consulted the best of land- 
scape gardeners in making his plans, but more often than 
otherwise he has then gone ahead. with his own ideas, per- 
haps tempered in a measure by the expert, and has created 
some of the most artistic and pleasing features imaginable 
throughout the place. 

The house itself, a long, rambling modern form of 
English architecture, seems to hug the ground securely on 
top of the great terrace fronting the river. Formerly a 


small house it has been added to until it now makes com-. 


modious quarters for the Moseley family. Rooms and 
halls of rich wood panelings and soft harmonious hang- 
ings and furnishings seem to blend into one whole that 
gives a feeling of rest and charm not always felt in houses. 

The great gardens are hedged in with growths eight 
to fifteen feet high. The flower gardens are laid out in 
squares surrounded with hedges. The Italian garden and 
rose garden are special features of much beauty. An old 
well is near the garden entrance, a cool recess at one side 
of the garden covers a wall fountain, while a bird-bath 
completely covered with vines stands in a sunny spot, all 
doing their best to cheer the many birds that are heard ev- 
erywhere. 


Two greenhouses, one specially for show flowers, and. 
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fruit houses, besides many fan-trained fruit trees and reg- js 
ular orchards are seen. The gardens are watered by the ~ 
Skinner system. . | 

A “thorn” walk is a choice spot. Here various thorn 
trees display on a sunny hillside their blossoms and fruits, — 
making beauty for all seasons. In this orchard of thorns 4 
are beehives covered with a thatched roof and having each © 
hive proetcted by an ornamental cover as is done in Eng- t 
land. The housekeeper says that when she wants to make __ 
believe she is in England she goes down among the thorns. 4 

The vegetable gardens, great squares of ornamentally i 
planted food, look good to the eye as well as to the mouth. 
Down past these gardens by degrees that are a charm in 
themselves one is taken through the highest of cultivation : 
to the woods. On the way acres of trees are seen protected 
and urged to grow in the most perfect manner possible. 

Through the park-like grounds on both graveled 
roads and grassy roads one may ride miles through this 
estate of nearly one thousand acres. Roads and trails are 
laid out everywhere, but it takes one who can keep his bear- 
ing to find the way through the intricacies of the place. 
Many rustic bridges are crossed and trees of marvelous 
beauty are everywhere. 

But “the laurels,’ Whittier’s laurels, the laurels where 
Wm. Lloyd Garrison and his anti-slavery friends used to 
go for picnics, the community picnic grounds, are a lead- 
ing feature of the Moseley estate. About 40 acres of land 
along the river bank in one section are covered with a 
growth of laurel that is not excelled anywhere in New Eng- 
land. Laurels blossom profusely every seventh year or at 
least every other year while the intervening years are given 
over to growth. This year more new growth is seen than 
blossoms with some rare exceptions. No one knows who | 
planted these laurels. They must have been growing a 
century or more in their present location. Mr. Moseley’s 
father purchased the laurel section some time ago and made 
it a part of the estate where they will be preserved like 
Indian Hill. 

Near the laurels is an extremely high point on the 
river bank called “Castle Hill,” from which a most pic- 
turesque view of Deer island and its bridges on either side 
make a delightful picture. The island contains some eight — 
acres. Also near the laurels is the estate of Charles Mose- — 
ley, a brother of F. S. Moseléy. 

At this wonderfully beautiful show place in Newbury- 
port is where the Garden club of America had a business ~ 
meeting and were entertained at luncheon on Tuesday, the 
150 delegates, 200 non-delegates and a few friends making — 
about 400 in all. 

The ladies may like to read over Whittier’s “June on 
the Merrimac,’ 1n which he speaks of the place and of 
Harriet Prescott Spofford, of Deer island, and of Pleasant 
valley (just across from where they lunched) and of “pic-— 
tured artichoke,” the small river emptying into the Merri-— 
mac just below the Moseley terrace. | 

Here where the entire Garden club feasted how fitting- 
ly his lines read from “The Laurels.” 

‘Make room, O river of our home! 
For other feet in place of ours, 


And in the summers yet to come, 
Make glad another Feast of Flowers! c 
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‘*Hold in thy mirror, calm and deep, 
The pleasant pictures thou hast seen; 
Forget thy lovers not, but keep 

Our memory like thy laurels green.’’

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HARRIET PRESCOTT SPOFFORD’S HOME 


Visited by BREEZE Writer—Deer Isle in 
Merrimac River; a Most Alluring Spot 


Har=t Prescorr Sporrorp’s Deer Isle, in the Merri- 
mac river, between Newburyport and Amesbury, has 
long been the home of one of America’s sweetest and rar- 
est writers. 

For many years we have wished to see this literary 
shrine. Not being exactly literary ourselves we hesitated 
about approaching Mrs. Spofford, dreading to go out of 
mere curiosity to such a busy, gentle soul as we had al- 


_ ways heard she was. 


But the Garden club of America happening to visit 
our Shore this week helped us out. Why not visit Deer 
Isle and ask to see the garden? So we found ourselves 
jangling over the one-time old “chain bridge’ from New- 
buryport and stopping at Mrs. Spofford’s door. 

Very attractive is the approach to the island from that 
side. High and rocky it stands, with the house nestling 
in among the old trees. On the opposite side of the road 
the island is much lower and here lies the old-fashioned 
garden, small hay-field and out buildings of the place. 

We lifted the big wooden latch at the rustic gate set in 
the stone wall that fronts the house. In some book we re- 
membered reading that “only the favored few are privi- 
leged to know Mrs. Spofford in her own home, where she 
seems half like some woodland sprite and half the shy in- 
valid, poet, and novelist.” Would she see us? The maid 
took us around to the side piazza where Mrs. Spofford 
‘was conversing with a gentleman. We gave our name. 
She rose with queenly grace and extended her hand—the 
softest one we have touched in many a day—and said, “I 
don’t know you,” but, upon hearing our errand, said, “Sit 
down” in a most cordial fashion. The other caller left in 
a moment and Mrs. Spofford gave her attention to us. 

We told her we had been visiting the Moseley gardens 
and Indian Hill in Newburyport in anticipation of writing 
‘a little about them. She did not know of the meeting of 
the Garden club, saying brightly, “There are iots of things 
going on that I don’t know about.” 

Gardens were then forgotten and she talked of her 
beloved isle. She told how Mr. Spofford had made the 
house out of an old tavern and finally had turned it side- 
ways so that it now faces the water instead of the road- 
way. Mr. Spofford died many years ago. 

She spoke of her early youth in Newburyport. Born 
in Calais, Me., she was sent to a private school in the for- 
mer place and liked the old town so well that. she persuad- 
ed her folks to move there. So they came and jolly times 
the young folk had. 

When we spoke of her sea stories in “The Amber 
Gods,” she said, “O, that is ancient history, but all founded 
on facts.” She said that she and Mr. Spofford had a long 
courtship and spent much time boating around the old 
place. In this way she came in close contact with the 
fisher folk and gathered material for her stories. Mr. 
Spofford, whom she married in 1865, lived in Newbury- 
port, and practiced law in Boston. 

Mrs. Spofford, now 85 years old, says that in the 80 
years in which she can remember she never has experienced 
such a winter as the past one. This winter she spent in 
Boston near Trinity church in the apartment of her niece, 
Miss Katherine Prescott Moseley. This niece and a broth- 
er of Mrs. Spofford, Otis Livingston Prescott, make up 
the household at Deer Isle. A sister is visiting with her at 
‘present. Mrs. Spofford says she has never found any spot 
in this country or in Europe to equal the island’s alluring 
charm. It holds them until November nowadays. When 
asked if she came early in the spring, ‘she laughingly said 


that from June 1 was now her season since cooks’ and 
maids’ wages had flown so high that it seemed more practi- 
cal to remain in town as long as possible. 

True New England woman that she is she spoke of 
one time living in Washington a short time, but upon her 
return she thought things grew more heavenly as she ap- 
proached home and felt the difference even when nearing 
Connecticut. . 

Writing is easy for Mrs. Spofford. Her stories are 
written in the midst of family talk, out on the piazza or 
anywhere she happens to be. She insists upon a deep black 
lead pencil as now she cannot see the writing unless it 1s 
very noticeable. Her latest book (1920), “The Elder’s 
People,” is an interesting collection of New England tales 
of home folk. She has been writing them at odd times for 
the past ten years. 

A form of nervous prostration has afflicted Mrs. 
Spofford for several years interfering with her “business . 
of writing stories.’ Her work began while in the early 
twenties when she wrote something for the Ailantic 
Monthly which attracted attention and has continued down 
to the present. It is a record of novels, stories and poems. 
These reflect an elusive charm like that which pervades 
the personality of the mistress of Deer Isle. 

When asked if she ever allowed a stray visitor like us 
to see through her house she said, “Yes, if they want to.” 


She then conducted us quickly through the little hall run- 


ning ever with books from her late husband’s adjoining 
study, through the long drawing-room, the dining-room 
and through a den. We passed through all too quickly for we 
would fain have lingered over some of the objects of in- 
terest in the homey looking rooms. Mrs. Spofford apol- 
ogized for her slow movement, however. 

She was a charming picture in her soft black dress 
made with a short train and having a black lace shawl 
thrown carelessly around her delicate shoulders. Her 85 
years have not bent the body in any way. She walks as 
straight as a girl only very slowly. While in the dining- 
room she summoned a maid to take us over to the garden. 
With another hand-shake she bade us good-bye on the 
piazza. The one who wrote of her long ago saying that 
her “delicate head and high-bred, spiritualized face is often 
seen at the best concerts and at the opera” in Boston, al- 
though shunning social functions as a rule, should see her 
now when the face has grown almost ethereal in contour. 

The garden across the way from her house has two 
gateways, each covered by a shingled archway. Noble 
trees, old-fashioned flowers placed picturesquely in groups, 
a bird bath, some low, soft sod steps and plenty of rustic 
seats make up the pretty place. A boathouse is at the low- 
er end. The niece, Miss Moseley, takes special care of 
the flowers and spends much time among them in actual 
work. 

We boarded our car with a last glance at the old 
place. Through the shrubbery along the stone wall we 
caught a glimpse of Mrs. Spofford and her brother serenely 
reading the evening papers on the front porch. The old 
greenish-brown house with its gay window boxes seemed 
to give us the same God-speed that the mistress had. 

(Mrs. Spofford’s sister, Katherine Prescott, married 
a brother of F. S. Moseley. In that way she is related to 
the Moseley family, where the Garden club had luncheon 
Tuesday. )

FOOD FISH LAW ENFORCEMENT 


(Excerpts from address by Arthur L. Millet, State Inspector of Fish, given at summer 
meeting of Essex County Associated Boards of Trade.) 


Tis special subject to which your attention is invited as meat has long ago been definitely shown. 


' for a few moments, has to do basically with furnishing 
the public with the opportunity of buying only good fish 
and with knowing exactly what they are buying, and on 
this is based the assumption that with this achived, public 
confidence in the use of fish as a food staple will be great- 
ly increased, thereby bringing about an increased demand 
for, and consumption of, Massachusetts-caught fish, to the 
end that the time-honored one-fish-day-a-week will be rel- 
egated to the discard and that two and even three Fridays 
may become the rule and not the exception in the food week 
program of every family. 
It is not necessary to dwell here upon the value of fish 
as an article of diet. That it is as necessary and sustaining 


Three fundamentals have long handicapped the more 
extensive use of fresh and frozen fish—poor transportation, 
the sale by some dealers of fish of an inferior and at times 
unfit-for food quality ; and the seeming reluctance of a con- 
siderable portion of the public to grasp the fact that fish is 
of equal food value with meat and much cheaper. 

With the matter of transportation, it is not the pur- 
pose of this paper to deal. It is a big subject by itself. It 
is contended here, however, that if the public mind can be 
educated to the fact that in buying its fish dinner it is buy- 
ing only good, fresh or frozen fish and that the dealer 1s, 
under the law, not allowed to expose for sale fish unfit for

food (as has too often been the case), and also that the 
dealer is obliged by law to indicate to the purchaser just 
what grade of fish he is buying and also just what species 
of fish he is buying, all in truthful terms, either by printed 
signs or word of mouth; it is contended and it would seem 
reasonably so, that a state of confidence will be set up in 
the minds of the buying public with the inevitable result 
that this same public will buy more fish, will eat more fish 
and that the average home will have more fish days and 
that fish as a food staple will come into its own. 

This then is the ground work of the act to regulate 
the sale and cold storage of fresh food fish, passed by the 
legislature of 1919. ' 

It should be emphasized right here, that this new law 
imposes no burden. It does, however, protect the public 
and also the honest dealer. Because it will lead to in- 
creased consumption of fish, it will be a direct financial 
benefit to the dealer and also by reason of some of the pro-

NCE more the time has come to celebrate the Fourth of 

July, Independence Day. This day is our one distinc- 
tive, universal, national holiday. The birthday of our na- 
tion, it is a legal holiday in every state of the Union. 

‘On this day we celebrate the signing, on the 4th of 
July, 1776, of the Declaration of Independence, which de- 
clared this country forever free from the British rule. For 
some time the people of this country had been considered 
as rebels, and England thinking that they should be treated 
as such, did not pay much attention to the petitions that 
were made. Though in the beginning the aim was not tow- 
ard independence,-but only to have the wrongs of the moth- 
er country against her colonists righted, yet it was pointed 
out by prominent statesmen that reconciliation with Eng- 
land was impossible, and that some definite action must be 
taken in order to change the people of America from out- 
laws to safe, free, honorable citizens. 

America was in the position of acknowledging her 
people subjects in arms against her sovereign, or declaring 
her independence, for she could not hope to win from Eng- 
land a recognition of her rights by petitions or threats. 
Long did Congress discuss the pros and cons of this move, 
but finally, chiefly through the work of Thomas Jefferson, 
independence was established beyond any reasonable doubt.

Their Significance

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visions cannot fail it would seem, to make several lines of 


fish cheaper than at present to the consumer. 

Briefly, the bill which affects both wholesale and re- 
tail dealers in fresh and frozen fish and also in a lesser de- 
gree, dealers in salt fish, provides the following salient 
points : 


All fresh food fish must be divided into three grades” 


before being offered for sale or placed in cold storage. 
Naturally the first is to be known as “new fish,” while term 


“off-shore” fish will designate the second grade fish. Un-— 


der the law “fish of the third grade, shall include all fish 


which are suitable for splitting or salting, but-are not suit- 


able for sale of fresh fish;” and also, fish of the third 
grade cannot be sold at retail for food. 

The law provides for the designations of fish of the 
various grades, and also, that only truthful terms shall be 
used in the designation of the fish represented to the con- 
sumer. For the purpose of enforcing the law, regulations 
have been decided upon whereby with the assistance of a 
system of invoices and receipts the exact grade and quality 
of the fish ¢an be truthfully represented and traced way 
down the list from wholesaler and commission men through 
the retailer to the buying public. This is one of the promi- 


nent features of the regulations under which the act will be 


enforced. The dealer has the choice of marking his fish by 
signs or by truthfully distinguishing it by word of mouth. 


Quite a lot of fish which appeared to be below stan- 


dard have been observed and also little or no attempt to dis- 
tinguish between the grades has been noted. This is more 
noticeable in markets of the cheaper class than in others. 
In many types of markets, however, has been seen what at 


least can be termed evasion of truthful terms; for instance, — 


lowly pollock is masqueraded as “Boston Bluefish,” “Bos- 
ton Bay Blues,” and in some cases baldly and boldly la- 
belled “Bluefish.” 


These few cases are merely cited to show what this 


law, properly enforced, can do away with, to the benefit,

On the 
day that Congress met (July 4, 1776) at the State House 
in Philadelphia to take final action upon the Declaration of

days, the streets were filled with eager men anxious to hear — 


the first news of the outcome. 
the momentous crisis which the country had now reached. 
A boy was stationed below to give the signal to the bell- 
man, who had mounted to the belfry, as soon as the final 
vote was passed. 

Hour after hour went by without appearance of the 
sign so anxiously looked for by the multitudes gathered 
around the entrance to the State House. 
patient. The old bellman leaned over the railing, straining 
his eyes downward, until his bright, expectant hope had 
yielded to fear, but at length, about two o’clock, the door 
was opened and word was given. 

“Tt has passed” leaped from lip to lip in the shouting, 
cheering throng, intoxicated with their joy in the new- 
found freedom. 

The bell? It sounded the joyful tidings to every per- 
son in Philadelphia, and its cry was caught up and echoed 
in every part of the country. 


Business was forgotten in — 
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In the southern and middle cities and villages, the 
news was greeted with wild celebrations. Images of the 
monarchs were torn down and dragged through the streets 
with ropes around their necks, cannon thundered, bonfires 
blazed, and the opulent feasted, drank toasts and joined in 
the hilarious celebrations. 

In New England the joys of freedom manifested 
itself in prayers and sermons, and in religious rites. 

Since that time the Fourth of July has been solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, games, sports, guns, 
bells, bonfires and illuminations without limit, until the 
“Glorious Fourth’ became one of the noisiest—and most 
dangerous—of all our holidays. Indeed, so many people 
were killed and maimed by these celebrations, that, of re- 
cent years, there has been a growing sentiment for a “safe 
and sane” Fourth—with more music and parades, and less 
powder. 

In commemorating the day in Westminster Abbey, on 
July 4, 1880, Phillips Brooks said, in part: 

“It is not for me to glorify tonight the country which

Tue Mayor or Beverty, at the graduation exercises 
of the high school in that city, made an effective and com- 
mendable address in which he gave his unqualified endorse- 
ment of the city’s policy of making adequate appropriations 
for the maintenance of the schools., Specifically, he placed 
himself on record to support any reasonable plan to remedy 
the congestion at the high school. The management of the 
institution is in competent hands, supported by an efficient 
teaching force, but the faculty is hampered in its work be- 
cause of the need for room. Instead of a continuous ses- 
sion, with all pupils in attendance, two sesssions of the 
school are necessary with the corresponding injustice to 
the teaching force and to the pupils. 


The waste of time and energy because of poor build- 
ing facilities is folly. The citizens of the Garden City are 
awake to the fact that it is a poor policy that permits stu- 
dents of the high school age to have free morning hours 
that should be devoted to work, and then deprive them of 
one and one quarter hours of school work each school day. 
There are forty school weeks in each year, with five school 
days in each week, affording high school pupils each year 
approximately two hundred school days. If a student loses 
one hour and a quarter each school day, the Joss in work 
each week is six and one quarter hours, or more than one 
entire school day each week. In the year that the pupil 
attends the high school in the afternoon, his loss is two 
hundred and fifty school hours. This is equivalent to fif- 
ty school days or ten school weeks in the year. All for 
the need of an adequate plant. 


Money will construct a building, but it cannot meas- 
ure the loss to the youths of that city in training in the 
formative period of their life. The school authorities are 
meeting their problem with commendable zeal and initia- 
tive. The war and post-war conditions have prevented 
building operations, but now the mayor will be supported 
in his position by the citizens who wish the young men and 
women to have a thorough high school training. Tax- 
payers and business men will be quick to appreciate the 
necessity of providing a modern equipment for high school 
work. ‘The authorities vested with power should at once 
give their attention to the problem and present plans to 
remedy the situation. 


Education is not a luxury. It is a debt which every 
community owes to its youths. To rob a young man or 
young woman of an opportunity to study is unjust to the 
student, the faculty of the high school, the school commit- 
tee and the parents. The condition will be remedied; 
only the war*has caused the delay. 


A Drspatcu From Pawtucket, Rhode Island, says the 
“old Slater Mill, the birthplace of the cotton textile indus- 
try in America, is to be preserved as a show place and a 
museum ‘for textile machinery. A committee of manufac- 
turers has taken title to the property, and will later turn 
it over to. the city or to a memorial association. The mill 
was erected in 1793 and in it, Samuel Slater started the 
manufacture of cotton fabrics. The plans call for the res- 
toration of the mill property to its original condition. The 
plant has not been used for some years, and is much in 
need of repairs.” The North Shore of Massachusetts, 


however, has a claim to put in for the first cotton mill 


erected in America. It was built at North Beverly and 


the bricks used in the construction of the cellar partition 
walls of the foundation of the first church built at Beverly 
Farms were taken from the old mill building when it was 
torn down.

step aside for a ‘business man.’ What is more to the point, — 
they didn’t and nowhere in their speeches do I find them ad- ~ 
vocating the position they now assume. Their principal — 
argument in their own behalf was the great experience © 
they had acquired in their service of the commonwealth. — 
Mr. Washburn should be the sole author of his communt-— 
cations hereafter. They become too stiff, formal and dig- 
nified when he associates himself with Mr. Cushing and ~ 
Mr. Walker. To save his reputation as a writer and ad-— 
visor in business matters, he must travel alone.” a 


Cushing and Walker ought not to be surprised if their ; 
position now is challenged. How are they warranted in- 
opposing the policy of succession now? There is no reason 
why the Republican party cannot choose another candidate — 
if they wish;/if an emergency arose the voters would de- 
mand it.

ForTUNATE IS THE land whose politicians seek duty 
and honor to serve their country well and not to satisfy 
their ambitions. 
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Tue DervELOPMENT OF large business interests has 
not only created larger resources, but has compelled a new 
study of the just division of the profits of industry. The 
method of buying everything in the lowest market, includ- 
ing labor, and with no heed to the moral obligations in- 
volved is in disrepute. Organized industry owes a moral 
responsibility to the community in which the industry is 
located, to the consumer that purchases the goods and to 
the men and the women whose brain and brawn contribute 
to the commercial success of the organization. Society, 
through laws, is compelling industrial reforms. Reorgan- 
ization and readjustment, or the policies of large industries 
‘are assuring justice to the workers. On this point the late 
George W. Perkins in an address before the National Civic 
Federation and quoted in the New York Sun says concern- 
ing the place of reorganization of industry and the value 
and justice of profit sharing: 


“A good many years of actual experience have made 
me optimistic regarding profit sharing plans worked out 
along the following lines: 


“First—Every business has, first of all, to earn oper- 
ating expenses, depreciation and fair returns on honest 
capitalization. 

“Second—I believe that every business should consid- 
er that the compensation paid employees is for the purpose 
of earning a sum of money sufficient to pay the above-men- 
tioned items. 


“Third—That any profits over and above such sum 
_ should, on some percentage basis, be divided between the 
capital used in the business and the employees engaged in 
the business. 


“Fourth—That in neither case should these profits be 
immediately withdrawn from the business; that they 
| should be left in the business for a reasonable length of 
_ time, to protect and increase its financial strength and safe- 
ty; that in the case of capital its share of these profits 
should be carried to surplus; that in the case of employees 
their share should be distributed to them in some form of 
security representing an interest in the business, and that 
each employee should be required to hold such security for 
a reasonable length of time, say, three to five years. 


“Fifth—That the employees’ share should be allotted 
to them as nearly as possible on the basis of compensation 
they receive. Up to date this has proved to be the best 
method.” 


Where profit sharing plans have divided profits on a 
cash basis, failure often has been the result, Mr. Perkins, 
pointed out, because the objective of the scheme, to get 
workmen interested not only in their own rewards, but in 
business efficiency, had been ignored. Accordingly he ad- 
vocated publicity with regard to the details of the business 
or industry which would acquaint the employee with the 
exact financial situation and show him the way to aid in 
improving it by his personal efforts, with the resultant re- 
ward as his incentive. To cement this interest he urged 
that employees become security holders, financially inter- 
ested in their concerns. 

To the objection that owners would hesitate to let it 
be known publicly how little or how much they earned, 
Mr. Perkins offered the answer that a business “merely 
getting by” would be improved were its true condition 
known so that its working organization might better it, 
‘whereas a business reaping huge profits could not expect 
to enjoy that privilege secretly for long. 

“The day of secretive methods is passing rapidly,” 
said Mr. Perkins. ‘The day of publicity is at hand. Any 
profit sharing plan without an open, honest balance sheet 
and detailed annual report will never succeed. I am con- 
vinced that labor is entirely willing that capital should have 
its fair reward and proper protection, but in this country 
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we have too many instances where capital has demanded 
improper protection and taken exorbitant reward; and one 
of the main reasons why the serious problems confronting 
us today are so difficult of solution lies in the fact that too 
many men of capital are still arrogant and unreasonable.” 

The essential requirements of justice demand that ev- 
ery contributor of brains, brawn or money to an organiza- 
tion should enjoy a just return upon the invested strength, 
time or money. All factors must be justly remunerated. 
The problem is still an acute one and the best minds may 
well give time and thought to its consideration. Progress 
is being made in profit sharing plans and the future of pro- 
fit sharing is bright. When all the contributors receive a 
just return for their labor and time there will be peace in 
the industrial world. Discontent and labor troubles will be 
adjusted by arbitration and their possibility minimized by 
a new order of financial adjustments. 


Tue Man Who discovers early in life that he can 
earn a livelihood and make a life as well has discovered a 
great secret. 


YounG PEOPLE SHOULD BE TauGurt to choose a voca- 
tion early in life. The decision should not be left to 
chance. Too many people are unhappy because they are 
bound to uncongenial occupations, affording opportunity 
neither for self-expression nor for self-development. 
Young people do not appreciate the responsibilities of life 
early enough, or realize them too late to begin and to com- 
plete a training which their capabilities warrant. They 
may be aided in coming to a decision by outside influence, 
—journals, teachers, friends and parents. The influence 
of teachers is limited. Journals have an opportunity 
that is not neglected. The parents have the best oppor- 
tunity and the greatest obligation, despite the usual perver- 
sity of youth to disregard parental advice and influence. 
Young people often decide too late in their high school 
course to prepare for college or a technical school. The 
elective system has made it possible for students to choose 
subjects that appeal at the time they are chosen without 
regard to their future benefit and value to them in their 
work. When college requirements are considered their 
preparation may be incomplete. Then comes the dilemma. 
It is too late to go back; without the equipment it is impos- 
sible to go forward. The youth is unprepared for the 
higher institution because of the poor judgment exercised 
in selecting school studies. 

Parents and friends cannot render a greater service 
to a young friend than by leading him to an early decision 
of a life work. High school students should not delay 
their decision to enter college. Those who intend to seek 
employment at the end of their course should begin early 
in the course to prepare for the vocation desired. Such de- 
cisions steady students in their student days and contribute 
immeasurably to the student’s life. A clear purpose and 
an aroused ambition are valuable aids in guiding youths 
through the important years in high school. Young peo- 
ple should be taught at home to choose a vocation early in 
life and then every effort of parent and pupil should be 
made to gain success. 

JoHN, OF THE JorDAN, knew nothing about Masonry 
and its instructive principles in forming character, but he 
did know what the foundations of true character were.

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GARDEN CLUB VISITS NORTH SHORE

etable and fruit gardens and its pretty flower garden have 
always been features of the place. 

“Indian Hill” and the F. S. Moseley estates, in West 
Newbury and Newburyport were then visited. (See de- 
scription of these noted places in another article. ) 

At one thirty Mrs. Moseley served luncheon on her 
beautiful terrace under the pines overlooking the Merri- 
mac river. Delegates and non-delegates and friends were 
entertained. After luncheon a business meeting was held 
and then the gardens and famous laurels were visited. 

“Castle Hill,” Ipswich, was the next objective point. 
Here upon more than 2500 acres of sand dunes Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard T. Crane, Jr., of Chicago, have built up one 
of the show places of the Shore. The hill was granted to 
Governor John Carver’s son in 1634. The Rufus Choate 
‘birthplace is also a part of this section. The exquisite Ital- 
ian gardens are noted far and wide.

The ornamental features, 
such as Bela Pratt’s last marble group, and other handsome 
designs enhance the charm of the place about which much 
could be written. 

The casino, the great swimming pool, the bachelor 
quarters, the terraces, the wide strip of green sward that 
bends down over three undulations and runs like a ribbon 
to the beach, and the surroundings everywhere are parts 
of one great whole that make up a gentleman’s country es- 
tate that is seldom found so near the sea. ‘Castle Hill” 
will be open this Saturday and Sunday for any who wish 
to go through. A fee will be charged that will benefit the 
Benjamin Stickney Cable memorial hospital in Ipswich. 
This was given to the town in memory of their friend by 
the Cranes. The late Mr. Cable was killed in an automobile 
accident while on a visit to “Castle Hill.” 

Mrs. Crane served a seven o’clock dinner to the dele- 
gates. After which a council of Garden club presidents 
was held in the casino. 

Wednesday’s program opened with a business meeting 
at ‘‘Villa Crest,’”” West Manchester, the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter D. Denégre. Here in a large coach house the 
club convened. After which the grounds and gardens were

To many “Rockmarge” suggests horses and shows, 
for Judge Moore’s thoroughbreds are of international 
fame. His private race track near the Pride’s Crossing sta-

Editor North Shore Breeze: 
In the report in your paper of the 
recent town meeting in Manchester 
where the question of Sunday games 
was voted down, I notice one remark 
which should hardly stand without 
challenge. It is the following—‘‘we 
have existed in this state for 300 years 
without baseball on the Sabbath — 
let’s not have it now.” 
Let me suggest to that speaker 
through the medium of your paper 
| that we existed in this state for sever- 
| al hundred years without airplanes, 
| wireless telegraph, automobiles, trol- 
| ley-cars, and last, but not least, with- 
| out national prohibition. I have heard 
on many occasions arguments for and 
against Sunday games, but never a 
| less pertinent or more meaningless 
statement than the above quoted. It 
would seem, if indeed it can be said to 
hold weight at all, to be an unreason- 
able block set against progress and in- 
novations of every description. We've 
never done it before, let’s not do it 
now! If such a piece of asininity 
were the slogan of the United States 
we would be about on a par with Rus- 
sia. 
Let me say here, Mr. Editor, that I 
am most heartily for any healthy. 
manly, out-door game on Sunday or 
on any other day. I do not advocate 
| for one minute gambling or any such 
rowdyism. Nearly all American 
| games played in public by Americans 
are full of such; all games can be 
| made so. Is there, after all, any more 
| harm in playing baseball or golf on 
Sunday than in going in for a swim 
| or for a sail in a boat? The town 
| keeps its bathhouses open on Sunday 
both morning and afternoon, the 
‘beach is thronged with people—noisy 
people, too. There is apparently no 
_ harm in that. What is the moral dif- 
| ference? There is no difference, ex- 
cept this town is not used to seeing 
Sunday baseball. I say, let them get 
| used to it. Let us remember that an- 
| cient Puritanical narrowness spoiled 
| as many lives as any other fanatical 
agency. We have no more right to 
spoil a man’s play than to spoil his 
| work—while he is fair and clean-act- 
ing. 
In my legal residence in a far-wes- 
|} tern town we have Sunday ball and 
other games—in the afternoon only, 
as most men go to church in the 
morning. There has never been oc- 
casion for an arrest at any Sunday 
contest there. The clergymen of four 
different denominations have never 
opposed, knowing as all broad-minded 
men do, that out door games are in-

men confined in office buildings at in- 
door occupations during week days. 
the question of prohibiting baseball, 
football, or track contests on Sunday 
would be received there with utter 
astonishment were stich a question ev- 
er brought up. I am reasonably sure 
in saying that it never will be brought 
up. 

If many other communities cannot 
only tolerate but indorse them, Man- 
chester, a progressive community, 
might give them a try. 

Ball games generally take place be- 
tween the hours of two and six; and 
can anyone state the difference be- 
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tween noise on a public beach or rec- 
reation ground and noise in a ball- 
park? As a summer resident and ad- 
mirer, I’d hate to admit that Man- 
chester was narrow minded and big- 
oted over the matter of a decent, ath- 
letic game—of, for and by the peo- 
ple!

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Dummer Academy Proposed New School Building 


UMMER ACADEMY is to have a new 


school building, also many im- 
provements are to be made in its 
present equipment. Announcement 


of these plans was made at a large 
gathering at the recent commencement 
held in South Byfield. 

During the past few years this Es- 
sex County school has outgrown its 
accommodations which provide for 
only 80 boys, of whom about 70 are 
boarding students. In fact, over a 
score of boys were turned away last 
season for lack of room and there is 
now a waiting list. The present ac- 
commodations are wholly inadequate 


to the need. The assembly room is 
too small for the present numbers and 
the class rooms, the dining hall and 
other quarters are crowded. 

The proposed new school building 
is to be constructed of brick with 
stone trimmings and will be colonial 
in design in keeping with the other 
buildings. It will be two stories high 
and contains a large assembly or study 
hall with nine additional recitation 
rooms. It will be located at one end 
of the campus where with other domi- 
tories, to be built later, it will form 
the new quadrangle. 


PRE-WAR COMF ORTS SHY IN EUROPE 


Identification Is One Vexation Americans will 


Find — Train Service Is 


HE thousands of American tourists 
who are expected to visit Europe 
this summer will be disappointed if 
they look forward to all the comforts 
of the days before the war. 

This verdict has been expressed to 
the Associated Press correspondent by 
many much-harassed Americans who, 
in overcrowded trains between stops at 
overcrowded hotels, have run the 
gauntlet of passport. bureaus, frontier 
controls and police registration offices, 
institutions which still prevail in many 
countries, only in a slightly less degree 
than during the war. 

Passports and passport. vises are 
necessary everywhere. Even to make 
the five-hour trip from The Hague, 
Holland, to Brussels, Belgium,  re- 
quires days of preparation, and the 
days generally lengthen into weeks, if 
one expresses the most extraordinary 
whim to make a round trip, or several 
round trips. 

An American, for instance, having 
obtained in the United States a Dutch 
vise which permits him to land in Hol- 
land for a brief stay, desires to go to

Brussels—just five hours away. On 
arrival in Holland he has had to reg- 
ister with the police,, securing an iden- 
tity card, permitting him to have a 


bread card, etc. (for bread is still ra-’ 


tioned in many countries). 

Desiring to go to Belgium, he must 
first go to his own legation or consu- 
late, to have his American passport 
amended so as to be valid in Belgium. 
This done, after a solemn oath that it 
is necessary to go to Belgium, the 
would-be traveler visits the Belgian 
consulate or legation, finds a long 
waiting line of persons with a similar 
desire, finally is attended to, and speeds 
off to the Police Bureau to have his 
identity card stamped in order that he 
may leave the frontier. But he must 
surrender his bread card first—at still 
another bureau, which is_ probably 
closed for the day. Armed with a re- 
ceipt from the Bread Card Bureau, he 
returns to the Police Bureau, gets his 
stamped identity card and_ probably 
finds the last train to Belgium for the 
day has gone. 

Even when they get aboard the 
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train which may be so overcrowded 
that even with a first-class ticket he 
may have to ride in a second- or third- 
class compartment, his troubles are far 
from ended. There are waits and 
passports and customs examinations at 
both the Dutch and Belgian frontiers 
—one examination to get out of Hol- 
land and another to get into Belgium, 
waits in rooms like bullpens, in which, 
if the train happens to be crowded, 
the scramble for a subway at a rush 
hour is play in comparison. 

This condition, typical of travel be- 
tween Holland and Belgium, is as 
nothing to the difficulties of getting 
from Holland into Germany. 

Rapid progress is being made, par- 
ticularly in Belgium, to restore rail- 
way traffic to normal, but the shortage 
of equipment, due to war losses, or 
shortage of coal, due both to strikes 
and war, has reduced the number of 
trains operated to a figure far below 
that of before the war, and all gen- 
erally are overcrowded. As a rule, no 
reservations of seats, except on very 
long trips, are possible. — Boston 
Globe.

==. RISE-AND FALL OF TIDE AND FALL OF TIDES ~ 


Sun. anp Moon ReEsponsIsLE ron | 
DIsTURBANCES 


For a long time it has been kno 
that the moon is a large factor in caus- 
ing the tides, but it was not known 
that the sun ‘also is a factor. There 
are two principal tides during each 
season—the SO- -called “spring” tides 
and the “neap” tides. The spring tid 
are the high tides and the neap = 
those which are especially low. 

The high tides occur during the nl / 
moon, and of course the moon, bein: 
so much nearer the earth, has a great- 
er influence than the sun. -The theory 
in a few words is simply this: 4 

When the sun and the moon pull in | 
the same direction we have especially 
high tides on that side of the earth in 
which this double gravitational pull i 
exerted; while, if the sun and th: 
moon pull in opposite directions, or at 
right angles to one another, then a 
tides will be low. The theory i is that 
when the sun and moon pull together, 
in one straight line, their combined 
pull causes the water on that side of — 
the earth to rise higher than it usually 
would; while if their pulls are in dif 
ferent directions they will tend to neu- 
tralize one another to a certain extent, 

It is a curious fact that full’ tuna 
tides occur on the side of the earth op- 
posite the moon, at the same time as” 
on the side nearest to it! The reason — 
for this is not at first clear, and ine 
would incline to believe the contrary. 
The reason is that the gravitational 
pull exerted upon the water is also ex- 
erted to a certain extent upon the solid” 
earth, and the whole earth is pulled to- _ 
ward the moon, with the result that 
the water on the opposite side of the. 
earth is, as it were, “left behind.” 

It is also a little known fact that the 
surface of the ocean—the “sea level” 


that the water is influenced by the — 
mountains and bodies of land. Prof. 
Hull has estimated that the gravita-— 
tional attraction of the Andes moun-_ 
tains is sufficient to raise the sea-level - 
on the west coast of South America 
2000 feet higher than the sea-level at 
the Sandwich Islands! 

Tidal phenomena are modified where 
rivers enter the sea, and by configura-_ 
tion of coast line and depth of water. 
Tidal waves should not be confused ; 
with ordinary tides—Leslie’s W eekly.

| in farming. The presence of these American women was

place. After hours the villa used by the farmerettes was 
a social center for these lonely boys. 

Good results were obtained, as from that one farm 
alone about ten tons of fresh vegetables were sent to the 
_ men at the front, daily. After the farm work closed in Oc- 
tober Miss Jay went into canteen service.

perennial garden laid out in four great sections, each cen- 
tered with a lily pool; the rock garden; the sunken peach 
garden; the rose garden which is centered with a fountain, 
and the great lawns are all show features of unusual inter- 
est. 

The willow walk, a perfect tunnel of shade formed by 
interlocking willow trees is the only one of its kind on the 
Shore and perhaps in the country. It is a most charming 
experience to walk through this tunnel of soft greenery 
from the terrace below the house down to the bathhouse, the 
way leading past the perennial garden and into the plot of 
shrubbery beyond. 

So naturally placed are all of the gardens that very 
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little artificial ornamentation is needed at this estate. 

Grass like velvet covers the place. Trees are all 
trimmed high, thereby allowing all the sunshine possible to 
steal beneath their* branches. Indeed, one of the most 
pleasing sights at the Moore home is the shadow pictures 
made by the trees on the lawns. The wide stretch of 
greensward below the house and running down to the wat- 
er, where it is edged with shrubbery, is as interesting a part 
of the place as any. 

All who go to Mr. and Mrs. Moore’s place tomorrow 
will have a rare treat in gardens. Perhaps there will be 
some who will be interested in Judge Moore’s stables, but 
that is another story.

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R. AND Mrs. S. PARKER Bee of Smith’s Point, 

Manchester, had some improvements made this winter 
upon the little bungalow near the beach at their home. The 
place is now fitted out with a furnace and is in good shape 
for winter week-end parties. 

Black and orange is the striking and pleasing note in 
the big living-room. The adjoining chamber is in deep 
blue and w hite, while the kitchenette is a cozy corner in 
white. 

The massive rough stone chimney is the chief attrac- 
tion in the living-room. A plain black wooden slab is used 
for a mantel. 

Chairs in black and bronze, and narrow benches or 
seats extending the length of the room and also in the 
windows afford ample opportunity for comfortable seats. 
Pillows in plain black and orange and in flowered cre- 
tonne of the same colors alternate closely on the seats and 
are used profusely in the chairs. A tea service, candle- 
sticks and other knick-knacks of similar shades carry out 
a most charming scheme. The casement windows have 
orange hangings. 

The Bremer place is always noticeable on the Point 
for its ornamental stone wall covered with gay nastur- 
tiums later in the season. A bed of foxgloves, canterbury 
bells and other flowers near the center of the lawn is also 
attractive to passersby. For two seasons the lawn facing 
the house was planted in potatoes. The usual vegetable

low mountain pines is a pleasing feature. 

An interesting group of flowers and shrubbery is now 
growing near the front entrance. This was once a rocky 
ledge which the gardener blasted out and turned a waste 
spot in to a truly artistic flower bed. 

Many handsome trees are scattered throughout the 
grounds. One old oak is especially appealing to those who 
like to see how scientific methods can prolong the life of 
such a venerable friend of man. The tree is probably 200 
or more years old. Last fall a tree doctor took it in 
charge. The trunk and limbs, both large and small, were 
cleaned out ready for their filling. At this time Manches- 
ter was struck by the small hurricane which many recall. 
Trees on adjoining estates were blown down. The gar- 
dener stood on the lawn feeling and fearing that he would 
at once see the sad, but thrilling sight of the empty shell 
of a tree crash to the ground. 

But the elements were good to it and it weathered the 
blast with not a scar extra. It stood to be filled with more 
than a ton of cement and to be chained and riveted together 
in a most embracing fashion. Before being filled three 
men could stand within the trunk.

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rA Netson Morris, the United States ambassador to 

Sweden, chose one of the most beautiful spots on the 
North Shore when he selected ‘“‘Eaglehead,” the McMillan 
estate at Manchester, for the summer home of the embassy. 
The family is now established for the season. It includes 
Mrs. Morris and daughter, Miss Constance Irene Morris, 
a student at Wellesley, and Ira Victor Morris, a Milton 
academy boy. 

Charmingly located in a secluded part of Manchester 
it is yet\in the very center of all that wonderful stretch of 
water frontage which makes Manchester’s shores so allur- 
ing. From the great living room, piazzas and glassed-in 
breakfast room the sea view is unsurpassed. A long vista 
out to the open sea lies directly in front, while to the right 
is the huge rocky cliff or “head” beyond which is Singing 
Beach, one of the Shore’s most select bathing spots. To 
the left is Dana’s island and Coolidge Point. Boats pass- 
ing from Gloucester to Marblehead or Boston and those 
bound for Maine may be seen in the wide unobstructed sea- 
view afforded. 

In this respect ‘‘Eaglehead” resembles the home in 
Stockholm occupied by the family for the past six years. 
Over there they live at “Oak Hill,” a beautiful place built 
by the king’s second son, Prince Wilhelm, who lived in it 
with his wife, a Russian princess. The Morris family oc- 
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cuped this from the opening of the war, when they went ' 


to Sweden. Built on a hill overlooking the town it gives a 
country-like atmosphere to the embassy, otherwise one of 
the busiest places in the city. Beautiful Italian gardens ar- 
ranged in terraces on the hill are features of the place. Be- 
neath the windows of the embassy the great battleships 
passed in war days, as well as all regular steamers. 

Stockholm was a much-sought city during war times. 
The American embassy opened its doors most hospitably to 
Russian refugees. Very interesting people were among 
these escaping Russians and Mrs. Morris learned to know 
them very well. 

Mrs. Morris was and is still a busy woman over there. 
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During the war she carried on a large Red Cross workroom 
in her home. She is president of the American Red Cross 
society, which turned out products for all the allies. The 
Queen of Roumania presented Mrs. Morris with her por- 
trait and gave her the decoration of the highest order that 
mania can give. 

Last winter Mrs. Morris carried on the work for ref- 
ugees from Poland and other inland countries. She will 
continue with it when she returns, for, “although the war 
is over,” she says, “there is yet so much to be done.” 

The poor children of Stockholm have been much upon 
Mrs. Morris’ heart and for these she has planned various 
entertainments and benefits. One noteworthy one was a 
fairy play translated from the Swedish into English by 
Mrs. Morris and given by English-speaking children in 
Stockholm. The two Morris children took a prominent part 
in the performance. As a token of regard the late Princess 
Margaret gave her portrait to Mrs. Morris, under which 
she wrote, “In remembrance of your play for the poor chil- 
dren of Stockholm, Xmas, 1917.” 

The American Women’s club also takes up Mrs. Mor- 
ris’ attention. She conducts the monthly meetings of that 
organization along with her other duties. 

Sports, especially winter sports, are a strong feature 
with the residents of Stockholm and, of course, the Ameri- 
can colony, usually numbering many hundreds, fall in with 
them. Horse-back riding is enjoyed by the Morris family 
in the delightful country and park near their home. But in 
winter every one must go skiing. An unusually fascinating 
way is to go skiing with a horse, having long reins attached, 
the sportsman skimming along behind. 

Ladies’ hockey teams, organized by the late Princess 
Margaret, have been interesting features introduced into 
the sporting life. 

The Princess Margaret, whose death occurred in May, 
was a special friend of Mrs. Morris. She was wife of the 
Crown Prince of Sweden and daughter of the Duke of 
Connaught, and a sister of Princess Patricia, recently mar-

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ried to the naval attaché, Capt. Ramsay, of the British em- 
bassy, in France. 

Princess Margaret not only organized sports for wom- 
en, but has done much along the line of gardening. She is 
the author of two up-to-date books on gardening, the knowl- 
edge of which she gained at first hand. No man was ever 
allowed to work or even spade among the flowers in her 
garden. So interested did she become in the work that she 
was instrumental in organizing circles of women, who 
bound themselves together to carry out her unique idea of 
doing their own gardening. 

A great work was also done by the princess during the 
war. She became especially interested in prisoners. and 
blinded soldiers. At a bazaar given as a benefit for the 
blind last October in Stockholm she took cold, resulting in 
an operation which eventually caused her death. Mrs. Mor- 
ris was associated with her in much of this work. 

The Morris daughter and son have spent the past two 
years in school over here. Previous to that time they had 
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private instructors and attended a French school in Stock- 
holm. 

“Eaglehead” has some interesting portraits, souvenirs 
of their life over there. The King of Sweden, the Crown 
Prince, Prince Wilhelm, and other members of the royal 
family are now adorning the handsomely appointed living 
room. 

A picture of the Royal Palace is of interest. The pal- 
ace was built by a French architect in the 16th century. It 
stands in the center of Stockholm and the various royal 
families occupy different wings and apartments in it. 

Court life in Sweden is old and delightful and has not 
had any radical changes made in its procedure since the 
war. 

Our American Ambassador to Sweden has written in 
a most comprehensive and interesting manner of the eco- 
nomic position of Sweden at the present time. From this 
article, which appeared in The Saturday Evening Post on 
May 29, 1920, we take a few excerpts. 


The Economic Position of Sweden as Viewed 
By Ambassador Ira Nelson Morris 


OR the twelve months immediately following the armis- 
tice a veritable tidal wave of traffic from America has 
beaten against the Scandinavian shores, drawn by the re- 
opening of trade routes paralyzed for five years by the war. 
In the commercial maelstrom there have been many wrecked 
enterprises, countless financial disasters and ruined inter- 
ests; and now that the storm is subsiding it leaves in its 
wake an aftermath of bitterness and misunderstanding. It 
has been a year of remarkable and bewildering events to 
these neutral states and especially to Sweden. Her people 
have watched a galaxy of new republics materialize out of 
the surrounding peoples, all taking upon themselves modes 
of government new and strange to this part of the world. 
Five years ago the whole of Russia was under a despotic 


rule, and south of Sweden lay the greatest of all militaristic 


empires. 

Gone! All lost in a sudden giant convulsion, but here 
in the midst of it Sweden remains almost unmoved, a con- 
stitutional monarchy with a Socialist cabinet, the first, I be- 
lieve, ever formed in the world without bloodshed. The 
smooth running of this difficult combination is a tribute to 
the tact and progressiveness of King Gustaf V, who has 
steered his government alike between the rocks of war and 
the shoals of anarchy, a feat deserving great credit in days 
when dynasties have fallen like houses of cards. 

The whole course of events in the past two centuries 
brings Sweden up to her present position of unusual power 
for such a small nation. Her close alliance with Denmark 
and Norway and her position in relation to other countries 
in Europe, and the Western continents, make her an ex- 
ceedingly important factor in the period of reconstruction. 
I am anxious that the great body of Americans should un- 
derstand these things and not come driving eastward with 
the idea that Sweden is frozen up for ten months of the year 
and that her commerce is limited to one or two months in 
the summer when the inhabitants dig themselves out of their 
snow huts. 

The business men from America who have come to me 
in recent months have shown clear ideas of Sweden’s posi- 
tion geographically, but they had an entirely false idea that 
it was merely-a country of transit and that her future was 
in no way involved with that of the United States. 

They know that a great and profitable market lies to 
the east, but they stop not to study the great communicating 
links between that market and America. 

A few months ago a large Western American factory 
sent a representative to Christiania to inquire into the 
fate of a shipment of goods that had apparently been lost 
on this side. The instructions given this representative 


were merely to go over to Scandinavia, trace the missing 
shipment and take the next boat home. This firm had never 
gone in for export and it was only through the exigencies 
of the war that they had produced one shipment for a 
Scandinavian purchaser. The directors of the firm had 
never even considered Scandinavia as a market. Being a 
keen business man the firm’s representative took a look 
about the Scandinavian countries. After he had located 
his missing goods he proceeded to Stockholm, and in the 
course of three weeks he cabled back to the Middle Western 
factory the largest single order the firm had ever received, ' 
and mentioned casually in his closing words that there were | 
a score or more such orders lying about which he would be 
glad to investigate if they wanted him to remain on this 
side. 

In order to understand thoroughly this market it is ab-_ 
solutely necessary. that the foreigner should learn to appre- 
ciate the Swedish temperament and psychology. The 
Swede is primarily a formalist ; a formal act means more to 
him than its intent or result, and the same politeness rules 
the intercourse between two taxicab drivers that would dis- 
tinguish an assembly of royal chamberlains. Usage for- 
bids any address, except to the most intimate friends, with 
any form of the pronoun “you,” and hence all conversation 
is carried on in third person and filled with repetitions of 
the exact titles of the parties : “Will the wholesale merchant 
pass the salt?” “Surely, if the professor’s wife wishes” is 
a bit of dinnertable conversation that might be exchanged 
in Sweden between persons who have known each other for 
twenty years. 

This emphasis on formality must not be interpreted to. 
mean any lack of kindliness of geniality, for the Swedish 
people have the soul of hospitality, and delight to entertain 
without stint. In fact, this excess of kindliness and. sensi- 
tiveness of this race, and their ardent desire not to offend 
anyone by undue familiarity. They are before all a gentle 
people. Cruelty to animals is unknown. Furthermore, 
there is perhaps no country with a more complete culture 
better sustained and supported by its  possessors. The) 
Swedish people delight in their literature, music, art and in-— 
stitutions, and foster their development and preservation — 
in every way. The peasant culture is preserved for all time. 
in a great museum outside of Stockholm, which records — 
with minutest accuracy every form of wood carving and— 
weaving known to the provinces of Sweden and which in~ 
the great surrounding park preserves perfect specimens of — 
the native architectures complete in every detail. Such a 
culture is possible because there is almost no admixture of 
foreign blood in Sweden, Hence the whole Swedish peo-

the future; I want to see her take her place with her splen- 
did new merchant marine in the affairs of the new era that 
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is being developed out of a war-torn world; and above ev- 
erything else I want our American firms that are beginning 
to grasp the importance of foreign trade to extend their 
work into new fields. As such work and hard thinking and 
detailed preparation come to fruition, America must stand 
abreast the times and with all her strength and latent abil- 
ity push every effort that is being made to better human 
conditions and give new life to the nations that have been 
weakened and drained by unprecedented strife.

Opening the door, we are immediately plunged into 
the Orient. It would seem almost as if in some mysterious 
way, we had been transported down through the earth, and 
landed in China. Facing the door is a rare and beautiful 
teakwood day bed, heavily carved. One can picture an ex- 
quisitely garbed Chinese prince seated among silken cush- 
ions on this bed. An odor of perfumed incense permeates 
the atmosphere and he is smoking his pipe, his countenance 
expressing immobile calmness. His coat is there in reality 
—a seventeenth century tapestry coat, which belonged to an 
imperial prince of first rank. 


Suddenly the prince rises and, walking to the shrine, 
which is on the left of the bed, reverently burns papers to 
the spirit of his ancestors. While he is thus engaged we 
snatch the opportunity of examining the shrine, which was 
taken from a Chinese temple, and is of beautifully moulded 
pottery in dainty blue and yellow and white colors. At the 
top is seated in mystic, awe-inspiring dignity the little god 
to whom the prince pays homage. In the same room is a 
magnificently beautiful screen, illustrating on one side old 
Chinese stories and legends and on the other snatches of 
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their ever-delightful poetry. 

Another little room reveals a set of red lacquer furni- 
ture, wonderfully carved. There are four chairs and a long 
narrow table—charmingly appropriate for a hall. 

Over one of the doors is hung a sign in gold characters, 
which, of course, we cannot read; but, our curiosity piqued, 
we inquire of Mrs. Bill what it means, and she laughingly 
informs us that it reads “A shop-full of customers looks 
good.” 

We find that there are charming little surprises 
tucked away in unexpected corners, for the entire first 
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floor of the cottage is furnished in real Chinese fashion. 

One of these surprises is a ceremonial tea kettle over 
two hundred years old. This kettle is called “Furo,” and 
is used only by the members of the royal family, or those 
immensely wealthy. The “Shikirin” is a kind of little stove 
used by the Chinese. It is square, yellow in color and 
could be put to practical use for making a fire out of doors 
or on the porch, and it is really quite attractive. 

A great many more things equally as interesting are 
found in this unique little shop, and we shall pay another 
visit there very soon.

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Tuer Democrats, in arranging the planks of their plat- 
form for the campaign this year, were at an advantage in 
having the platform of the Republican party with which to 


compare their own efforts and to plan an attack. The ad- 
vantage was not lost in their committee room. The plat- 
form of the Republican party presented them the material 
for a working program and the result is that the present 
Democratic program lacks originality, constructive charac- 
ter and independence of thought. If one excludes the 
minor planks, which come at the end of the platform, the 
main body of the paper takes three lines of development :— 
First and primarily, an arraignment of the Republican par- 
ty for their political shortcomings and obstruction policies 
in Congress; second, a defence of everything Democratic, 
which, of course, includes ‘‘Wilsonianism,” and finally, a 
defence of the League of Nations as presented by the Dem- 
ocrats. 

Around these three principles of action the platform 
is written. The defense of the Democratic management of 
domestic and foreign affairs is as strong as the inefficient 
management of national affairs would warrant. The skill- 
ful politicians marshaled such material as they had to work, 
with skill and acumen. The attacks on the Republicans and 
the defence of the party policy were expected. 

The real weakness of the platform, however, is the 
pronounced efforts made to placate the varied elements in 
their constituency and to rally a support by petty village 
politics. The hooks thrown out for the Irish and agricul- 
tural vote are not even adroitly hidden. The defence of 
the conduct of the party in power is an admirable example 
of “stand pat” conservatism. The wet planks and the dry 
planks did not appear. The issue of Prohibition is dead 
and is not a matter for discussion. The two great parties 
accept the decision of the past, and the elimination of the 
question will break the ranks of neither organization. The 
Irish plank, so-called, was a colorless support of every ef- 
fort which could be made to give justice and liberty to the 
Irish people. It did not satisfy the demands of the Irish 
sentiment that has been at work for a “republic.” The 
plank will harm the Democratic influence with that element 
in their organization. It would have been better to have 
eliminated the plank entirely. The radical Irish policy was 
“dismissed with faint praise.’ The Wilsonian tactic of 
trying to raise the League of Nations to a place of major 
importance was seized, yet the arguments brought forward 
are the stereotyped appeals which have been heard for 
months. The humorous thrust was the plank for a change 
in the rules of the Senate. After the years of power that 
the party has enjoyed, such a search for greater opportuni- 
ty for the exercise of autocratic power was not unexpected. 

The missing feature of the platform was reference to 
the tariff question which for so many years afforded both 
parties a “campaign cause.” The effort to explain away 
the party’s responsibilities relative to the H. C. of L. are 
naive and unconvincing. There are economic laws at work 
which have added to the high prices, and there have been 
profiteers ; but can the party in power dismiss their respon- 
sibilities by a party plank? In short, the platform, while 
a success as a political assault upon the Republican party, 
tails entirely in its purpose of stating the party and politi- 
cal policies of the organization. 

The Democratic party is a respectable and powerful 


element in our national life and it is regrettable that it did 
not rise to the situation and issue a platform more credit- 
able to the record and political influence of the organiza- 
tion. In truth the organization wages a losing battle, but 
that should have been the signal for the strengthening of 
the lines by the formulation of a strong, positive platform. 


Tue Nortu SHoRE was never more beautiful, and the 
present indications are that the season will surpass any 
that the Shore has ever enjoyed. Visitors from all over the 
land are here. The automobile number plates indicate reg- 
istrations from Florida and California, Maine and Texas.

It is much 
better, far better, to send funds to the stricken fields of the 
old world. <A travel trip overseas that becomes an errand 
of mercy to aid the distressed and the sorrowing, becomes 
a Samaritan’s mission; but an idle trip to find recreation 
in viewing the fields of battle, the destruction of war, can- 
not appeal. The answer is found in the activities of peo- 
ple. The vacation places are attracting those who in pre- 
war years have enjoyed the instruction and pleasure of Eu-_ 
ropean travel, but who can see the profit or pleasure of 
such visits now? 
North Shore is enjoying an unprecedented summer; the 
number of people going to Europe from the North Shore 
is unusually small.

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Tue Nortu SHore HAS Many attractive and pleas- 
ant houses of worship with clergymen of all denominations 
working for the good of the communities wherein they 
dwell. The past year has been a most difficult one for all 
of the church organizations, “of whatever sign or creed.” 
The inclement winter weather made travel conditions diffi- 


cult and the maintenance of church work hard. The ex- 


penses of the building committees have been unusually 
heavy because of the repair expenses caused by the unusual 
winter. The summer time, however, has come and in every 
village the services of worship are being maintained by the 
people who live on the North Shore throughout the year 
and by those who spend only the summer here. The popu- 


lation of the North Shore is not large enough during the 
year to maintain the North Shore churches. ' 
_ of the district as a shore resort has prohibited the introduc- 
_ tion of manufactures and the consequent increases in pop-

_ ulation. If the North Shore had become a manufacturing 
district there would be a large permanent population to 


maintain all of the congregations. The attractive beaches 


_ and beautiful woodlands have made the North Shore a gar- 


den. To it people from all parts of the land have come for 
a brief season. The changes in the population resulting 
from the transformation of the shore has threatened the 
very existence of most of the churches. Those that do 


_ prosper have been able to master the situation because of 


the fortunate aid of summer people. The churches exist 
for the community and not the community for the church. 
Yet if the church is to be maintained the community must 
maintain it. 

The old, historic churches on the North Shore have 
had difficult times during the period of the war and a crisis 
has been inevitable. Such a crisis has come this year to 
every ecclesiastical organization on the Shore that finds it 
necessary to pay more for ordinary and extraordinary ex- 
penses. Many of the churches have heroically met the 
crisis by additions to the salaries of the church workers. 
In no case, however, has there been an increase in salary 
to any minister that has been commensurate with the in- 
creased costs of living. If the churches of the North 
Shore are to maintain their work, it must be through the 
generous and willing aid of the people who enjoy the de- 
lightful summers here. 

Nothing is more distressing and condemnable than a 
run-down, dilapidated church building in a community. In 
these days repairs mean money. The changes in popula- 


tion has thrown. the responsibilities upon a smaller number 


_ power of the churches cannot be allowed to wane. 


of people within the church organizations. In one North 
Shore community that has been transformed by summer 
residents purchasing farms and establishing estates, two 
churches have actually combined to call a minister who 
teaches school five days a week to meet expenses. For- 
tunately the value of the church is recognized more and 
more by summer residents. The stabilizing influence and

quently, each year the churches are beginning to feel the 


help which comes from the personal attendance of sum- 
“mer residents and from their financial support. This is as 


it should be. Every North Shore church finance commit- 
tee should have funds enough to maintain the work to be 
done honorably. It cannot be done and in justice it should 
not be done by the permanent populations alone. The per- 


manent and the summer populations should unite in main-_ 


taining the churches of the Shore.

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THERE ARE Economic CHANGEs in the industrial and 
mercantile world which cannot be overlooked. The closing 
of mills and factories in many places, some for a definite 
period and others indefinitely, indicate this. It is unwise to 
generalize too quickly from the meagre facts which are 
available for discussion. The American people are apt to 
jump to conclusions that conditions do not warrant. A 
few mills may close their work for many months and not 
indicate a general disturbance in the land. When, however, 
these changes follow an unprecedented period of prosperi- 
ty and inflation of values both of labor and the product of 
the skill of the managers and the laborers, there is reason 
for thoughtful attention. There are no reasons, however, 
for morbid prophecies. For the present, economic retrench- 
ments may mean the salvation of the industries affected. 
There are many factors involved in the problem and it is 
too early to determine how much importance is to be placed 
upon the overpaid help or upon the overstocked market. 
The coal situation, undoubtedly, is a factor that must not 
be disregarded. The market places may have an abundant 
supply of materials for sale and the people be under-sup- 
plied with the very materials of which there is a surplus on 
the market. The high prices have put a check upon pur- 
chases and have inspired economies that have at last made 
their inevitable impression upon the market. The manu- 
facturers of shoes are discovermg that the dealers are re- 
turning their shoes to them because there is no sale. The 
people are refraining from making purchases. Economies 
have been enforced by high prices and it is being discovered 
that large profits taken infrequently do not stabilize busi- 
ness so successfully as small profits taken often. It would 
appear that consumers have been on an economy “strike” 
for several years and that finally the protests are being felt 
in the marts of trade.

Whereupon are heard in the land 
such pronouncements as “Bees will not 
swarm before a starm” and “if the 
cock goes crowing to bed, he’ll certain- 
ly rise with a watery head.” 

“Some of these goosebone prognos- 
tications are founded on science,” says 
J. H. Kimball, who calls off the fair 
and warmers with Forecaster Scarr at 
the weather bureau office in the White- 


hall Bldg. 
“Generally speaking,’ remarked 
Mr. Kimball, ‘amateur prophecies 


fall into two classes—those founded 
on the observation of atmospheric 
phenomena and those based on the al- 
leged behavior of animals and insects. 
The first class contains many methods 
of forecasting that are usually accur- 
ate. : 


The old rhymes that were built on 
cloud conditions are likely to be valid. 
One of the most reliable guides is the 
old verse: 


Evening red and morning gray, 

Will set the traveler on is way;

DEW RESPONSIBLE FOR 
SWEETNESS OF THE 
~* MORNING AIR 


Every one recognizes the sweetness 
and freshness of the early morning air 
and knows that these attractive prop- 
erties disappear as the day advances. 
But so far as analysis goes the compo- 
sition of early morning air is not dif- 
ferent from that of air at any other 
time. 

During the passing of night to day 
and of day to night several physical 
changes occur. There is a fall in tem- 
perature at sunset and a rise again at 
' dawn, and consequently moisture is al- 
ternately being thrown out and taken 
up again, and it is well known the 
change of state is accompanied by 
electrical phenomena and _ certain 

chemical manifestations also. 

The formation of dew has probably, 
therefore, far more profound effects 
than merely the moistening of objects 
with water. Dew is vitalizing, not en- 
tirely because it is water, but because 
it possesses an invigorating action due 
partly at any rate to the fact that it is 
saturated with oxygen, and it has been 
stated that during its formation perox- 
ide of hydrogen and some ozone are 
developed. It is not improbable that 
the peculiarly attractive and refreshing 
quality that marks the early morning 
air has its origin in this way. 

The difficulty of inducing grass to 
flourish under a tree in full leaf is well 
known and is generally explained by 
_ saying that the tree absorbs the nour- 
ishing constituents of the soil or that 
it keeps the sunlight away from the 
grass and protects it from rain. It is 
doubtful whether any of these expla- 
nations is true, the real reason most 
probable being that the vitalizing dew 
cannot form upon the grass under a

METRIC SYSTEM 


Wou.Lp CrEATE CONFUSION IF TRIED 
IN UNITED STATES 

There is now a well-organized at- 
témpt to have this country adopt the 
metric system of weights and meas- 
ures. The Jron Age is strongly op- 
posed to it and publishes the following 
as what the system would mean in 
everyday life: 

“In domestic life: Grocers’ scales ali 
require new poise weights, all notched 
balanced beams scrapped and new 
ones provided, with new sliding 
weights. 

“Peck and bushel measures dis- 
carded. 

“Liter larger than a quart, 
containers required. 

“Hectoliter, equal to 2.8 bushels, 
not a practical unit. 

“Prices on all commodities to be 
readjusted to new units. 

“In culinary matters: All recipes to 
be readjusted to kiligrams and liters; 
cook books to be rewritten; general 
confusion in kitchen operations. 

“New milk bottles. 

“In other household affairs: Gas 
meters to be replaced by new system 
of units of volume, or readings of me- 
ters taken in one system and converted 
into the other, to avoid scrapping me- 
ters in use. 

“Water meters in same category as 
gas meters. , 

“Tape measures and yard sticks to 
be discarded. 

“In shopping: Counter measuring 
machines to be reconstructed, yards to 
meters. 

“Dry goods to be folded at cotton 
and woolen mills in meter folds in- 
stead of yard folds, requiring change 
of machinery. 

“Quires and reams to be replaced 
by » decimal multiples, requiring 
changes at manufacturing plants. 

“All containers and cartons to be 
modified in sizes and shapes to be 
adapted to new unit sizes. 
406-Millimeter Collar 

“Shirts, collars and cuffs to be 
known by strange names of sizes. A 
16-inch becomes a 406-millimeter col- 
lar. A 187-millimeter hat is worn in- 
stead of 72 inch.

“In building materials and construc- 
tion: Abandon board measure and 
substitute square decimeters, centares 
or ares. 

“Doors familiar to all builders as 2 
ft. 6 in. by 6 ft. 8 in. become 762 by 
2032 millimeters. 

“An ordinary brick is 51 by 101 by 
203 millimeters. 

“Sizes of sash also are converted 
into strange units. Weights of tin, 
copper, zinc, lead sheets and plates 
placed before builders in unknown 
units, in awkward combinations. 

“Molds and pallets in brickyards to 
be.changed to new units or inconveni- 
ent numbers used to represent sizes. 

“Earth excavation on basis of cubic 
meters, representing about 1.3 .cubic 
yard. Designation of shovels and dip- 
pers. in excavating machinery to be in 
fractions of cubic meters instead of 
definite yards. 

Changes for Railroads 

“In railroad affairs: Change in posi- 
tion and renumbering of, say, 100,000 
mileposts, an incidental and minor af- 
fair relative to other changes. 

“Standard gage of track becomes 
known as 1435 millimeters. 

“Change in timetable mileages. 

“Employees instructed in new meth- 
od of estimating speeds. 

“Railroad track and warehouse 


scales to be reconstructed into metric 


units. 
units. 

“In public land- surveys: Lands in 
many states surveyed and staked out 
in townships, sections, quarter sec- 
tions and eighth sections, in none of 
which divisions is there an easy con- 
version into metric units. 


“In reconveyance of lands, present 
deeds giving meters and bounds in 
English units would require expensive 
and elaborate efforts to put dimensions 
and areas in metric units, which, if 
correctly made, would still be unintelli- 
gible to most people.

“The cost of the war is but a frac- 
tion of that which would confront the 
general industries of the country.

“ad” brief and to the point.

thousand at one time, the officers stationed there with the 
charge of moving the troops to the ports of Brest and St. 
Nazaire, were overwhelmed with work day and night. The 
regular mess, baths and pleasant lounging rooms for their 
few off hours were a boon for them. It was more like a 
fraternity house than any other in France. After it was 
started Miss Jay was merely hostess with general super- 
vision.

The terraces are planned so that the 
upper one next the water garden is 
small; the second, wider, and contains 
rose borders along each side; the third 
is longer and wider than the others 
and is a garden spot in itself of roses 
and other flowers. It is here that a 
tea house is built at one side of the 
fine stretch of lawn centering the ter- 
race. The lower or fourth garden con- 
tains lilies, phlox, peonies and other 
flowers. besides the vegetable gardens 
and greenhouse. From this plot the 
woods are entered. Many interesting 
wild plants grow among the trees. 

After viewing the terraces and wall 
gardens we hope the visitors will not 
forget to linger at the little white gate 
by the bed of irises and look across the 
lily pools through the arch in the pine 
trees. Here a charming vista of the 
sea has been let in. A cozy summer- 
house is built into the archway of 
greenery from which the sea as well 
as the gardens can be thoroughly en- 
joyed. 

Upon leaving the main garden ‘near 
the house perhaps the visitors will note 
the high, white picket fence between 
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the garden and house—a pretty background for the blues, 
pinks, yellows and greens that prevail here. 


From walls of richness and iris of rare and wonderful 
size the visitors will find another charm in the garden of 
Mrs. W. Scott Fitz at “The Narrows.” Her beautiful gar- 
den spot lies next the Episcopal church on Masconomo st. 
Mrs. Fitz’s summer home is on the opposite side of the 
street quite close to Singing Beach. The garden is sugges- 
tive of quietness, a haven of rest from the much frequented 
road running past it. 

The visitors will, no doubt, enter at the little gate next 
the church and pass down the park-like slope that makes a 
most fitting entrance to the garden below. Some unusually 
fine old trees are seen before the garden is reached. 

The plan of the garden includes a great green space in 
oblong shape, surrounded with perennials, gravel walks and 
shrubbery. A pergola covered with vines and having a lit- 
tle stucco tea house in the center is at the back of the gar- 
den. Lying directly in front of the tea house is the lily

pool. The garden boundaries are in themselves of much in- 


terest—pergola, shrubbery on the sides and the open, hill- 
slope on the front. Pink, white, yellow and blue seem to 
predominate among the flowers now. 


Statues representing St. Francis and Birds, a sundial 


showing Youth, Middle Age and Old Age, and a fountain 


piece of the sun god shooting a serpent, all the work of 


Mrs, Maynard Ladd, are charming additions to this garden. — 
Leaving the garden and crossing over a little bridge — 


brings the rose garden to view. A fine hedge is a noticeable 
feature here. Vegetables are also growing, neatly enclosed 
with a hedge. The gardener’s cottage and greenhouse are 
in this section. 


Every Shore garden is different. In this respect the 


garden lovers who come tomorrow will have a different ex-_ 


perience at each place. We wonder if Mrs. Fitz’s delight- 
ful garden, with its great carpet of greensward in the cen- 


ter and its home-like tea house, will not be suggestive of — 


an ideal place for garden gatherings and parties.

new home by this time. The old house has not been al- 

tered in the least, only painted and furnished by an artist, 

but changes have been made upon the grounds and out- 
buildings to some extent. 


Built about 155 years ago this house must have seen 
many phases of life. The first owner was one Abraham 
Dodge, one of the numerous Dodges of that vicinity. 
Simeon Dodge owned it next, after which it passed into 
the hands of a summer resident, the late Charles Tucker- 
man; Harry Holmes, George Lee Peabody and Mrs. Doug- 
las Munroe Robinson (Dorothy Jordan) were the succeed- 
ing owners. It was known as Dorothy Jordan’s farm for 
several years. After she ceased to use it for a country 
home it was made into a vacation house for girls from the 
Jordan Marsh store in Boston. It then passed to its pres- 
ent owners. Hand-hewn timbers are seen in the ceiling 
beams and wooden nails in some parts. 


When the Hughes’ purchased the place a year ago 
they practically turned it over to Mrs. John Osgood Blan- 
chard, interior decorator, of New York. Mrs. Blanchard 
chose the furniture, the wall and floor furnishings and ev- 
ery feature about the house. She even attended to the 
plumbing and painting, making it ready for the family to 
enter without a care. 

And beautifully did she do it! Charming and rich 
simplicity might express the first impression made upon 
entering the cool and summery looking house. Each room 
is distinct, yet a most harmonious part of the whole. 

The floors, being made of wide boards, were not pol- 
ished, but covered throughout the house with a soft-toned 
tan carpet without any figure in it. 

Furniture, representing old English and French peri- 
ods, has been done by Damersk, of New York. The Eng- 
lish linens used for window and bed draperies and chairs 
are a striking and pleasing feature throughout. 

. The woodwork is all in white except in the living- 

_ room. In the latter green is the keynote, even the piano 
being stained to correspond. The dining-room, a delightful 
room facing the front terrace just across the small hall 
from the living-room, is done in cream-colored, stippled 
and waxed woodwork. 


s Back of the living-room and dining-room is a small 


_ den and a bedroom and bath. This bedroom is done in the 
Jacobean period. Four bedrooms, each with a bath, are up- 
stairs. 

The upper hall has interesting cream hangings made 
by the mountain women of Kentucky. Their knotted work 
is exquisitely done on heavy muslin, this being used for the 
window draperies and cushions in the long window seat. 

French doors open on the terrace from both the dining- 
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shows a well-painted ‘Market Place in Porto Rico.” Jane 
Peterson, of New York, has a splendid decorative bit in 
her still life subject, an orange tree with harmonious back- 
ground, and her “Summer Afternoon” has notably good 
color and clever drawing.

In the office 
of the kennels may be seen 30 silver cups, large and small, 
and a case of hundreds of ribbons. Anyone who reads this 
is welcome to visit these noted little dogs, the keeper says. 

These “Gailaich Kennels,” as they are called, have won 
championships at many shows. Recently Cedarhurst, Min- 
eola, Manhattan Beach, Morristown, and Altondale shows 
have given championships. At the latter place the best 
dog in the show came from these kennels. In variety class- 
es they have also shared honors. Gailaich Jip and Gailaich 
Nettle, wonderfully interesting champions, are the recent 
winners of some of these honors. 

In the modern, steam-heated stable were kept the hunt- 
ters during the past winter. Mrs. Hughes’ horses are look- 
ing fine and must be anticipating many a merry hunt this 
fall. The six or more hunters, Pete, the donkey, and the 
pony, Billy Sunday, make up the stable family. Dr, Mar- 
tin, a thoroughbred from Virginia, made a good race for 
the Myopia cup last fall.

_ The dining-room has a peacock blue ceiling and silver 
walls. A refectory table is used. Gray is the tone used in 
the rest of the house. 

The new studio is a barn built over in the simplest and 
most convenient manner possible.

_ proper several cars can be amply housed. 

. Coming upon the building with its striking architectur- 
al features and statuary set so charmingly around it under 
‘the big oak trees is a novel experience. The place is open 
for visitors every Thursday afternoon. A treat is in store 
for anyone who finds this spot and meets Mrs. Ladd per- 
_ sonally. The workshop is close by, but this is not open to 
the public. In it Mrs. Ladd works daily, all through the

Never, while one mutilated soldier whom she helped lives 
to call her blessed. Perhaps the following letter written 
during war times and previously published will help to re- 
call in a nutshell Mrs. Ladd’s Red Cross work: 

“I wish you could see the preparation, big and little, 
or what we have to meet—the Red Cross, I mean. I don’t 
know about other things.

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DR. SAMUEL A. ELIOT PREACHES AT MANCHESTER 
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r. SAMUEL A. Extor, president of the American Unitar- 
ian association, preached on Sunday last at the Uni- 
tarian church at Manchester. He began his sermon by ref- 
erence to a conversation he had had with Phillips Brooks, 
not many years before his death. The talk fell on the ob- 
servance of Saints’ Days in the Episcopal church. ‘What, 
for instance,’ Dr. Eliot asked, “do you make of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Day? St. Bartholomew is merely a name and 
we know nothing whatever about his character or career. 
What do you find to say about him?” “Oh,” it was 
answered, ‘I take that occasion to preach on the value of 
insignificance.” 

Dr. Eliot went on to show the value and function of 
ordinary people. “The ordinary man is the most numer- 
ous man,” he said. ‘Most people are neither over-wise nor 
over-foolish. They have a fair share of common sense. 
Few men are either scholars or dunces. The majority of 
Americans have a decent common school education. So in 
money matters. The agitators delight to describe the lux- 
uries of the inordinately rich, and great fortunes do fill a 
considerable place in men’s eyes, but after all they are quite 
exceptional things, and excessive poverty, in spite of the 
cries of excited reformers, is, in America, comparatively 
rare. The great multitude have neither more money than 
they know what to do with nor are they seriously pressed 
for the necessities of life. The same is true about happi- 
ness. People are not all the time in rapture nor all the 

time depressed. Most people do their duty pretty well and 
walk the common road without making too much disturb- 
ance about it. 

“The average person has about the best chance in the 
world. Men find real inspiration in commonplace things. 
A lasting power abides in the influence of a man who with 
all the common passions and infirmities is still faithful, 


pure, just and loving, a man with no exceptional talent, do- 
ing the regular work of the world cheerfully and well, do- 
ing ever better work, but always with ordinary tools. The 
real life of a planet is not in any extreme, Arctic frost or 
torrid heat. It is in the temperate lands that the grain rip- 
ens that feeds the world. I do not wish to underestimate 
the forces of the great souls or the power that lies in con- 
spicuous examples, but I maintain that our best success is 
due not so much to our admiration of the great as to our 
own obscure fidelity to duty and the devotion that passes 
without any public celebration. The earth is indeed illumi- 
nated by the bright and lonely fires that flame from time to 
time on the conspicuous hilltops, but more inspiring and en- 
during are the quiet lamps of patience and courtesy and 
hospitality that burn in thousands of households and give: 
light and cheer to all the neighborhood.”

_ Corporation has maintained by making annual gifts to its 
_ treasury. The income received by the corporation can only 
_ be used to improve the property, and so every cent contrib- 
3 uted to its treasury is used directly to maintain the proper- 
ty. The corporation is handicapped by the large expense 
_ involved in its care and because it pays for taxes instead of 
_ drawing upon the community for maintenance from the 

_ common taxes. 

5 At Tuck’s Point the town of Manchester has an at- 
tractive and popular breathing place where picnics are en- 
joyed by the various organizations of Manchester. The 
forward-looking and generous spirit of a Manchester

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Tue Norru SuHore is served by efficient departments 
of public service,—the Essex County Registry of Deeds 
and the Essex County. Probate Court and Registry of Pro- 
bate. The organizations are housed in a beautiful build- 
ing skillfully planned and admirably maintained in the city 
of Salem, the county seat. Here all the deeds and wills of 
the county are filed. There are capable men serving the 
county in the important positions of judges of the Probate 
Court. The traditions of Essex County are being main- 
tained by the high-grade attorneys who serve the district. 
The Registrar of Probate issued a manly “creed” for law- 
yers. It is a section from an opinion of C. J. Rugg, S. J. 
C., on March 15, 1915, and has a worthy place in the office 
of any lawyer. The layman may find profit in reading the 
opinion and in considering what competent lawyers think 
of their calling and the ideals of their workmanship: “It 
becomes necessary to consider somewhat closely the duties 
of an attorney-at-law. He is in a sense an officer of the 
state. From early days he has been required to take and 
subscribe an ‘oath of office’ which forbids him from pro- 
moting and even from wittingly consenting to any false, 
groundless or unlawful suit, from doing or permitting to 
be done any falsehood in court, and which binds him to 
the highest fidelity to the courts as well as to his clients. 
The courts being a department of government, this is but 
another way of saying that his obligation to the public is no 
less significant than that to the client. 

“He is held out by the commonwealth as one worthy 
of trust and confidence in matters pertaining to the law. 
Of course no one can know all law; but every attorney 
ought to possess learning sufficient to enable him either to 
ascertain the law or to determine his limitations in that re- 
gard for the purpose of giving safe advice. 

“It is impracticable to attempt to name the matters 
about which he may be asked to act. Stated comprehen- 
sively they include the liberty, the property, the happiness, 
the character and the life of any citizen or alien. They 
touch the deepest and most precious concerns of men and 
women and children. ‘The occasions which lead one to seek 
the assistance of a lawyer are often emergencies in that 
person’s experience which prevent the exercise of critical 
discernment in selecting a counsellor. They involve the ut- 
most trust and confidence. In proportion as the client is 
poor, ignorant or helpless, and hence less likely to be able 
to exercise judgment in making a choice, the necessity of 
adequate learning and purity of character on the part of 
every lawyer increases in importance. Thus the interest 
of the public in the, intelligence and learning of the bar is 
most vital... Manifestly the practice of the law is not a 
craft, nor a trade nor commerce. It is a profession the 
main purpose of which is to aid in the doing of justice ac- 
cording to law between the state and the individual and be- 
tween man and man. Its members are not and ought not 
to be hired servants of the clients. They are independent 
officers of the court, owing a duty as well to the public as 
to private interests.” 

Such an opinion is straight in ethics, eeu in its vision, 
sound in its principles and worthy of the high ideals of the 
American courts. .Horace H. Atherton, Jr., Register of 
Probate for Essex County, does well in calling the atten- 
tion of the profession to the opinion.

The scarcity of workmen had 
caused them to raise their wages to an 
excessive rate, so as a carpenter would 
have three shillings the day, a laborer — 
two shillings and sixpence, etc., and 
accordingly those who had commodi- 
ties to sell, advanced their prices some- 
times double to what they cost in Eng- — 
land, so as it grew to a general com- 
plaint, which the court taking knowl- 
edge of, as also of some further evils 
which were springing out of the ex- 
cessive rate of wages, they made an 
order that carpenters, masters, etc., 
should take but two shillings the day | 
and laborers but eighteen pence, and 
that no commodity should be sold at 
above fourpence in the shilling more 
than it cost for ready money in _ Eng- 
land. The evils which were springing 
were: 1. Many spent much time idly, 
because they could get as much in four 
days as would keep them a week. 2. 
They spent much in tobacco and 
strong waters, which was a great 

waste to the Commonwealth, which by 
reason of so many scarce commodities 
expended could not have subsisted to 
this time, but that it was supplied by 
the cattle and corn which were sold to — 
newcomers at very dear rates.

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NOTED ENGLISH SCULPTOR ON NORTH SHORE 


P. Bryant Baker has Opened 
Summer Studio at Magnolia 


66F)0O one thing better than any other man, and even though 

your abode be in the wilderness, the world will beat a 
pathway to your door.” And the world has beaten a path- 
way to the door. of P. Bryant Baker, noted English sculp- 
tor, now in Magnolia, where he has opened a summer studio 
off Fuller street. 

Mr. Baker is unusually young to have achieved such 
a career as lies behind him. While a student in the Royal 
Academy of Arts in London he conceived the idea that he 
would make a bust of the King, but, of course, a king would 
not pose for a student. One lucky day came, however, 
when the art student was on a train which ran abreast of 
the King’s train for a short time, and the King’s apartment 
was opposite that of Mr. Baker. He viewed the royal fea- 
tures of the late King. Edward VII to his heart’s content 
and absorbed his extraordinary “sitting”? so well that he 
executed a bust, along with help from pictures, which 
opened the portals of fame to him. 

Queen Alexandria heard of this bust in the Hull muni- 
cipal art gallery. She had it taken to Buckingham palace 
and sent for the student. Kindly she told him it was the 
most perfect portrait of the King that she had ever seen. 
A marble bust now stands in the drawing-room of Marl- 
borough House, and replicas are in various public places in 
England. The Queen’s interest grew and she finally com- 
missioned the artist to do a marble bust of her then eight- 
year-old grandson, Prince Olav, of Norway. 

Mr. Baker recalls his seven sittings with this lively 
young prince at Marlborough House as the seven headaches 
in his life. The youngster was forever tilting his chair as 
if he were on a rocking-horse, only being quiet when some 
of the family came in to watch the progress. Under these 
difficulties Mr. Baker yet succeeded so well that he received 
much praise from the royal family. The artist was always 
a member of the afternoon tea-gatherings in the royal 
household.

In larger things also did the Queen interest herself in 
Mr. Baker. He made an heroic statue of King Edward to 
be placed at Huddersfield for a memorial, King George, 
himself, unveiling it in 1912, the first and only occasion of 
his officiating at such a ceremony. A national memorial of 
his was approved by the Queen, but he was not allowed to 
execute it because academic authority considered him too 
young to undertake such an important commission. 
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Then, cutting into the midst of this royal patronage, 


came the war. 

Mr. Baker’s education is broad and sympathetic. He 
had spent two years aside from other training in the study 
of architecture.. He tried to join the English colors, but 
was rejected, owing to a slight physical defect.. He came 
to Boston, where he spent two years, finally enlisting as a 
first class sergeant in our army. He was detailed to Wash- 
ington to make plaster casts of wounded soldiers. His mod- 
els for false hands and casts of shell-torn faces were in- 
valuabl to the reconstruction surgeons. 


The American world has beaten a pathway to his door. — 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge sat for him in Washington 
last year. Hon. John Hays Hammond sat for him in “Y®* 
Olde Forge” studio in East Gloucester last summer ; also 
John Hays Hammond, Jr., the well-known inventor. These 
busts were finished in green bronze and shown at the Cor- 
coran gallery of art in Washington in the special exhibition 
of Mr. Baker’s works. 

President Wilson’s bust is favorably commented upon. 
Other work done since the signing of the armistice includes 
busts of Secretaries Baker and Daniels, Gen. March, Gen. 
Ireland, Gen. Gorgas, who recently died in London, and 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

Mr. Baker, as a sculptor of purely idealistic creations, 
is another story, best appreciated, however, by visiting his 
Magnolia studio.

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NORTH SHORE GARDENS OPEN TO PUBLIC 


Series of Garden Days Conducted This Season 
“Dawson Hall,” at Beverly Cove, will Open Tomorrow 


‘« Whosoever enters here let him 
beware, for he shall nevermore 
escape nor be free of my spell.’’ 


f S° runs the inscription on the gateway leading into the 
Italian garden open tomorrow (Saturday from two to 
- tix p. m.) at “Dawson Hall,” Beverly Cove, the home of the 
Misses Hunt, and of the late Mrs. Robert D. Evans. The 
_ Misses Hunt have been summer residents at this fine old 
place for thirty-two years, but the garden is only in its 
ninth summer. Francis Allen was the architect, but the 
_ garden plans belonged to the late Mrs. Evans. The beauti- 
ful garden she created seems like a living monument to the 
memory of this highly esteemed woman. 
The place is on Burgess Point, the Marblehead Bur- 
gesses being residents there long ago, after which there 
were various owners and modifications of the house before 
it went to its present owners. 
A striking feature about the whole point consists in its 
“handsome elms and velvety lawns. Great grass plots bound- 
ed by sea walls and trees, with trees interspersed and a 
wonderful garden as added features sum up the things to 
see at “Dawson Hall.” 
7 A brick wall ornamentally relieved with stone and mar- 
ble fixtures encloses the garden spot. A gravel pathway 


| 


leads off the lawn between rows of box and little white sta- . 


tues. Then the garden itself is entered. Brick walks are 
used throughout the enclosure. Upon entering, the walls 
‘lined with perennials and the attractive green garden sec- 
tions on either side the walk are noticed. Passing along 
and descending a few steps brings one to the sunken gar- 

dens. Here are masses of bloom, and always the blues, 

pinks, soft yellows and white predominate as they do in all 


parts of the garden. 


In the midst of the sunken garden is a fountain; a lit- 

tle farther, two lily beds; and then a wonderfully built 
lotus fountain and tea house, back of which is the end wall 
and a small fountain. Arbors on either side the tea house

afford an enclosed walk across this end of the garden. 

The rose garden is in itself an interesting feature of 
the place. This lies near the central wall on an elevation 
opposite the central fountain. On the corresponding side 
of the fountain next the sea stands a life-size figure of the 
“Falconer,” by Simmons, a replica of the one in Central 
Parkin y. 

Besides numerous statuettes, white marble seats here 
and there, a well-appointed tea house and a statue of Hebe 
in a niche near the tea house there are countless other fea- 
tures that attract about this charming place. Its architec- 
tural features make a study for experts. Its combination 
of marble and stone and flowers is a poem of beauty that 
must be seen to be appreciated. 

Always at this place is the wide piazza running around 
three sides of the long house a veritable conservatory of 
bright blooming tubs of plants among which are some of 
rare natures. A laceandra bearing purple flowers is ex- 
ceeding rare, and one with large yellow blossoms is another 
seldom seen. In the garden, tubs of bay trees, lemon trees 
and orange trees, the latter bearing fruit, are among other 
unusual growths. 

As you leave this fair garden spot tomorrow, opened 
to you for the benefit of the National Civic Federation for 
the small fee of 50 cents, stop an instant and read again that 
inscription, chosen by the maker of the garden. No one 
knows who wrote it. “Whosoever enters here let him be- 
ware, for he shall never more escape nor be free of my 
spell.”

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SROMOMONOMONOMONOMOMONOS 
AMILTON reminiscences were indulged in the other 
day. Some one told us that about 38 years ago the My- 
opia Hunt club came to Hamilton from Winchester and 
chose the Gibney farm for the club’s home. Many farmers 
were then living in the vicinity, but now the club is sur- 
rounded by estates of summer residents. 

Randolph M. Appleton said once, at the hundredth an- 
niversary of the town, “We thought when we first made 
our runs with our red coats that the farmers would think 
there was another invasion of English and be after us with 
their guns. Such was not the case, however, and we are 
living, the best of friends.” 

It is said that the ministers of Ipswich, of which the 
hamlet (Hamilton) was a part, made the republic. Only 
eighteen years after the landing of the Pilgrims, a minister 
wrote the “Body of Liberties,’ which was denied publicity, 
but was circulated, however, in manuscript form. This 
prepared the way for the Revolution. Another minister, of 
Chebacco, organized the first open resistance to the attempt 
to take from the towns the right of representation in the 
levy of taxes. Rev. Temple Cutler, of Essex, once said 
that the people of Hamilton “‘were patriots to a man, not 
a tory among them. They inspired the Revolution and also 
fought its battles.” 

Then came the building up of the nation and the hard 
times with the thirteen independent states. The question of 
raising a revenue became uppermost. Plans were~laid for 
the colonization and sale of lands northwest of the Ohio 
river in order to get revenue. A company was iormed and 
plans set upon foot for the purchase of this land. Rev. 
Manasseh Cutler, pastor of the Hamilton church, was chos- 
en to conduct negotiations with this company. He was in- 
terested in the new scheme of paying off the national debt 
by means of the sale of unoccupied lands. Senator Hoar 
has said of him: “He was probably the fittest man on the 
continent, except Franklin, for a mission of delicate diplo- 
macy. Cutler was a man after Franklin’s heart. It now 
fell to his lot to conduct a negotiation second only in im- 
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portance, in the history of his country, to that which Frank- 
lin conducted with France in 1778. Never was an ambas- 
sador crowned with success more rapid and complete.” 

Mr. Cutler insisted that the new territory should have 
no slavery, have grants of land for churches, and provision 
for education. After much dissention in Congress his 
wishes were granted and he returned to Hamilton, where 
he soon raised a company of pioneers for the Ohio. He 
sent them westward at daybreak on Dec. 3, 1787, from the 
door of his home, the parsonage, and he, himself, went as 
far with them as Danvers. In time five great states were 
added to the Union from this territory. ‘“The very cream 
of New England was taken to build up the west.” Rev. 
Temple Cutler, who gave the address on this historical side 
of the town at its anniversary celebration long ago, said: 
“The hamlet parsonage was the rendezvous of all Ohio in- 
terests in eastern Massachusetts. Whole weeks of his 
diary are embraced in a single entry, ‘The house full of 
Ohio people.’ ”’ 

And this house is still standing. It is the truly hand- 
some, pure colonial type of mansion of the kind seen in Sa- 
lem and Newburyport. Mr. and Mrs. Albert R. Merrill, 
of Boston, own “The Hamlet,” as it is called. It is located 
close to the road next the village church in the center of the 
old town. The church at this Ipswich hamlet was organized 
in 1714. 

Dr. Cutler preached in this church 52 years, 1771- 
1823. He died in its pastorate and is buried in the village’ 
cemetery opposite the church. 

All this rambling bit of history has been written be- 
cause some one said to us that it was in front of the Merrill 
home that Dr. Cutler’s wagon (canvas-covered) and drawn 
by oxen started for the Ohio 133 years ago. «Mr. Merrill 
is interested in keeping the old house as it was.

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HE T1pE Over LEAGUE, organized by the late Dr. James 
Marsh Jackson, of Beverly Farms and Boston, is of in- 
terest to all of us on the North Shore. Most of its officers 
and directors are Shore folk, who are actively engaged just 
now in putting on a sale of articles made by patients of the 
league in Boston. This sale will take place on Tuesday, 
Aug. 3, ten to six p. m., with a bridge tournament at three 
p. m. at “All Oaks,” the West Manchester home of Mrs. 
Edward S. Grew. Tables are being sold by Mrs. George 
E. Warren and Mrs. Lester Leland, in Manchester; Mrs. 
Freeman Allen, Nahant; Mrs. F. B. Crowninshield, Mar- 
blehead, and at the Wenham tea house. 
What is the Tide Over League? Ask any of the en- 
thusiastic workers and they will quickly tell you. 
Let us glance briefly over the history of this institu- 
tion which has Mrs. Freeman Allen for president, J. W. 
Lund, treasurer, with Mrs. George E. Warren as assistant, 


and Mrs. Thomas Motley, Jr., for secretary and clerk. 


Among its directors are Miss Mary C. Burnham, Mrs. Les- 
ter Leland, Miss Katherine P. Motley and Mrs. William S. 
Spaulding. 

It was due to the enthusiasm and perseverance of Dr. 
Jackson that a few Boston people became interested in the 
idea of occupational employment for the sick, and gave him 
the backing that made the league possible: Dr. Jackson had 
for some years seen the great help to convalescent patients 


that some form of occupation and hanicraft gives. He had 
been closely in touch with what Dr. J. G. Mumford was do- 
ing along this line at Clifton Springs Sanitarium. 


In the meantime the Tide Over League had made a be- 
ginning in the wards of Dr. E. G. Brackett, at the Massa- 
chusetts General hospital, and were carrying out Dr. Mum- 
ford’s ideas. 
realized that it was just the kind of occupational therapy 
that he had been wanting for his patients both in and out 
of the hospital. In spite of many obstacles and lack of co- 
operation from those who could not see the great need of 
this work, he persuaded a few friends to help him in’ organ- 
izing the league on a firm basis. 


His interest in the league never flagged; all it accom- 


plished, all it planned to do, and the least detail of its work { 
were important to him, and his advice was every ready. He — 


knew from his varied practice the needs of both the poor 
and the rich in sickness. He knew the poor needed occupa- 
tion “to give relief from worry; the other occupation to — 


give relief from self.” He knew how great a calamity sick- _ 
ness is to the “‘in-between-people’—people of refinement — 


who are not willing to accept charity, but fully appreciate 
the privilege of joining a league, where they are paid only 
what a well person would receive for the same amount of 
work. It is also an opportunity for them to work as little 
or as much as health permits in the sunny rooms of the 
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Dr. Jackson became deeply interested. He | 
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league, with kind guidance. Dr. Jackson realized that this 
work either at the bedside or in the league rooms would 
bring back strength to the body, lighten the long, idle hours 
of convalescene and by being able to make articles that 
would sell he saw that the patient could be tided over this 
period in a happier state of mind—the mind that would 
sooner bring him health. 

Dr. Jackson lived to see the work carried on for sev- 
eral years; to see the work of the handicraft teachers and 
occupational aides for the reconstruction work in the army 
that is still being carried on in many places; and at the last 
he was much interested in the special development of this 
work for men, and the establishment of a separate depart- 
ment for their needs. 

Dr. Jackson was “the physician who understood” and 
the league honors him as its true friend and organizer. 

The object, as stated briefly last week, is this: By fur- 
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nishing remunerative work suitable to the capacity of tem- 
porary or permanent invalids, the object is to aid in bring- 
ing such invalids back to health and self-supporting occupa- 
tion. 

Purpose: An institution organized for the purpose of 
giving employment to men and women during a period of 
convalescene from illness or while temporarily handicapped 
by some physical infirmity.

SOMETIMES “Bunny” Woods grows reminiscent. 

“Bunny” he has been for years to North Shore young- 
sters. Someone has said that he might be classified in the 
directory as “manufacturer of manhood.” Mr. Woods is a 
pioneer in the outing class movement. From bean bags 
with the little tots to baseball and more strenuous sports 
with the older ones Bunny, physical and moral hygienist, is 
the one for whom many children will be thankful all their 
lives that they happened to come under his influence. If 
playgrounds win battles finally, then Bunny’s boys who 
were “over there” lived up to his teachings in the best man- 
ner possible. 


Mr. Woods has long believed in what is now so com- 
monly believed, that children’s play must be organized, that 
they must be trained in conducting their out-of-doors sports 
in order to get the greatest amount of good out of them. 
Long ago he found out that children not old enough to take 
up the regular sports of men, yet too old for childish things 
_all day, were eager to be trained in manly games and were 
quick to respond to his instructions. He has followed out 
this idea in both his winter classes of physical work and in 
those of the summer time. 


Mr. Woods first conducted his outing classes at a re- 
sort near New York. Parents, upon hearing of the benefits 
derived by the children, offered inducements to him to come 
to Boston. Then Mr. Woods entered upon a busy career. 
His classes grew rapidly. Parents were continually asking 
that their children might join the classes. The winter’s 
work was naturally followed by the summer outing classes. 
His pupils moved to the North Shore, so Bunny was asked 
to continue his work out here. Estates in various sections 
of the Shore were opened for the classes. West Beach, 
Beverly Farms, was used for his swimming classes. And 
so the good work has gone on year after year. Many a 
- young matron whose children are now perhaps in his class- 
es was at one time one of Bunny’s “kids.” 


And Bunny’s lessons live with them. His interesting 


__ way of making physical and out-door athletic work combine 


in a way that gives the greatest pleasure and does the most 
good at the same time, is the keynote of his charm. The 
children get their fun and strength together, also learning 
perfect obedience, one of the cardinal virtues thoroughly 
believed in by Mr. Woods. 

Mr. Woods is meeting his classes in games and tennis 
work this season, but is assisted at the beach in swimming 
by a Y. M. C. A. instructor from Boston. 


We started out by saying that Bunny sometimes grows 
reminiscent. Turner Hill Farm in Ipswich was mentioned 
the other day and Bunny related a most entertaining story 
to some young pupils. 

Once upon a time his class of 50 to 65 pupils met there. 
Many came from Nahant in those days as well as all along 
the line to Manchester. Nahant pupils and those coming 
from Manchester way met with Bunny at the Beverly sta- 
tion, each group getting there by train or bus. The flock 
nearly filled a car. The conductor and they were great 
chums and many a button did the young passengers en- 
veigle from him while en route to Ipswich. Upon arriving 


_they were met by carriages, wagons and all sorts of vehi- 


cles (no automobiles then) and carried out to the beautiful 
home of Mr. and Mrs. C. G. Rice, Turner Hill Farm. 

The whole upper floor at the Rice’s was fitted up as-a 
gymnasium. The day was passed with games, canoeing, 
physical exercises and swimming. In the immense pool 
Bunny sometimes had 65 at a time. Perhaps the treat of 
the day was the luncheon served at one long table with 
Bunny at the head. Then order was kept only by means of 
the greatest diligence on the part of the head. One boy 
from Nahant named David, little of stature, but whose ora- 
torical powers became great as he grew older, was the tor- 
ment of the crowd with his manoeuvering under the table 
when he was supposed to be demurely eating. Bunny’s 
charges often developed such enormous appetites for the 
ices that Bunny was often filled with horror and in one case 
warned a mother that her son, Bayard, might be sick that 
night. But it never phased him, Bunny was told.

CROWHURST,” the F. Meredyth Whitehouse estate, 
Summer st., Manchester, has a garden that was ad- 
mired by many Garden club visitors this summer. Their 
route lay in its vicinity when walking along the rocks to 
the estate of Mrs. G. M. Lane. This rocky path branching 
off from the main road and running along the rocks to 
Dana’s Beach is one of the charming walks of the Shore. 

The Whitehouse garden is built on the terrace high 
above the path. Its vine-covered walls and part of the 
house, just back of the garden, make an attractive picture 
when viewed from below. 

Ascending the path that runs up through the garden 
brings one to the lower terrace, with its rose border, and 
little tea house. The next terrace is the one even with the 
house and this contains the beautifully planned gardens. 
Blue, white, yellow and pink are the predominating colors. 

The lily pool makes the placid center-piece in which 
gold fish are darting in and out among the lily pads. Bor- 
dering the terrace are the flowers and shrubbery, and or- 
namental stone balustrades. Arches of arbor-vitae and 
hibiscus are on opposite sides of the pool, the one leading 
to the outer grounds and the other to a smaller blue garden 
on one end of the terrace. 

This small formal garden is made up of four square 
beds, box-bordered. Tall standard heliotropes, one in each 
corner, have been added to the beds this season. A pretty 
bird bath is a feature here while in the larger garden a sun- 
dial stands near the pool. 

Boxes filled with white daisies are along the upper 
windows. Vines, ornamental trees, flowers and the charm- 
ing stucco house complete an ideal summer picture. And 
the water view from the terrace is one of the Shore’s finest. 

“Crowhurst,” besides its garden is made up of a small 
farm lying across the street from the house. It is here that 
a duck pond, farm buildings and a most attractive cottage 
and greenhouse combined are placed. :

is the medical service which is available. There are able 
doctors and surgeons in all of the cities and towns. Many 
of these are the leaders in the profession in the city of Bos- 
ton, which affords unusual facilities for the medical profes- 
sion.

There are forty-one bedrooms, from each one of them the 
bed and the patient can be rolled out upon an open air gal- 
lery, where he can see the morning star at three o’clock in 
the morning or Cassiopedia at midnight, or anything that 
happens between sunrise and sunset. This alone means

United States is the institution of a series of small hospitals 
ready to serve the neighborhood and to serve it for the best.

I am old enough to remember 
the hospital service of the Civil war, service which attract- 
ed to the work of the military hospitals hundreds of the 
noblest women of America. I had the good fortune to 
know personally several of these ladies. After their ex- 
perience everyone was eager that in the case of her own ill- 
ness she might be transferred to a hospital. For everyone 
knew that she could be better cared for there than she could 
be cared for even by the most tender efforts of an ordinary 
household. The public must soon address itself to the es- 
tablishment of home hospitals in every community and the 


public has no better object lesson than the new hospital in 


Beverly.” . 

These words are from Edward Everett Hale, who was 
minister, philanthropist and editor for so many years in the 
city of Boston, and who achieved in his lifetime by his sac- 
Since his 
warm-hearted endorsement of the Beverly hospital the in- 
stitution has been continuing its work, serving a large part 
The board of directors and the offi- 
cers of the institution have been men of unusual ability and 


foresight and there has been developed in the institution a 


spirit that has spoken plainly of the good will of the man- 
agement, the efficient codperation of the physicians and 
nurses and the esteem of the community which it has served. 
Within those walls lives have been renewed, and those re- 
stored to health have gone to their homes with feelings of 
gratitude to the organization which conducts the hospital 
and to the physicians and nurses who have served there. 
Such institutions everywhere deserve to have all the funds 
which the efficient maintenance of their work demand. The 


funds are well cared for, economically expended and effi- 


ciently used. Where can one find a more appealing and 
more satisfactory way to invest one’s funds for the good 
of humanity? - 


Tue TERCENTENARY of the settlement of Province- 
town and Plymouth is bringing to Massachusetts, pilgrims 
to the historic shrines of the nation. The visits which are 
made to the South Shore naturally send the tourists north 
for a day’s trip to Salem and the historic points of interest 
on the North Shore. There is, however, something more 
inspiring the people of the present generation than mere 
idle sightseeing and the passing of happy holidays. The 
war forced upon the minds of the most careless thinker 
that the perils and difficulties of old-world thinking were 
stern realities and that the salvation of the world has been 
due to the free-thinking and liberty-loving nation on this 
side of the Atlantic. The harsh and bitter experience of 
the war and the revolt of American opinion has made the 
present generation understand, as they never could have un- 
derstood otherwise, the spirit and vision of the Puritans 
and Pilgrims in daring an untried sea and settling in an un- 
explored province, in order to escape the depressing influ- 
ence of the old world and to establish a new order of re- 
ligious and political freedom on the shores of a new con- 
tinent. Plymouth is the shrine of American institutions. 
There came here a sturdy band of stalwart men, who began 
a colonial life with a liberty of spirit that has dominated the 
purpose of the American people. This spirit sent the men 
of the generation overseas to win the war. Thoughtfully 
and reverently sightseers, chastened by the experience ofa 
great war, go to Plymouth and Salem with new devotion 
and admiration, realizing that it was the spirit of these de- 
termined men that assured every American his birthright 
of freedom and inspired the nation in the hours of the 
great war. 


Tur INTERNATIONAL YACHTING contest is interesting 
the amateur sportsmen of the Shore from Marblehead to 
Rockport and the skilled masters of vessels which seek the 
Massachusetts ports. Will the Resolute be able to win? 
The spirit of the contest appears above reproach. The 
friendliness of the two nations is apparent. As to the gen- 
eral sportsmanship of Sir Thomas Lipton, nothing is. left 
to be said. He has built one craft and then another with a 
purpose strong and persistent to win the cup and carry it 
overseas. He has shown qualities which the American peo- 
ple frankly admire. Steady and sure has his ambition been. 
If America loses the cup this year, the American people 
could surrender it to Sir Thomas Lipton with a good grace, 
in recognition of the honorable and constant skill of the 
owner of the challenger. The international race has awak- 
ened new interest. -It has been a tonic to the mind and spir- 
it to feel the glow of feeling that arises in such a: friendly 
international contest. After a long and bitter war the 
friendly rivalry of the old days appears to be a bit taken 
out of the peaceful life of the pre-war days. Sir Thomas 
Lipton deserves the praise which he is receiving everywhere 
in America. No one wishes to lose the cup, but if Sir 
Thomas Lipton carrys the cup overseas with him when he 
goes it will not be a misfortune to America yachting circles, 
for it will stimulate a renewed study of speed-yacht. de- 
signs. This would not be undesirable. If American wins, 
it is hoped that Lipton will not lose heart, but try again. 
If America loses, it will be with a good grace to a good 
sportsman, but attention will be given to the building of a 
craft that will challenge the winner. 
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Tue AMERICAN PEOPLE are not going to be whipped 
into line in the coming election by a trumped up slogan rel- 
ative to the League of Nations. In the years of the tariff 
contests the political campaigns were successful conducted 
along such lines and many remember the torch-light proces- 
sions, the abundance of printed circulars and the slogans, 
“Tariff for Revenue Only” and “Protect the Home Labor.” 
The slogans were effective and telling. There is an advan- 
tage in having a short, catchy slogan to aid in the publicity 
work of campaigns, but there are dangers involved that 
cannot be overlooked. The effort to make the League of 
Nations the issue in the present campaign is unfortunate for 
the Democrats and will not prove a harm to the Republi- 
cans. The truth of the matter is that the people wish a 
change in the administration, and despite the fact that many 
Republicans favor a League of Nations in some form, and 
the independent voters seek also some international ar- 
rangement for the adjustment of peaceful relations with the 
nations of the world, they are not going to be coralled by 
the “call” which any political party makes upon that issue. 
The Republican party accepts any issue the Democratic 
party may lay down upon the question of the League of 
Nations because it is not satisfied with the work of the op- 
position. Voters are alert in these days and are not going 
to be trapped by a catchy phrase that covers a multitude of 
political mistakes. The Democrats cannot ride to power on 
a wave of post-war enthusiasm to endorse “their” league 
of nations. The Republican party may be trusted to meet 
the situation promptly, honorably and justly. Peace must 
be made quickly. The Democratic leader had the power and 
failed. The American people are willing and anxious to 
entrust the situation to the Republican party. 


Tue New y OrGANizeEp political party, supported by 
the committee of forty-eight, has failed in its plans. The 
policy of the new organization does not have the compell- 
ing power that is enjoyed by the two leading political par- 
ties. It will go the way of the numerous other political par- 
ties which have had their little day, only to be cast aside. 
There are many things in the older parties which are to be 
condemned, but political reform and political success are to 
be attained by working out those reforms within the organ- 
izations. This was the error of the progressive organiza- 
tions of both parties. The Prohibition party failed be- 
cause there were many large issues to be considered and 
not because the American people were blind to the reform 
which they urged. There are reforms in society which 
need support ; many evils will be corrected. The small par- 
ties may have their influence, largely indirect, in shaping 
public opinion, but as organzatons they are destined to fail 
and they ought to fail. The great issues which the people 
demand the parties to attend to will be met honorably. Pub- 
lic opinion may be very slow in developing, but it is cer- 
tain as well as slow. This can be seen in the review of the 
great movements of the nation. 


THe Constantty RECURRING motor accidents have 
aroused the people to the seriousness of the situation. Ev- 
ery day and particularly on Sundays accidents are reported 
to the Highway Commission. The evil is a difficult one to 
handle. More stringent automobile laws will help, but not 
wholly meet the trouble in hand. An important meeting 
was held in a North Shore city to discuss the conditions, 
and the spirit of the speakers and the number of attendants 
indicated the interest of the public in the question. It was 
conceded by every speaker that there should be a more care- 
ful examination into the fitness of the applicants for motor 
licenses to operate a motor vehicle. The present methods 
admit of opportunity for fraud. One youth, several years 
younger than the law required received an application 
which was signed by two witnesses and sworn to before a 
justice-of-the-peace and a license was forwarded. It is 
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proposed that every application be examined carefully by 
an agent or have the applicant meet the proper authorities. 
Some way should be devised to eliminate the possibilities 
of fraud in presenting applications. Despite the large 
number of accidents there is greater skill being shown in 
the manipulation of motor cars; operators are more experi- 
enced. The campaign of education which is being conduct- 
ed will be as helpful as the making of complicated laws. 


Tue Deatu or Rosin Damon, the publisher of the 
Salem Evening News, is a serious loss to the North Shore. 
His career has been an interesting and successful one. It 
is another instance of the opportunities which are present- 
ed to youths to make their way successfully against great 
odds. As a lad he published a boys’ paper and acquired a 
skill that inspired him to continue the amateur efforts as a 
life work. Removing to Salem in 1877 he established him- 
self for a life of service that has been recognized through- 
out New England. With a few hundred dollars he began 
to publish the Salem Evening News on October 16, 1880. 
The small paper of four pages, four columns to the page 
and an issue of one thousand copies was the beginning of 
his successful career and of the Salem Evening News. The 
development of the paper was steady. The editor applied 
himself to his task with patience and intelligence. He lived 
to see and enjoy the rewards of his labor. The enterprise 
has grown. The paper which Robin Damon published has 
exerted a daily influence for good throughout the North 
Shore district. The high character of its editorial policy, 
the clean-cut and: exacting standards for its news columns 
and its strict requirements concerning the character of the 
accepted advertisements have been evident. Robin Damon 
has ended his personal service, but his personal influence 
will be felt, through the paper which he established, for 


many years. The difficulties of the publishing houses have | 


been severe and Robin Damon mastered his problem and 
won for himself a position of influence in Essex county 
that has been recognized. 


THe PoviricaL CAMPAIGN is on now. While the two 
parties are not fully organized for their intensive pre-elec- 
tion work, yet the contest has been fairly begun. The situ- 


ation is interesting to the observer, for the election of the — 


Republican candidate seems assured, and only a very re- 
markable change in public opinion can make any change in 
the results of the election.. The revolt is not only anti-Wil- 
son, the antagonism of the voters to Mr. Wilson and his 


policy, but a decided public opinion which demands also the — 


retirement of the Democratic party from power. The spir- 


it of the Democratic convention indicated the fact that the | 


party was determined to cut free from the control of the 
President as far as the candidate was concerned. Cox was 
nominated by the party in a vain effort to save the organiza- 
tion’s control of affairs by breaking effectively with Mr. 
Wilson. The results have been unsatisfactory to the pro- 
gressive elements within the party. The failure of the new 
party also is a contributing factor in the situation. The 
contest will be an out and out vote for the Democratic or 
the Republican nominee. The usual petty methods of ap- 
pealing to prejudices are evident. No one will desire to 
whitewash the personal record of any of the candidates, 
but the leaders of the opposition must be careful in their 


“muck-raking” policy. Such methods are unbecoming and | 


unworthy. There is no dispute concerning the right of the 
public to know the truth and the whole truth concerning the 
personal life of the candidates, but the investigations and 


the published facts must have in them frankness and due — 


regard to the proprieties of the situation. American public 
opinion is sensitive to unworthy influence and it will quickly 


resent the maintenance of a political campaign which is~ 


not conducted upon high grounds.

SUNDAY SPORTS QUESTION 


AGAIN SUBJECT OF CORRESPONDENCE 
— ‘Spirit oF THE Lorp’s Day” 


Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Manchester, Mass. 


Dear Sir: 
As so often occurs in written discus- 


sions, the point of the good-natured 
‘argument to which you have so kindly 


opened your columns is on the verge of 
being lost, if it is not lost already. 
The question that really is being dis- 
cussed is whether there shall be legal- 
ized in Manchester the playing of 
games on Sunday. This question does 
not call into account the personal piety 
or morality of the writers; but it does 
demand some sound thinking as to the 


purpose of Sunday, the work of the 
church and the meaning of religion. 


of civilization.” 


The question of Sunday baseball is 
the question of whether its adoption 
would aid in keeping the spirit of Sun- 
day for the quiet—mental, physical, 
and spiritual—which makes it a day 
of re-creation; for the worship and 
Christian service which help to keep 


us in touch with the vast spiritual do- 


main of life, and which we are so fool- 
ish sometimes as to say does not exist 
because it is not apparent to our physi- 
cal senses. If Sunday baseball aids 
the cultivation of the spiritual side of 
man’s nature—it should by all means 
be admitted to the Lord’s Day. But 
most, if they were honest with them- 
selves, would agree that the advan- 
tages of Sunday baseball are confined 
to the physical. And for the cultiva- 
tion of the physical phase of our life 
we have daylight saving, Saturday half 
holidays, and summer vacations with 
six-sevenths of the week alloted for 
play in God’s out-of-doors. 

When these two needs of man’s na- 
ture are confused and when proper 
provision is not made for both, expe- 
rience shows that morals and civiliza- 
tion suffer. Blackstone, the English 


authority on law, observed: “A cor- 


ruption of morals generally follows 
the profanation of the Sabbath.” And 
Lord Beaconsfield concluded that Sun- 
day observance was “the cornerstone

New England, which has opposed 
Sunday sports for years. Ex-Gover- 
nors Long and Bates have been en- 
thusiastic supporters of the Lord’s 
Day League in the past. Lincoln said, 
“As we keep or break the Sabbath day 
we nobly save or meanly lose the last 
best hope by which man rises.” Presi- 
dent Faunce, of Brown university, has 
strong statements as to the keeping of 
the Sabbath day. Sir Walter Scott 
said, “Give the world one-half of Sun- 
day and you will soon find that religion 
has no stronghold on the other half.” 

The Scriptures are the final author- 
ity on things religious and | fail to 
find any suggestion that sports are 
permissible on the Lord’s Day. In 
Christ’s life we find no suggestion of 
anything except service, meditation 
and worship on the Sabbath. 


Again we should note that church- 
gong is the smallest part of Christian- 
ity. Not merely to attend service, but 
to do service, was the Master’s injunc- 
tion. And in these busy lives of ours 
the old-fashioned opportunity of Sun- 
day for deeds of mercy, for service, 
for reading and thinking, we do not get 
a chance to do other days, is often 
lost. If Sunday baseball would help 
in the exercise of these faculties, by all 
means let us have it. 


Though the day may be “coming 
when religion will mean general good,” 
Christianity has meant for nearly two 
thousand years a concern for, care of, 
and service to others on the Jericho 
road of life. The commandments are: 
First, “Love the Lord thy God with 
all thy might,” second, ‘““Thy neighbor 
as thyself.” 

So I would make it plain that there 
is a purpose for the observance of- 
Sunday in the cultivation of the spirit- 
ual side of life which has been justified 
by experiences, that.our concern is to 
make conditions in Manchester which 
will best help us to remember we are 
not merely physical organisms, but 
spiritual beings. The danger is not 
lack of good physical exercise and 
sport, but the devotion to such exer- 
cise and to business, to the exclusion 
of the finer things of life. We must 
not let the good things of life rob us 
of the best. The question is not for 
one person to decide for a community,

Run- 
ning diagonally up the hill was a wag- 
on road, which, at one point, ran very 
near one of the trees, so that the 
wheels of the vehicles had on that side 
cut off the roots of the tree, leaving a 
little embankment. General Babcock, 
of my staff, reported to me that when 
he first met General Lee he was sitting 
on this embankment, with his feet in 
the road below, and his back resting 
against the tree. The story had no 
other foundation than that. Like many 
other good stories, it would be very 
good if it was only true—Memoirs of 
Ulysses S. Grant.

CONTRIBUTED TO ENGLISH 
LARY By AVIATION 


“T decided to take a solo flip,” said 
one expert aviator to another. “So I 
gave her the gun and zoomed up 1000 
a minute, did an Immelman and then 
set her down with a dead stick.” 

To seasoned fliers this lingo is as 
plain and simple as A B C. 

“T decided to take a short flight 
alone,” said the one birdman to the 
other. “So I speeded up my motor as 
much as possible and ascended at the 
rate of 1000 feet a minute. Then I 
performed an evolution by which my 
airplane soared further, turned over 
on her wing and immediately traveled 
back on the course over which she had 
come. Then I made a landing with- 
out the aid of my motor.” 

When a man who has kept his feet 
on the ground first associates with 
aviators he needs an interpreter. A 
good one would be C. J. Zimmermann, 
chief test pilot for a concern of Key- 
port, N. J. Mr. Zimmermann was an 
Army Air Service instructor during 
the war. Since then he has come in 
contact daily with both navy and civi- 
lian fliers. So he understands the pro- 
fessional dialect that has developed in 
the flying game in its three great divi- 
sions. 

“Aviation has added much to the 
languages of the world,” said Zimmer- 
mann. “While I would not try to esti- 
mate the number of new words and 
phrases, and new meanings for old 
words, which have sprung up and will 
soon make their way into the diction- 
ary, there is no doubt that it is con- 
siderable. Engineers are responsible 
for one kind of expressions which I 
might call air language, and pilots for 
another, which can be described only 
as air ‘Slanguage.’ Both classes of 
men use both lingoes, however, and 
when a group gets talking seriously 
of the flying game their conversation 
is as intelligible to an outsider as are 
the proceedings at an American con- 
vention to a Hottentot. 

Engineers and Pilots Add to Terms 

“The engineer’s contribution to the 
dictionary consists chiefly of techni- 
cal terms, such as aerafoil, camber, 
decalage, cabre, strut, longerun, fuse- 
lage, helicopter, northopter, dihedral, 
sweepback and many others. The pi- 
lit’s lingo is one more of actions, than 
of things. They will talk of bumpy 
air, three-pointing, flips, zooms, jobs 
and ceilings until the listener is con- 
vinced that either he does not under- 
stand English or the pilot isn’t talking 
that tongue. But it’s quite easy after 
one has been around flying fields or 
airplane harbors a bit.” 

Any one who has soaring ambitions 
should promptly master these few

It may be that the X-ray machine 
will instantly tell the doctor the source of 
your trouble, when without its aid, diagno- 
sis would be uncertain. This is only one of 
many instances where the resources of the 
hospital help the doctor to save the patient. 


The hospital trains nurses. During the in- 
fluenza epidemic and since, there has been 
an appalling scarcity of professional nurses. 
The hospital is trying to overcome this short- 
age by conducting a training school for 
nurses.

Series of Garden Days for Civic Federation Benefit 
—“Graftonwood,” at Manchester, Open Tomorrow 


66@* aRpDEN Day” on the Shore tomorrow (Saturday after- 

noon) will be at the home of Dr. and Mrs. J. Henry 
Lancashire, ‘“Graftonwood,” off Summer st., Manchester. 
It lies in the beautiful region of Dana’s beach and is really 
one of the most charming and artistically built gardens on 
the Shore. 


Planned by Mary Rutherford Jay, the garden architect 
of New York, who talked on “Garden Development” last 
Friday at the Lancashire home, this will be unusually inter- 
esting for visitors to see. It is one of Miss Jay’s “new- 
born” gardens in which she takes special delight. Her ideas 
of a garden being a part of the house are well illustrated 
in the Lancashire garden. 

She has said: “So many gardens seem to be planned 
merely to walk through that I want to make a strong plea 
for greater harmony between home and garden. They 
should be considered as one. The garden should be the con- 
tinuation of the home outdoors, and should be studied to 
provide a pleasant place to sit, and in which to have privacy 
and shade, so that the family life may go on out there dur- 
ing the warm months.” 

And this is exactly what can be done on the terraces 
and in the blue, white and pink garden at ‘“Graftonwood.” 


The garden is entered from one side of the house, a short 
terrace separating the house from the garden. Steps, flow- 
er beds, pools, bird baths, pergola, hedges and ornamental 


fixtures and terrace balustrades all are one in harmony. The | 


pergola under which are seats and a walk of square tiles 
carries out the question of unity in a charming way. The 
Lancashire house is of stucco, so the back pillars of the per- 
gola are stone and the front row are of wood painted brown, 
in that way it seems like a part of the house. It is large and 
massive and curves around the end of the garden opposite 
the house, the two seeming to shelter the dainty garden 
room between. > ; 


The natural setting of this garden is good. The wood- 
ed hill with its towering trees above the garden space at one 
side and the sea below on the other lend much to its natural 
charm. 


This is the last of the series of gardens opened to the 
public for July, but it is hoped others will be arranged for 
August. The “garden days” were for the benefit of the 
National Civic Federation. 

Mrs. Harold J. Coolidge, of Pride’s Crossing, is al- 
ways present on these occasions. Much credit is due Mrs. 
Coolidge for her active part in arranging Shore gardens to 
be opened in July. 


GAVE TALK ON GARDENS 


Noted Garden Architect Entertained North 
Shore Audience at “Graftonwood,” Last Friday 


Meey RUTHERFORD JAy, the noted garden architect, gave 

a delightfully entertaining talk on gardens, last Friday 
afternoon, July 23, at “Graftonwood,” the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. J. Henry Lancashire, Manchester. The occasion 
came as a fitting culmination to the series of “Garden days” 
upon the Shore, which Mrs. Harold J. Coolidge has been 
so successfully conducting for the National Civic Federa- 
tion. 

Miss Jay gave her illustrated talk to a large and enthu- 
siastic audience that came from far and near along the 
Shore. After the talk the beautiful garden was enjoyed. 
This garden was planned by Miss Jay and one or two of 
her slides showed the pergola arrangements. Nothing could 
have been more impressive than to pass from the house, 
where views of wonderful gardens had been shown and with 
the spell of Miss Jay’s words hanging over one, out into a 
real garden as charming as any of the picture gardens and 
one that exactly carries out her ideas of a garden. 

Miss Jay divided her talk into three parts: The beauti- 
fying of idle water; the utilization of waste land; and har- 
mony between home and garden. The pictures shown were 
the results of her own experience in gardening. She has 
traveled much in foreign lands studying gardens and has a 
strong leaning to the beauties of Japan and England. From 
the Japanese we can learn much, she thinks, and she is a 
firm believer in using the English idea of house and garden 
combined—“the garden merely the continuation of the home 
outdoors.” To gain this latter point gardens should be stud- 
ied so that pleasant, shady, private places in which to sit and 


read and work can be arranged. She believes that the fam- | 


ily life should go on in the garden, and to make it so houses 
and gardens must come closer together and be one, as it 
were. 


Miss Jay grew up in a garden home, but her childhood 
days are not tinged with the garden ideals she is advocating. 


Her garden (so typical of many old-time ones) was some 
distance from the house, was a great square enclosed with 
box hedges, but had no shade, no fountains, no shady seat, 
nothing practically to break it into variety. It had quanti- 
ties of flowers which she remembers picking quickly and 
putting in her basket in order to get back to the house out of 
the hot, sunny place. How different are the gardens she 
lays out now! 


In beautifying idle water Miss Jay takes much from 
the Japanese. It is her idea to pull the gardens of the west 
and east together and in so doing she is educating us not to 
be afraid of the gardens of the orient. Views were shown 
of Connecticut and Long Island, places where ugly, useless 
ponds on estates were converted into fairyland scenes by 
planting the shores in Japanese style and building islands 
and bridges and tea houses. Some ponds may be simply im- 
proved by making a path around them and planting their 
shores tastefully. She said the Japanese never plant in 
rows, one thing we can learn from them. A grass bridge is 
a charming feature of their water gardens. Even this Miss 
Jay has accomplished in one of her Connecticut water gar- 
dens, the arched grass-covered affair passing from one 
island to another. She always makes four islands in a pond 
when carrying out the true Japanese idea. Of course, old 
lanterns play a striking feature in these gardens. 


Much applause greeted Miss Jay when she showed the 
“before” and “after” views of three acres of harbor mud on 
the John D. Chapman estate, Greenwich, Conn. This was 
a sad problem to take up, but one, it seems, that Miss Jay 
put all her thoughts upon and now it lies a fair picture of 
flower gardens, tennis court, pergola and tea house. Touch- 
es of the Japanese were seen in the pictures of this work. 
She uses ground glass instead of rice paper for windows in 
the Japanese summer houses. 


The spirit of unity between English gardens and 
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houses was a most delightful feature of the talk. Many in- 
teresting points were made showing how we can adapt their 
ideas to our own gardens, the harmony between house and 
garden being felt more strongly, perhaps, by the English 
and Japanese than by other peoples. She told of her visit 
to and gave views of one noted garden in England in which 
the months of the year are represented in hedged-in sec- 
tions by the flowers that bloom in that particular month. Of 
course, this is a most unusual arrangement. 


Special garden features were mentioned: 

“Steps require special treatment and often can be made 
of much advantage in changing the level of the garden, and 
when plantings are made along and through them they be- 
come things of beauty as well as useful adjuncts. 

“Walls should be made more of in our gardens. They 
can be treated with charming effects with fruit trained to 
grow flat on them or by vines and flowers. 

“Informal borders are pleasant features, also the 
curved path, an English idea. A sense of mystery is given 
by the curves and one wishes to explore it. 

“Pools are good to break garden surfaces. Painted 
dark blue, even a small pool has a deep and cool effect. 


“Pergolas look ‘leggy’ unless well-treated with vines. 

“Gardens should suit the type of house they belong to. 

“Gardens must be so arranged that the family life can 
go on outdoors in summer time—they should be simply liv- 
ing-rooms next our house. 

“Tn planting a garden for an all season bloom, select a 
few varieties for each period and plant these in profusion in 
all of the beds, then they are all in bloom at the same time, 
the effect being better than having a plant museum. 
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“Distinctive gardens worked out in a definite color 
scheme can thus be had if the garden builder can resist the 
temptation to use a little of everything he has seen or heard 
of in the way of plant life. 

“Successful gardening is a knowledge of the discard, 
knowing what to eliminate. 

“A great deal of charm could be given to gardens by 
planning for lighting them and using them at night. Stone 
Janterns placed at important posts, especially in water gar- 
dens add a great deal of beauty and mystery.” 


Miss Jay closed her talk by speaking of trees used as 
memorials. She told of the avenue of trees in Cleveland, 
Ohio, planted as memorials for soldiers in the World war. 
She also said our North Shore gardens were so superb that 
all must bow before them. 

Mrs. Lancashire and her daughter, Mrs. E. Laurence 
White, were instrumental in bringing Miss Jay to the 
Shore.

A VISIT TO ONE OF MAGNOLIA’S OLD HISTORIC HOUSES 
And the Surprises That Visit Revealed

Wille rambling around in search of a glimpse of the 
historical places of Magnolia, | found that the old stage 
coach inn has been transformed into a veritable kingdom of 
color and beauty. This building, dear to the hearts of our 
ancestors before the day of automobiles—and aeroplanes— 
is at the corner of Western and Magnolia aves., on the main 
Cape Ann road, an attractive site better known to 
present-day folk as Stanley’s corner. Wonderingly I looked 
at the wide piazza, which now surrounds the house in place 
of its former narrow porch, and the large white pillars, 
which add an almost southern aspect to the rambling old 
house. 

Curiosity impelling, I walked up to the old-fash- 
ioned door, hoping to discover what good angel had trans- 


formed that old dilapidated building into a modern and at- 


tractive house. Mrs. Lillian S. MacLennan, interior deco- 
rator, whe owns it, and who is responsible for its transfor- 
mation, is-living in the house at present, and very kindly ex- 
plained her work to me. Mrs. MacLennan, by the way, is a 
daughter of Mrs. Waldo Smith, formerly of the Back Bay. 

“Though I am an American,” she said, “I have lived 
in Italy, France and Switzerland a great many years, and 
have returned to my native country in order that my son 
may finish his education here. The war and the needs of 
the people during the war awoke in me the realization that 
there was work to be done in the world.” 

Mrs. MacLennan dwelt lightly on her work in France 
during the war, four active, busy years for her and her 
friends. “After the signing of the armistice,” she went on, 
“habit of work had taken hold of me, and I determined that 
during my five years’ stay in America, where I returned, | 


- should try to accomplish something really worth while. I 


determined to ‘do’ a house —hence my purchase of this 


one—and to go on decorating, creating, making, for the few 
years I plan to remain here. I mix all my own paints and 
[I love the work. To see a house emerge from a sordid af- 
fair into something that others like and enjoy fills me with 
a deep satisfaction. To combine colors as I see them, to 
work on a broken down old house, and put new life into it 
through colors, is a real joy. 

“You know,” she interrupted herself, “I can under- 
take either inside or outside renovations and attend to the 
plumbing, electric lighting and heating, and I am willing to 
go anywhere to do it, for my work is a delightful pleasure 
to me. 

“This house,’ she continued, “was among the first 
houses built in Magnolia—or Crony Cove, as it was then 
called—and was the old stage coach inn; you probably 
know that already. Lately it has been known as the Stan- 
ley cottage, and now I have made it into an automobile inn, 
so that through divers ways it has come into its modern 
own again, though it is not yet open to the public eye. 

“You know,” she said with her charming smile, “I 
don’t consider myself merely an interior decorator. I am 
a doctor, prescribing for the ills of my patient first of all, 
and then I am the nurse who takes charge and works tow- 


-ards the building up of the health and beauty of the patient. 


Harmony of color and detail is what I aim to have, coupled 
with originality, and to this end I think the years I have 
lived abroad have helped me.” 

Tirelessly Mrs. MacLennan has worked, blending to- 
gether colors and materials that make the tumbled down inn 
into an inviting and worthwhile house. 

The drawing room is in jade green, with just a 
suggestion here and there of pale yellow, orange and mauve. 
The light fixtures—torches proudly raised above the de- 
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lightful old fireplace, reveal the beauty of the room, should 
one chance to visit at night, and add to its attractiveness 
during the day. The dainty window draperies of green 
silk and lace are in themselves masterpieces of a creative 
mind. A happy thought has added a pretty little jade pull 
to the white shades. The quaint old stenciled furniture, 
which has been made especially for this house, lends a sub- 
tle charm, that is felt rather than seen. One feels the charm 
of the whole house. The rugs are of a soft tone of brown 
without a figure. The mirrors are in hand-carved frames, 
of unique designs. 

The dining-room is done in black and white, with rich 
green and yellow forming a tasteful contrast. The quaint 
little chairs have very high backs, and the furniture of this 
room, like that of the other rooms, is also stenciled ; and the 
Wedgewood china, designed in the Liverpool black bird 
pattern, adds a touch of quiet dignity. The window draper- 
ies are of soft silk, string dyed, in pale yellow, deepening 
into orange towards the bottom on either side. They 
are gracefully held in place with black wooden beads. A 
pretty stenciled mirror with a wooden basin filled with 
flowers attached to it finishes the altogether alluring room. 

As soon as I entered the little tea room, which is across 
a narrow hall from the dining-room, | wanted to “get busy” 
making tea in the funny old teapot, just for the pleasure of 
using the pretty chateau designed Copeland china, and of 
sitting near that dear old fireplace to drink it, for surely it 
needs must taste very good because of the beauty of the 
surroundings. The fireplace though whipped into shape for 
practical use, has lost none of its rustic charm, and the soft 
grey of its bricks blends with the mulberry furniture and 
grey walls,—the color scheme of the room. Marie Antoin- 
ette baskets stenciled on the walls, add a bright bit of col- 
or, in keeping with the pretty round tables and dainty chairs. 
Mulberry edged with blue are the colors in the artistic win- 
dow draperies . 

Much too soon I was whisked away to another section 
of the house—upstairs—which I found equally delightful. 
After climbing the old-fashioned stairs, and walking down 
a short hall I found myself in a perfectly adorable little 
bedroom—but hold, there was a door beyond, and upon in- 
vestigating I found that this was not one bedroom, but two 
—a suite, and just beyond this second-:room was the bath- 
room. The rooms are done in old ivory, with dainty little 
touches of pink in candle shades, window draperies and bed 
coverings that are decidedly French—a dash of blue that is 
merely a suggestion adds a piquant touch. 

The candle shades are of pink silk, with pointed frills, 
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carrying out the idea of the pink silk trimmings on the 
beautiful lace bed covering, and the window draperies. The 
candle shades, window draperies and bed covering are ori- 
ginal, and were designed by Mrs. MacLennan. Indeed this 
is true of all throughout the house. Fireplaces add a de- 
lightfully cozy effect. . 

Directly across the hall is the “blue room,” a bedroom 
of soft blue and grey. -The window draperies are of filet 
ret, as is the bed covering, adding their pretty blue to the 
color scheme of the room. The wall paper, also blue, has 
been cut in such a way that the stripes form narrow panels, 
giving the walls an original appearance. Cherry red is the 
note of color occurring in decorations. | 

The bedroom at the end of the hall opens onto a roomy 
porch. 
peated in the window draperies, wall paper and the hand- 
braided .rugs. Original notes have been. struck in window 
draperies and light fixtures. 

Though the several other bedrooms are not quite so 
large, yet they are as alluringly attractive and delightfully 
unique. 

Throughout the house there are hand-hewn beams and 
hand-made nails, which attest its age, and the eight old fire- 
places help to make it homey and desirable. r 

That color, artistically blended, can make a strikingly 
beautiful house out of a tumbled-down ruin, has been prov- 
en by Mrs. MacLennan, who seems to have struck an en- 
tirely new and very clever idea in house decoration. 

Nor has her time been devoted only to the interior, for 
the exterior shows taste and good judgment to a marked 
degree. I have already said that the narrow porch, which 
perhaps some of my readers remember, has been deftly con- 
verted into a broad piazza which surrounds the house on two 
sides. Plans are underway for the building of an attractive 
stucco garage, and a rustic gate with arch leads to the back 
lawn, where, under the shade of the old apple tree, tables 
will be arranged for serving tea out-of-doors. 

The house is superbly located for an automobile inn, 
and could be kept open all winter for automobile parties 
who delight to visit the North Shore when Jack Frost reigns 
supreme, and when Dame Nature has spread her white 
mantle, preparatory to refreshing her beauties for the com- 
ing season. 

In going from room to room I was inclined to say, 
“Oh, I like this one best of all” of each in turn; as I had 
not yet decided at the end of my tour, I went over them all 
again and—but Mrs. MacLennan tells me that each person 
who goes there chooses a different room as their favorite.

_ This charming garden spot lies below the terrace at 
one end of the house. A hedge separates the main front 
terrace from the garden below, reached by -vine-covered 
steps in an opening in the hedge. The garden lies in a great 
oblong, a perfect pattern of harmonious beds of blue, white 
and pink flowers separated by gravel walks. [Each bed is 
edged with blue and white flowers. A lily pool of deep 
pink lilies is in the center. A hedge and trees here and 
there surround the garden. An outside path bordered with 
peonies and other flowers makes an interesting approach to 
the garden from the large, park-like grounds that are a part 
of the farm. 

Since hearing Mary Rutherford Jay, the garden archi- 
tect, who spoke at the Lancashire home in Manchester, this 
seems to be a garden that she would endorse. It lies close 
to the house, only a few feet of terrace and shrubbery com- 
bining to make an entrance into it. Really it seems just as 
she said a garden ought to be: “A part of the house where 
family life could be carried on.” This beautiful garden 
once belonged to Mrs. Charles P. Searle, now of Manches- 
ter Cove. ) 

At the cottage on “Town Hill,’ a portion of the es- 
tate owned by Mr. and Mrs. Benj. P. P. Moseley, son-in- 
law and daughter of the Thomasses, a little garden is in 
process of growth by the house of these young people. It 
joins directly onto the house and is overlooked by a sun- 
parlor in the windows of which are many potted plants, 
seemingly making an inside garden overlooking the one ad- 
joining. In this garden enclosure is a bird bath centre and 
a side fountain pool in which a few Florida alligators are 
lazily disporting themselves.

In the well-equipped and modern stable, Monstone, a 
racer of note as well as hunter, a winner at the Myopia 


Hunt club affairs, holds one’s attention as he seemingly 


heads the row of stalls in which less favored horses are 
standing. [ach stall has the name of its occupant painted 
above it and there one may see where Juverence, Billy Sun- 
day (a horse of much action similar to his namesake), Gol- 
den Buck and Maratime, hunters and harness horses, have 
their quarters. Truma, a young horse, that is going to be 
another of the type of Monstone is now in training at Long 
Island. | 

Very attractively arranged are the stables with pictures 
of noted horses that were winners in English races and oth- 
ers of prominence overseas.

THE TURN OF THE TIDE

There’s a splash of surf advancing, “There the storm-rent rocks are whispering 
There’s a weird song as it flees: ‘Little waves, come, with us play,’ 
“Hear my secret, rocks and pinelands, But a voice is calling, calling, 


Hear my song, theu gentle breeze. And that call I must obey.” 
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EN. AND Mrs. EpGar R. CuHampiin, of Boston, are 
spending the summer in beautiful ““Thissellwood,” Min- 
go Beach hill, Pride’s Crossing, the home of Ellis L. Dresel 
and Miss Louisa L. Dresel. This place, with its charming 
old wing, the original house, and its very extensive addition, 
makes one of the most interesting Shore homes to be found. 
Much pleasant history of the social life in early days could 
be linked with ‘Thissellwood’s” hospitable tenants of the 
past. , 

But the name of Gen. Champlin does not exactly sug- 
gest the past, only as it is connected with bridges. Some 
one spoke of a booklet that related facts about Mr. Champ- 
lin’s achievements in the way of bridge making. So we 
looked it up and have made a little summary of the bridge 
story, the outcome of which is really a monument to Mr. 
Champlin’s far-seeing thought. and determination to carry 
through a point which he knew to be right. 

About 1900 was when Mr. Champlin was mayor of 
Cambridge. The mayor of Boston, mayor of Cambridge 
and a bridge expert, E. D. Leavitt, composed the bridge 
committee planning a bridge between the two cities. While 
this commission existed Boston had two mayors, Josiah 
Quincy and Mayor Hart, each serving in turn on the com- 
mission. When the bridge was built it was considered the 
finest one of its size in America. 

This bridge was the determining factor in making the 
Charles river the great ornamental playground—the largest 
in the world in such a thickly settled community. It was 
quickly followed by legislation authorizing the dam and 
converting muddy, salt water flats into a permanent salt 
water basin where the water is maintained at grade 8. It 
created a water parkway 18 miles long. 

Mr. Champlin’s untiring efforts secured the drawless 
part of the bridge. He saw the advantages of a drawless 
bridge that would make Charles river a basin instead of a 
tidal river overflowing flats. Various interests opposed this 
kind of a bridge. The mayor of Cambridge went to Wash- 
ington and worked until he gained the point that has meant 
so much to the two cities. President McKinley signed the 
bill and presented Mr. Champlin with the pen as a memento 
in recognition of his efforts in securing the passage of the 
bill. 

- Mr. Champlin was then put on the Charles river dam 
comntussion of which Henry D. Yerxa, of Cambridge, was 
chairman. He was also asked to put through the drawless 
part of the Anderson bridge. 

The Champlins now make their home on Common- 
wealth ave., Boston. They formerly owned one of the 
show places at Rye Beach, N. H., but sold it to be nearer 
Boston when Mr. Champlin’s business interests made him 
one of the daily commuters of the Shore.

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PRETTY IS THAT PRETTY SINGS 


Most Pleasing Sound to Stroller ts 
Orchestration of Flying Inhabitants

66DR.\ck Home” is a woods which in spring and summer 

serves as a vast hotel for a thousand or more birds that 
apparently return to the same spot year after year as old 
chums are wont to do. They haunt the wild rose shrubbery, 
the blackberry tangles, the thorny haw trees, the ash, the 
beech and all the rest. Rabbits bound out of tufts of grass 
and squirrels bark from many branches, but the sound that 
most pleases the stroller in this happy grove 1s the orchestra- 
tion of its flying inhabitants. 

Dozens of brown thrashers reside in this special patch 
of favored woodland and dispense life-giving strains of su- 
preme melody. Long, rusty fellows they are, almost twelve 
inches from the tip of the tail to the point of the bill. They 
hover close to the ground and rustle along beneath the 
bushes in an alarming manner. When disturbed, they scold 
rapidly with a sharp but monotonous “sit” and flirt the tail 
so vigorously that the action cannot be termed less than 
thrashing ; this habit and the hue of his plumage have earned 
for him the somewhat plebeian name of brown thrasher. 

However, this feathered fellow has two outstanding 
characteristics that endear him to bird lovers. He wears a 
sporty vest of creamy white, thickly strewn with arrow- 
heads of brown. This part of his costume is striking ; un- 
fortunately his beauty ends there. The other characteristic, 
the dominant one, is his superb song which needs only to 
be heard to be appreciated. He arranges his notes in pairs, 


triplets, and fours and makes many charming repetitions. 
‘Lest you should think he never could recapture 
The first fine careless rapture.’’ ; 


The most wonderful chorus that I ever heard was giv- 
en one spring day*by these dusky residents of the grove 
“back home.” Between four and five o’clock of an after- 
noon the sun, which had remained hidden during the pre- 
ceding hours, emerged in all its enthralling splendor like a 
rainbow long restrained, but at last released. From tree 
stubs, boughs and low bushes the brown thrashers joyfully 
greeted the luminary and made the air vibrant with their 
gladness. The whole woods was transformed, lifted up, 
and freshened by that flood of liquid notes and the exquisite 
melody of that grand chorus. 

“The thrasher’s song entrances every listener,” says 
Neltje Blanchan, the naturalist. “He seems rather proud 
of it, for although at other times he may keep himself well 
concealed among the shrubbery, when about to sing he 
chooses a conspicuous perch as if to attract attention to his 
truly brilliant performance.” 

Every morning and evening the bird bursts forth with 
_ his marvelous melody, but I am inclined to disagree with 
Miss Blanchan on the score of his forwardness. My experi- 
ence has taught me that the thrasher likes to get into some 
thick little tree or bit of shrubbery before beginning his rep- 
ertory; thus he can see any intruder while he himself re- 
mains in the confusing mass of foliage. Sometimes I won- 
der if the bird knows that, aside from his streaked vest, he 
bas few fine feathers and that his song is much more win- 
ring than his rusty raiment. However that may be, the 
person that has the good fortune to hear him in the evening 
or early morning can truthfully testify : 

‘¢ *Twas a song that rippled 
And revelled and ran 
Ever back to the note 
From whence it began; 
Rising and falling 
It never did stay, 
Like a fountain that feeds 
On itself all the day.’’ 


Not infrequently, indeed, the song of the thrasher is 


mistaken for that of its famous cousin, the mocking bird. 
Though more retiring than either the mocker or the catbird, 
the brown haunter of the underbrush seems to me superior 
in the richness of his notes. The mocker, as the name im- 
plies, is an imitator ; the catbird, of the same pattern, makes 
a good start, but becomes disgusted with himself and 
fizzles: the thrasher starts well, continues ably, and ends 
well. 

In this woods “back home” are new nests of the brown 
birds beside their old ones. They vary in distance from 
the ground, some reaching as high as a grown man and oth- 
ers no higher than a toddling baby. Where the wild roses 
flourish appears to be a favorite location for the crude con- 
glomeration of twigs which upon examination discloses a 
lining of dried grass, feathers, or hair. 

The female of this species is a brave little lady. As 
she will not readily leave her nest the stroller can approach 
within three or four feet of her, but the moment he at- 
tempts to pass a hand through the maze of thorny shrubbery 
she flutters aside with an attention-attracting show of help- 
lessness. Until she is actually flushed she depends upon her 
brown dress and tawny nest for concealment. Man, how- 
ever, is a sharp-eyed creature. 

What does the thrasher eat? The farmers of bygone 
days dubbed him “the planting bird” because they believed 
the canny fellow hung around while they planted corn and 
made merry as he contemplated the coming feast. The till- 
ers of the crops interpreted his song as follows: 

“Hurry up, hurry up! Plough it, plough it! Harrow 
it, harrow it! Hoe it, hoe it! Scatter it, scatter it! Seed it, 
seed it! Cover it over! Rake it, rake it! Push it in, push it 
in! Weed it, weed it! Pull ’em up, pull ’em up! Oh, leave 
it alone!” 

The thrasher was guilty, but not a criminal, for dur- 
ing the planting period only about three percent of his food 
consists of corn. Though occasionally indulging in fruit, 
he evinces a decided preference for animal food such as 
grasshoppers and caterpillars. From the United States gov- 
ernment he has earned a citation that he “much more than 
compensates for that portion of his diet derived from the 
cultivated crops.” 

This homely fellow, Mr. Brown Thrasher, is like hu- 
man beings that have not been blessed with beauty of face 
and figure; if they can’t be beautiful, they must be charm- 
ing somehow. When he sings, the beauty of his melody ob- 
literates all else; gone are the gawkiness of his form and the 
rusty red of his shabby suit when he gives a concert—a con- 
cert that is as free as the air itself.

loss to our shore. Years would have to pass before there 
would be a second growth to replace the destroyed forests. 
Consequently, care will be required to prevent their de- 
struction. The state has made laws that will help keep 
down the risk of fires. State fire wardens have been ap- 
pointed and they are bringing to their trust the experience 
of many years. The codperation of summer visitors is de- 
sirable, as well as the helpful interests of those who live on 
the Shore throughout the year. There is a temptation to 
build fires in the open air to prepare out-door picnic lunch- 
es. The pleasure is innocent enough and an open air meal 
is a great out-door treat. Yet this innocent diversion has 
been the cause of many destructive forest fires. Campers 
and picnic parties have not put fires out properly, and hours 
after, woodland fires have broken out and done great dam- 
age. Even careful campers have been deceived, for fires 
have been put out by the picnickers, but unfortunately the 
undergrowth on the forest floor may have become ignited 
and slowly burned, after the nature of a slow match, and 
while the original fire may be extinguished, yet under the 
forest floor there may be an undergrowth, slowly burning 
many feet away and out of sight. Now the state of Mas- 
sachusetts forbids the building of fires out-of-doors during 
the summer season and the penalties will prove inconvenient 
and humiliating to well-intentioned vacation parties. Per- 
mits may be obtained from fire wardens for open-air fires 
properly supervised. Every man who is called upon to aid 
in putting out a forest fire is under heavy penalties if he re- 
fuses the service demanded by a properly authorized officer. 
Laws are helpful, but more may be accomplished by the 
hearty cooperation of everyone. The laws express the 
feeling of the people of Massachusetts, and everyone—va- 
cation seekers and permanent residents—should use every 
precaution to prevent the destruction of the wonderful 
woods that have proven so valuable. The prosperity and 
the beauty of the Shore is dependent upon the protection of 
the wooded areas of the district. 


THERE ARE Many ATTRACTIVE opportunities on the 
North Shore to enjoy the unusual beaches, the woodland 
roads and the quiet lakes with their wooded shores. The 
nature lover may have his opportunity. The student of 
history also has a privilege that should not be lost. The 
story of Plymouth and Provincetown are well-known and 
are being read this year with renewed interest. The North 
Shore, too, is rich in historical associations from Boston to 
Rockport. A lifetime would be required to thoroughly 
study the historic annals of the interesting towns from 
Cambridge to Ipswich. The best anyone can do is to un- 
dertake to become familiar with the story of the village or 
town or city where he has established his summer or per- 
manent residence. In the center of the district, Salem, the 
Essex Institute has been established and many relics have 
been gathered, including the treasured volumes which are 
preserved. The city of Beverly has an historical society 
which maintains an historic old house with many relics of 
old days that are being carefully preserved. There is an 
opportunity in Essex county to ferret out historical records 


which will delight the antiquarian; and to read early Amer- 
ican history that will entrance the student of history; and 
historic towns, cities, memorials and institutes that will give 
pleasure to the transient visitor. But, he who views old 
treasures with the careless eyes of a passing tourist, fails 
to gain the full enjoyment which the study of the history of 
the Shore can reveal. It is pleasant to visit old shrines of 
the early days, but the searching of records, the ferreting 
out of old relics and tracing of old family history will yield 
great opportunities for pleasure. It will be a pleasant sum- 
mer to him who quietly reads the story of the village or 
town wherein he has established his residence. Know the 
history of the stalwart men and noble women who settled 
and lived on the Shore! 


Tur INTERNATIONAL YACHT Race is over and again 
the American yacht won. Sir Thomas Lipton made a great 
sportsman’s effort to lift the cup, and failed. The races this 
year have lacked many of the thrilling experiences of other 
years. Many factors have contributed—the loss of one race 
by the break in the rigging, the abandonment of races be- 
cause of too much or the lack of wind, and the drifting 
matches over a considerable period of time, in some of the 
races. The last race, however, had the interest of all, for 
with two races to the credit of each the last would decide 
whether the cup would pass from America to the Old 
World. Lipton has been a good loser, a sportsman to the 
last. His comment on the race is characteristic. If Ameri- 
ca_should have lost by reason of poor seamanship, unworthy 
design or a poor crew, there is no one that the American 
people would have preferred to have been the victor than 
Sir Thomas Lipton. There is satisfaction, however, in 
knowing that the races were really decisive. Sir Thomas 
Lipton acknowledges that “We all did our best, skipper, de- 
signer and crew, and we have been beaten fair and square. 
I have been treated throughout with the greatest fairness 
and sportsmanship by Americans, and I am taking home the 
very best memories of the contest. I will wait next year to 
give some one else a chance to challenge and then I will 
challenge again myself. I have no excuses to offer; the 
Resolute is the best boat.” So another Shamrock—No. 5— 
will come overseas to contest in 1922. The race has been 
won and great credit is due to Capt. C. F. Adams for his 
skill and discipline. His ability undoubtedly was the decid- 
ing factor in the race. To him the credit should go unstint- 
edly from the people of America. 


THE War CLoups HAvE Passep over, but the suffer- 
ing that has been caused is still being borne by those who 
have had loved ones killed in the war. The state of Massa- 
chusetts has appointed a commission whose task it is to col- 
lect such information as it is able concerning the graves of 
the honored dead of Massachusetts, in France and in Ger- 
many. Massachusetts does well in trying to give such com- 
fort as the information will afford to the bereaved. The 


graves of the men of Massachusetts are to be photographed. - 


There is a larger task ahead of them in identifying those 
from Massachusetts who may be among the unidentified 
dead. The commission will also make photographs of the 
last stand which each warrior made, and arrange records of 
the last few days’ service of every Massachusetts man who 
fell in the conflict. Massachusetts cannot and will not do 
less for her noble dead. The purpose is a high one, but the 
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detailed work involved in the plan will require intensive 
work of the most exacting character. The first task, nat- 
urally is the preparation of an accurate list of the names of 
the men of Massachusetts who are buried in France or in 
Germany. Individuals and organizations should cooperate 
with the commission so that an accurate list of the honored 
dead may be made. 
Room 471, State House, Boston, should be notified by in- 
dividuals having relatives buried in the war zone. Only by 
the cooperation of all of our people will it be possible to do 
this important work accurately. 


Tue Appress Map by Governor Calvin Coolidge up- 
on accepting the nomination of the Republican party at 
Northampton was in keeping with his previous record. 
The speech was direct, clearly expressed, and did not bury 
ideas under a cloak of words. There was no mistaking the 
positions which he was taking. One quality of the address 
is pleasing to his constituency and that is temperateness of 
his criticism of the opposing party and of President Wilson.

His plea for a return to the constitutional ad- 
ministration of our government goes to the heart of the 
present issues. 


“The government of the nation is in the hands of the 
people, when it is administered in accordance with the spirit 
of the constitution which they have adopted and ratified, 
and which measures the powers they have granted to their 
public officers in all its branches, where the functions and 
duties of the three codrdinate branches, executive, legisla- 
tive, judicial, are separate and distinct and neither one di- 
rectly or indirectly exercises any of the functions of either 
of the others. Such a practice and such a government un- 
der the constitution of the United States it is the purpose of 
our party to re-establish and maintain. All authority must 
be exercised by those to whom it is constitutionally en- 
trusted, without dictation, and with responsibility only to 
those who have bestowed it, the people. 

“The property of the nation is in the hands of the peo- 

ple when it is under their ownership and control. It is true 
that the control of a part of the property taken for war pur- 
poses has been returned, but there hangs over private en- 
terprise still the menace of seizure, blighting. in its effect, 
paralyzing in its result, to the public detriment. But it mat- 
ters not whether property be taken by seizure, or through 
the process of taxation for extravagant and unnecessary ex- 
penditures, there should be an end to both operations. The 
reason is plain. Ultimately the control of the resources of 
the people is control of the people. Either the people must 
own the government or the government will own the people. 
To sustain a government of the people there must be main- 
tained a property of the people. There can be no political 
independence without economic independence..”’ 
. The spirit of the people is with Coolidge in his utter- 
ance and when the election returns are in, the Republican 
party will have been returned to power because the people 
of the nation have asserted their will and determined upon 
4 government by law and not by persons.

There 1s good 
in everybody. Bring out the good in everybody and never 
needlessly hurt the feelings of anybody. In reporting a po- 
litical gathering give the facts, tell the story as it is, not as 
you would like to have it. Treat all parties alike. If there 
is any political influence to be used leave it to the editorial 
columns. Treat all religious questions reverently. If it 
can be avoided, never bring ignominy to an innocent man or 
child in telling of the misdeeds or misfortunes of a relative. 
Do not wait to be asked, but do without being asked. Above 
all, never let a ‘dirty’ word or suggestive story get into 
type. I want this paper conducted so that it can go into any 
home without destroying the innocence of any child.” This 
is a newspaper creed that Warren G. Harding gave to every 
worker on his paper. The ideal is a good one and reveals 
the purpose and the vision of the nominee. Little did he 
realize when he formulated those instructions that they 
would be published all over the land later in his campaign 
period. 


SENATOR Henry Casot Lopce, of Nahant, has inter- 
ested himself in the heroic young man, who, single-handed, 
captured two hundred and fifty-six Germans on the Sois- 
sons front in France in July, 1918. Sergeant Hercules 
Korgis, who lives on the southern edge of the North Shore 
not many miles from Senator Lodge’s own home, has en- 
joyed a reputation which his heroic service in France has 
won for him. The War Department has awarded him a 
Distinguished Service Medal. The medal will show young 
Korgis that the American people appreciate the service 
which he rendered. The incident was one of the most spec- 
tacular individual feats of the war. The touch of humor in 
the success of one man against so many, brought not only a 
cheer, but a laugh from his comrades when the coup had 
been executed. Our government is tardy in its award of 
decorations and too much energy and diplomacy are re- 
quired to see justice accorded to worthy heroes. If Korgis 
had been a Frenchman in a French army he would have 
been decorated on the field shortly after the incident, and 
by one of his officers. The French have a system of mak- 
ing awards that inspires enthusiasm withal. The awards 
never can go amiss, for the companions of the man will nev- 
er overestimate an act of bravery, and when such an award 
is made it is more usually just than unjust. Korgis de- 
serves his medal of honor. Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
was as attentive to the details of his great office as ever, but 
the award is rather tardy. How much better it would have 
been if that decoration could have gone to him while in ser- 
vice with his associates! Changes are slow in army cus- 
toms, but eventually the American.army must modify its 
rules, and adjust itself to the more expeditious rules of the. 
French army, in this respect, at least. 


Tue Appison GILBERT HospirTat, of Gloucester, has 
made an enviable record of scervice to the community which 
it serves, that merits the investments of money, time and 
talent. For many years the institution has been healing the 
sick, restoring to health and giving comfort and alleviating 
the pain of those who have suffered. The need of a new 
wing to care for the maternity ward has been a long-felt 
want, that should now be realized. No one who appreciates 


_ the value and service of a good hospital can understand why 


the institution should lack for funds for the new wing. The 
money should be forthcoming, for fifty thousand dollars 
cannot be better invested than in providing a community 
with a thoroughly equipped maternity hospital. So, sum- 
mer people and the permanent residents are rallying to the 
aid of the institution. The summer resident who said of 
the work and the campaign—‘‘we must riot forget the real 
community spirit, and as we receive so we must give; when 
a city or a town with its citizens is giving to us, to make our 
summer abiding place pleasant and beneficial, it is our duty 
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to meet them in some way with our good will and our con- 
tribution’”—has caught and reflected the spirit of the North 
Shore. It is only as the residents of the Shore cooperate in 
every good work that such enterprises can be maintained. 
The esprit de corps of the North Shore is remarkable in 
this respect, for year after year families have returned to 
the district, so that it has become as much home, as the city 
abiding place.

O’Brien delivered a masterly and 
scholarly address, closely holding the 
constant attention of his hearers. He 
spoke of the loyalty and patriotism of 
the men who served in the World war, 
mentioning particularly those from the 
Sacred Heart parish, and gave in a 
most delicate and fine way a tribute to 
those who paid the supreme sacrifice. 


Salient points of Fr. O’Brien’s ad- 
dress included the idea of one church, 
a holy church, a church everlasting and 
the Catholic teachings as to patriotism. 


He said in part: “The Church must 
be holy. It is true that within its fold 
there is today a Peter who will deny 
and a Judas who will betray, but the 
church must continue to endure. 


“The Church of Christ stands forth 
as beacon lights along the pathway of 
history. She, alone, stands while na- 
tions and principalities have tottered 
and fallen. 


“The Catholic church teaches patri- 
otism. She teaches that the country 
which protects us in time of peace, 
giving us the opportunity of enjoying 
the privileges of worship, is entitled 
to our service in time of war, and if 
need be, she is entitled to our lives in 
the defense of the cause for which 
she is fighting. 


“Tn all the storms which have passed | 


over our country—in 1776, in the Civ- 
il war of 1860, and the World war of 
recent date—our men fought for such 
a land and such a flag as ours. It was 
for this that the men of our parish left 
their homes, and in the trenches, ’mid 
shot and shell, they gave their best for 
us. 

“The American soldier rose above 
love of self, rose to love of honor and 
country. The patriots of the World 
war fought, bled and died that their an- 
cestors at Saratoga and Gettysburg 
might not be dishonored.

For the past six months Fr. Mullin 
has been in charge of all arrangements 
for the memorial window. He at- 
tended to the matter of procuring the 
$3,300 necessary for this work, and 
has devoted a large amount of his 
time to the successful completion of 
this handsome and artistic window, 
which will stand for many years as an 
appropriate tribute from an apprecia- 
tive people to their heroes of the 
World war. Subscriptions were re- 


ceived from residents of the parish, 
summer people, and also many unsoli- 
cited contributions from Protestants,

who were interested and desired to 
have a part in this memorial. 


The inscription is from Jer. 33:9: 
“And it shall be to me a name,and a 
joy, and a praise, and a gladness be- 
fore all the nations of the earth.” 


The new memorial window partakes 
of the Gothic design of the building 
with unusual fidelity. A window is, 
frankly, only a detail, and as such must 


forever remain subordinate to the ar- 


chitecture of the church as a whole. 
To function properly in the general 
scheme it must appear, not as an open- 
ing, but to maintain the flatness and 
solidity of the wall; no perspective, no 
modelling; a flat, rigid, conventional 
piece of decoration. 


Simple as is the rule, and definite 
and fixed as are the boundaries, eccle- 
siastical architecture in America vio- 
lates, all too frequently, these funda- 
mentals of a once glorious art. How- 
ever, here we find these elements care- 
fully considered, and in studying the 
window, we must connect it with the 
future of the church as well as with 


Sacred Heart Church and Parochial Residence, Manchester 
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the present. It must be considered so 
as to harmonize with the future altar 
and with all contemplated develop- 
ments of the entire church. 

The story of the glass itself is told 
by the central and dominant figure of 
the Sacred Heart with Saint Mary Al- 
acoque, to whom our Lord appeared, 
and Venerable Claude de la Colom- 
biére, who instituted the devotion to 
the Sacred Heart; these within the 
circle of the world; below, the faith- 
ful in prayer and thanksgiving on op- 
posite sides; the arms of the Pope and 
Cardinal O’Connell; and above every- 
thing the heavenly host with Michael, 
Gabriel, Uriel and Raphael, — the 
whole composition blended in glorious 
harmonies of blue and ruby and gold. 

The glass was executed by Walter 
G. Ball under the direction of Matthew 
Sullivan, architect.

Many good novels were published 


in the years 1910 to 1915. A number 
of works of fiction much in demand in 
1909 remained popular during 1910. 
Among these, “The Silver H orde,” 
“Truxton King,” “A Certain Rich 
Man,’ “The Goose Girl’ and “The 
Danger Mark’’ may be mentioned. 

The “Rosary,” by Florence Barclay, 
was probably read by more people in 
the United States than any other noy- 
el during 1910. This author’s second 
work of fiction—“The Mistress of 
Shenstone” — was also published that 
year. At this time the author of “The 
Inner Shrine” brought out “The Wild 
Olive” and this good story was much 
read. Another very attractive work 
that gave much pleasure to novel 
readers was “4A Modern Chronicle,” 
by Winston Churchill.

by Francis Little, author of “The Lady 
of the Decoration.”

Child.” 

The six best sellers for 1915 were— 
“The Turmoil,’ “A Far Country,” 
“Pollyanna Grown Up,” “Michael O’ 
Halloran,” “The Eyes of the World’ 
and “K.” 

There were many other good novels 
in 1915, but only a few will 1 be men- 
tioned—“Kent Knowles,” “Quahoag,” 
“The Pastor's Wife,’ “Angelo’s Busi- 
ness, “Thankful’s Inheritance,” 

“Contrary Mary,” “Felix O ‘Day” and 

“The Story of Julia Paige.” 

Next week we hope to have some 
new books. If they do not come in 
time there will be a note on some books 
other than fiction published 1910 to 
1915.

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day in the history of the town. The 
night before the celebration there was 
a mammoth bonfire, nearly 500 barrels 
being used, forming a pile 40 feet in 
the air. The blaze was seen for miles 
around, and it is estimated that fully 
5,000 people witnessed the event. 

For days the business men and peo- 
ple of the town had been decorating 
their houses and stores. The town was 
gaily bedecked in holiday attire when 
at 7 o’clock on the morning of the 18th 
of July, 1895, several bands of “In- 
dians” assembled to assist in the ob- 
servance. 

Hansome columns of Doric design 
were in position on Beach st., and 
were prettily entwined with evergreen. 
At the Town hall there were two Doric 
columns, representing white marble. 
Historical pictures of an allegorical 
nature were displayed in front of. the 
building. The national colors, flags 
and bunting were everywhere in great 
profusion. 

“The Same Tides Flow,” the fa- 
mous Manchester hymn. composed by 
N. B. Sargent, was sung that morning 
for the first time. Hon. Henry C-. 
Leach was presiding officer and Lieut. 
Gov. Wolcott was orator of the day. 

One of the leading features of the 
day took place at 9 o’clock in the fore- 
noon when Great Chief Masconomo 
and his braves extended a reception to 
Governor Winthrop and party, who 
had come up the river on the good ship 
“Arbella.” Indian maidens treated the 
white visitors to wild strawberries, 
after which the pipe of peace was 
smoked, followed by the peace dance. 

A band concert and banquet were 
the features at noon. Alfred S. Jew- 
ett, chairman of the board of select- 
men, gave the address of welcome. 
There were addresses by Lieut. Gov. 
Walcott, Richard H. Dana and Rev. 
D. F. Lamson. 

One of the largest and best parades 
which has ever been seen in Manches- 
ter was presented in the afternoon. It 
,was divided into three sections: Mili- 
tary, historical and floral. The several 
floats and exhibitions were gorgeous 
and most beautiful. 

After nightfall, the town presented 
an appearance of a fairyland. The 
electrical displays and fireworks were 
of a first-class order. In the harbor 
there was an electric fountain which 


proved fascinating to thousands, the ~ 


brilliant electric lights chasing each 
other in ever-changing design. The 
flagpole on the Common was decorated 
with lights and Japanese lanterns. A 
profusion of. fireworks was set off 
during the evening, bringing to a close 
one of the greatest days in the history 
of the town of Manchester.

Birds are the great planters of the 
earth; they seeded vast spaces of wil- 
derness, and crowned the crests -of 
rocky hills with trees. They are the 
guardians of our orchards and grain 
fields. Carnivorous birds, like eagles, 
vultures, crows, hawks and _ herons, 
keep the earth clean of decaying flesh 
that would otherwise pollute soil and 
water. 

Whenever you look at a bird you see 
a most wonderful creation. It is a 
greater traveler and a stronger creature 
comparatively than you will ever be. 
To kill it is to affront Nature. The 
bird has beauty, music, fleetness, won- 
derful domestic skill and devotion, and 
these have always appealed to refined 
natures. To lower natures the eco- 
nomic appeal must also be made. Don’t 
kill birds. If the birds were entirely — 
to disappear tomorrow, human life — 
would not endure long thereafter.
